Clerical  Celibacy  in  the  Diocese  of  Carlisle. 


It  is  interesting  to  notice  the  effect  of  the  papal  law  of  the 
celibacy  of  the  clergy  in  the  early  stages  of  its  application  to 
the  diocese  of  Carlisle.  The  efforts  of  Archbishop  Anselm  to 
bring  about  the  adoption  of  celibacy  in  England  are  matters 
of  general  history.  In  noo,  Pope  Paschal  wrote  to  him  of 
what  had  been  determined  by  the  Roman  Church  concerning 
the  sons  of  priests,  but  he  warned  him  to  proceed  cautiously 
as  "in  the  kingdom  of  England  they  were  so  numerous  that 
almost  the  greater  and  better  part  of  the  clergy  belonged  to 
that  class1."  For  that  reason  the  Archbishop  had  a  dispens- 
ing power  in  carrying  out  the  papal  constitution.  In  the 
north  of  England  with  its  strong  flavour  of  Celtic  sentiment 
and  tradition,  the  papal  injunctions  were  practically  ignored. 
In  a  vigorous  letter  which  Archbishop  Gerard  of  York 
addressed  to  Anselm,  he  submitted  that  the  canons  of  his 
cathedral  refused  to  give  up  their  wives2.  The  acts  of  the

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councils  in  1102  and  subsequent  years  show  how  pertina- 
ciously the  Archbishops  of  both  provinces  carried  on  the 
struggle  against  clerical  marriages  and  how  stoutly  their 
decrees  were  resisted  by  the  clergy  as  a  whole.  The  tend- 
ency of  the  system  was  to  create  for  the  clergy  a  proprietary 
right  in  the  endowments  of  the  church.  Ecclesiastical  offices 
were  becoming  hereditary.  Symeon1  tells  us  that  in  the 
Church  of  Durham  the  son  regularly  succeeded  the  father. 
The  same  descent  of  offices  is  observable  in  the  Church  of 
Hexham2.  At  a  much  later  date  a  similar  custom  prevailed 
amongst  the  parochial  clergy  of  Cumberland.  In  1225 
William,  rector  of  Workington,  was  cited  before  the  Arch- 
bishop of  York  on  the  allegation  that  he  had  succeeded  his 
father  in  that  church,  but  William  was  able  to  prove  that 
his  father  had  been  only  farmer  of  the  fruits  of  the  benefice 
and  not  the  parsons.  The  danger  arising  from  the  per- 
petuation of  a  hereditary  priesthood  was  so  obvious  that  it 
put  a  strong  lever  into  the  hands  of  the  advocates  of  the 
papal  law  to  do  away  with  clerical  marriage  altogether. 

During  the  twelfth  century  we  have  not  noticed  a  single 
trace  of  disturbance  caused  by  the  Roman  innovations  in  the 
north-western  counties.  From  the  formation  of  the  diocese 
in  1133  to  the  episcopate  of  Bishop  Hugh  (1219-1223), 
while  the  Church  of  Carlisle  was  in  an  anomalous  position, 
it  may  have  been  that  the  diocesan  organization  was  not  of 
sufficient  strength  to  enforce  new  decrees  of  ecclesiastical 
discipline  to  which  the  clergy  were  hostile  by  instinct  and 
tradition.  The  sons  of  clergy  were  treated  in  all  respects 
like  the  sons  of  other  people.  The  dealings  of  the  great 
Benedictine  Abbey  of  St.  Mary,  York,  with  the  clergy  of  its 
appropriate  churches  in  Cumberland  and  Westmorland  were 
undisturbed  by  the  papal  rules.  Abbot  Savaric  with  the 
consent  of  his  chapter  recognised  Alexander  the  clerk,  son 
of  Roger  priest  of  Crosby  Ravensworth,  and  committed  to

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him  for  life  at  an  early  date,  say  between  1132  and  1150, 
two  parts  of  the  tithe  of  Meaburn  Gerard  at  a  nominal  rent1. 
His  successor,  Abbot  Clement,  conferred  the  chapel  of 
Clifton,  near  Workington,  on  Walthef,  son  of  Thomas,  clerk 
of  Dean,  which  chapel  the  said  Thomas  had  held  before 
him2.  It  would  be  superfluous  to  make  a  list  of  similar 
examples,  for  the  sons  and  daughters  of  clergymen,  rectors, 
vicars,  parsons  and  chaplains  meet  us  in  local  records  at 
every  turn3. 

When  the  diocese  of  Carlisle  came  under  the  administra- 
tion of  an  unbroken  succession  of  resident  Bishops,  no 
change  was  apparent  in  the  domestic  condition  of  the  secular 
clergy.  It  is  true  that  papal  rules  were  inflexible  and  papal 
denunciation  of  local  custom  was  unsparing.  The  resources 
of  the  Latin  tongue  were  laid  under  contribution  to  find  odious 
epithets  to  describe  the  marriage  and  the  wife.  The  papal 
wind  moaned  overhead,  but  the  placid  waters  of  ecclesiastical 
life  in  the  diocese  were  unruffled  by  its  fury.  The  clergy  of 
Cumberland  went  on  in  their  old  way,  marrying  and  giving 
in  marriage  as  they  had  ever  done.  Adam,  the  first  vicar  of 
Crosthwaite,  was  a  man  of  family  as  well  as  a  man  of 
substance.  To  his  son  Adam  he  bequeathed  considerable 
property:  for  his  other  sons,  Thomas  and  William,  and  for  his 
daughter  Galiena,  he  made  suitable  provision  in  his  will.  The 
Abbot  and  Convent  of  Fountains  were  considerate  to  Ysonda 
de  Cokerham,  the  widow  of  the  deceased  vicar,  as  nothing 
unusual  in  the  oversight  of  their  appropriate  churches4. 
Adam  of  Crosthwaite  flourished  in  the  reign  of  King  John, 
while  Bernard  was  Bishop  of  Carlisle.  The  stormy  episcopate 
of  Bishop  Hugh  de  Beaulieu  followed  with  its  great  quarrels 
and  great  reforms.  The  marriage  of  his  clergy  troubled  the 
new  Bishop,  but  he  was  unable  to  cope  with  the  evil.  The 
Abbot  of  Jedburgh,  who  had  property  in  the  diocese,  com-

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plained  to  the  Pope  in  1221  about  the  violation  of  the  Lateran 
decrees  in  Cumberland,  and  Honorius  III.  sent  a  mandate  to 
Bishop  Hugh  calling1  on  him  to  revoke  concessions  made  by 
him  and  his  chapter  of  churches  in  the  diocese  not  void  to 
sons  of  living  rectors  under  age1.  The  Bishop  acknowledged 
that  in  some  of  the  churches  it  was  customary  for  the  son  to 
succeed  the  father,  but  gave  as  his  excuse  that  the  clergy 
adroitly  explained  away  the  papal  constitutions.  With  apos- 
tolic brevity  the  Pope  informed  the  distressed  prelate  that 
the  Roman  law  forbad  the  sons  of  clergymen  to  be  instituted 
to  benefices  or  to  hold  benefices  if  instituted 2.  In  the  same 
year,  1223,  Bishop  Hugh  went  to  Rome  presumably  on  this 
business,  and  died  on  his  return  journey  unlamented  by  his 
dioceses. 

In  spite  of  the  exertions  of  the  Bishops,  the  disciplinary 
laws  on  the  marriage  of  the  clergy  met  with  only  partial 
observance.  It  is  very  doubtful  whether  celibacy  was  a 
general  practice  at  any  time  in  the  diocese  of  Carlisle. 
Marriage  lingered  on  among  the  country  parsons  till  it 
received  ecclesiastical  as  well  as  civil  sanction  at  the  Refor- 
mation. During  the  latter  portion  of  the  fourteenth  century, 
when  the  wills  of  the  diocesan  clergy  throw  much  light  on 
their  social  condition,  we  know  that  several  of  them  were 
married  men.  In  the  ordinary  way  their  sons  and  daughters 
came  in  for  the  residue  of  their  goods  after  bequests  to 
pious  uses4.  Though  the  ecclesiastical  courts  pronounced 
the  wife  concubinary  and  forbad  her  recognition  as  canonical, 
she  existed  in  spite  of  the  papal  law.  Thomas  Warcop, 
vicar  of  Kirkbystephen,  possessed  a  moiety  of  the  manor  of 
Sandford  in  right  of  his  wife,  Katherine,  which  was  acknow- 
ledged by  a  jury  in  14225.  It  was  only  in  the  sixteenth 
century,  during  a  period  of  ecclesiastical  unrest  and  disrup- 
tion, that  marriage  was  made  for  a  short  time  an  effectual

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bar  to  church  preferment.  It  became  a  test  question  in  the 
early  part  of  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII.,  when  the  King  took 
the  side  of  the  opponents  of  marriage.  A  proclamation  was 
issued  in  1521  threatening  the  married  clergy  with  depri- 
vation and  imprisonment1.  Convocation  sanctioned  the 
marriage  of  priests  in  1547,  and  Parliament  gave  it  civil 
force  in  I5492.  When  the  Edwardian  legislation  was  repealed 
under  Queen  Marys,  some  of  the  clergy  of  the  diocese  of 
Carlisle  were  deprived  of  their  benefices  by  reason  of  their 
marriage,  but  they  were  restored  again  in  1559  by  the  com- 
missioners of  Queen  Elizabeth*.  Since  that  date  it  has  been 
lawful  for  bishops,  priests,  and  deacons  "  to  marry  at  their 

own  discretion."

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NOTES    ON   THE    HEDWORTH    FAMILY, 
CO.    DURHAM. 

The  following  notes  add  various  details  to  the  pedigrees, 
published  in  the  late  Mr.  Surtees'  History  of  the  County 
Palatine,  of  the  families  of  Hedworth  of  Harraton  (Surtees, 
vol.  ii.,  p.  184),  and  Hedworth  of  Pokerley  (Surtees,  vol.  ii., 
p.  197):— 


HEDWORTH  OF  HARRATON  AND 
SALTWELLSIDE. 

Robert  Hedworth  of  Harraton.

Ralph  Hedworth,  son  and  heir  of  John  Hedworth  of  Harra- 
ton, died  in  his  father's  lifetime.  Buried  20  Aug.  1590,  then 
styled  of  Saltwellside.  (Surtees,  vol.  ii.,  p.  185). 

Of  Saltwellside,  Mr.  Surtees  writes  (vol.  ii. ,  p.  131) : — 
"  In  1504  Christopher  Brig-ham,  merchant,  John  Hedworth, 
Esq.,  Richard  Erring-ton,  and  Barbara  Yonghosband  sued 
out  a  pardon  for  acquiring  the  tenement  called  Saltwellsyde 
from  Robert  Brigham,  merchant.  The  estate  was  soon  after 
the  property  of  the  Hedworths  of  Harraton,  and,  towards  the 
end  of  the  reign  of  Elizabeth,  their  occasional  residence. "  The 
inquisitions  p.m.  make  it  probable  that  the  John  Hedworth 
who  sued  out  this  pardon  was  John  Hedworth  of  Harraton. 
It  is  at  any  rate  clear  that  the  Hedworths  of  Harraton  owned 
lands  in  Saltwellside  from  1536  onwards.  John  Hedworth, 
son  and  heir  of  Sir  Ralph  Hedworth  of  Harraton,  apparently 
had  Saltwellside  for  his  residence  during  his  father's  lifetime; 
afterwards  it  was,  as  Mr.  Surtees  shews,  the  residence  of 
John  Hedworth's  own  eldest  son. 
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A  curious  error  has  crept  into  the  Hedworth  pedigree  in 
the  Visitations  of  Surrey  (Harleian  Society,  vol.  xliii.,  p.  65), 
which  makes  "Jane  d.  of  Richarde  Bellasses"  the  wife  of 
"Sir  Rafe  Hedworth  of  Heverton"  instead  of  wife  of  his  son 
and  heir,  John  Hedworth  (cf.  Foster,  Durham  Visitation 
Pedigrees,  p.  161).

SOME  UNCLASSIFIED  HEDWORTHS. 

Besides  the  pedigrees  of  the  Hedworths  of  Harraton  and  of 
Pokerley,  Mr.  Surtees  publishes  pedigrees  of  the  Hedworths 
of  Ryton  Woodside  (vol.  ii.,  p.  261),  beginning  with  cne 
Robert  Hedworth  (ob.  1598),  and  of  the  Hedworths  of  Chester 
Deanery  (vol.  ii.,  p.  151),  beginning  with  John,  third  son  of 
John  Hedworth  of  Harraton  by  his  marriage  with  Jane 
Belasyse. 

Sundry  Hedworths  who  occur  during"  the  sixteenth  century 
were  almost  certainly  related  to  the  Harraton  family,  although

William  Hedworth  occurs  frequently  in  connection  with  parochial  affairs  between  1585  and 
1599  and  was  in  several  years  "  maister  of  the  parish." — (Ibid.,  pp.  354,  366,  375,  398,  415,  434,

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the  precise  degree  of  their  relationship  does  not  admit  of 
confident  conjecture.  It  should  be  remembered  that  the 
pedigrees  of  the  owners  of  Harraton,  published  in  Surtees 
and  elsewhere,  give  no  younger  sons  (except  such  as  suc- 
ceeded elder  brothers  who  died  without  heirs)  until  we  come 
to  Sir  Ralph  Hedworth  and  his  brother. 

Will  of  John  Hedworth  of  Heaton. — John  Hedworth  of 
Heaton,  in  his  will  dated  12  March,  1501,  proved  2  May, 
1502  (Surtees'  Society,  vol.  xxii.,  appendix  No.  i,  p.  xxxv.), 
mentions  his  wife  Margaret,  his  son  Alexander,  and  Matilda 
Clerk,  Joane  Clerke  and  Elizabeth  Clerke,  each  of  whom  he 
describes  as  filia  mea.  "John  Hedworth,  generosus"  is 
supervisor. 

Visitation  of  Cambridgeshire,  1575. — In  the  pedigree  re- 
corded at  this  Visitation  (G.  18,  38,  at  Heralds'  College) 
of  Thomas  Holmes  of  Burrough  Green,  in  the  County  of 
Cambridge,  whose  will,  dated  18  March,  1590,  was  proved 
P.C.C.  (Sainberbe  21)  26  March,  1591,  his  grandfather, 
Robert  Holmes  (Holme),  of  Bishop  Wearmouth,  is  said  to 
have  married  "Mary,  dr.  of  Sir  Raffe  Hedworth,  Knight." 
It  is  difficult  to  believe  that  Thomas  Holmes  did  not  know 
his  grandmother's  parentage,  but  a  comparison  of  dates 
shews  that  she  must  have  belonged  to  the  generation  before 
Sir  Ralph  Hedworth.  Elsewhere  she  is  described  as  Margaret, 
daughter  of  John  Hedworth.  (See  Visitation  of  Yorkshire, 
1563-4,  not  preserved  at  Heralds'  College,  Harleian  Society, 
vol.  xvi. ,  and  Harleian  MS.  1540,  fol.  45.) 

Will  of  Ralph  Hedworth,  of  Stanford  (Notts.),  Clerk.— 
The  will  of  Ralph  Hedworth,  of  Stanford,  Clerk1,  dated  20

by  a  legacy  of  six-and-eightpence  each  to  "twenty  maidens 

dwelling  within  the  bishopric  of  Derham towards 

their  marriage,"  and  by  the  recital  of  an  agreement,  dated  5 
June,  1532,  ''for  the  setting  forthe  of  three  of  the  next  of 
my  kyn  to  their  learning,"  with  "  Hewgh,  prior  of  the  monas- 
terye  of  Saint  Cuthbert  in  Derham  and  the  Convent  of  the 
same  within  the  Countie  of  Derehm."  He  provides  for 
masses  and  prayers  for  the  souls  of  his  father  and  mother 
and  his  sister  Denys,  and  mentions  "Cicely  Beele  (?)  my 
kinswoman,"  "Cuthbert  Hedworth,  my  brother's  son,"  his 
sister,  Eleanor  Lysle,  "Margaret  Richmond  and  Margaret 
Hedworthe  and  ....  her  (sic)  heirs,"  and  "my  cousin, 

Nicolas  Vanse."

A    SURTEES    LAWSUIT. 

Readers  of  the  appendix  by  Dr.  Raine  to  the  Life  of  Robert 
Surtees,  by  Taylor,  issued  by  the  Surtees  Society,  will  re- 
member that  in  a  letter  to  Sir  Cuthbert  Sharp1,  reference  is 

to 
quaintly  made  to  an  account  of   "  handfasting,"    in  which 

certain  of  my  ancestors  were  interested.  The  original  vol- 
ume into  which  the  historian  transcribed  the  documents  he 
had  discovered  is  now  in  my  possession ;  and  the  following 
transcript  verbatim  et  literatim  may  interest  readers  of  a 
magazine  connected  with  the  "North  Countrie." 

The  parties  chiefly  concerned,  viz.,  Edward  Surtees  and 
Margaret  Coulson  were  subsequently  married  on  the  nine- 
teenth of  January,  1617,  at  St.  Nicholas,  Durham.

1  page  391,  Mr.  Surtees  gives  several  additional  notes  in  this  letter  not  mentioned  in  his  own 
transcript,  but  comparison  shews  that  in  the  former,  he  is  writing  from  memory,  and  perhaps 
also  drawing  a  little  upon  his  imagination  for  the  amusement  of  his  friend,  the  addition  that 
Ralph  Newton  saw  "  Edward  kisse  her  up  behind  a  doore,"  being  a  marked  instance. 
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Georgius  Wrightson,  Clericus  ex  parte  Edioardi  Surtesse ; 
Paroch:  de  Ovingham  dictae  Dioces.  Examinatus  est — 

That  this  deponent  was  present  in  the  house  of  the  said 
Robt.  Surtesse,  deceased  ;  in  Duresme  amongst  divers  & 
sundrie  friends,  both  of  the  sd.  Robert  and  Edward  Surtisse, 
when  there  was  talk  &  conference  of  a  marriage  betwixt 
Edward  Surtesse  &  Margret  Colson,  &  he  doth  verily  believe 
ye  sd.  Edwd.  &  Margrett  were  contract. 

He  was  well  acquainted  with  Robert  Surtesse  &  made 
privie  to  his  mind,  which  was  to  match  &  bestow  his  said 
neice  Magaret  Coleson  in  marriage  with  sd.  Edward  &  did 
earnestly  entreat  this  examnant  being  a  neare  neighbour 
unto  Mr.  William  Surtesse,  father  of  the  said  Edward  .  .  . 
&  to  inform  him  of  his  direct  knowledge  of  ye  said  Edward 
as  well  of  his  .  .  .  and  bringing  up,  his  manner  &  learnings 
and  further  that  Wm.  Surtesse,  father  of  Edward,  was  with 
ye  sd.  Robert  Surtesse  at  his  house  in  Duresme  on  occasion 
touching  the  marriage,  etc.,  .  .  .  and  about  the  Quarter 
Sessions  next  after  the  feast  of  Pentecoste,  the  said  Robert 
Surtesse  did  contract  and  handfast  the  said  Edward  S.  and 
Margaret  in  the  presence  of  this  Examanate,  and  of  Wm. 
Surtesse,  father  of  sd.  Edward  &  of  Richard  and  Ralph 
Newton,  Gents,  and  of  one  Sir  Ralph  Maghan — the  solem- 
nization, etc.,  was  deferred  upon  some  question  of  conveyance 
of  land. 

He  did  heare  Mr.  William  Hall,  now  maior  of  Duresm 
affirm  that  Mr.  Robert  Surtesse  being  moved  in  behalf  of 
these  friends  for  a  marriage  with  the  said  Margaret  did 
answer  there  was  a  contract :  (other  witness  to  said  affect1) 
Richard  Newton  of  Eltringham,  parish  of  Ovingham,  act. 
22,  (says  as  above,  and  that)  Robert  Surtesse  did  wish  to 
bestow  his  niece  upon  some  of  his  name  and  did  move  and 
solicit  William  Surtesse,  father  of  Edward,  as  far  back  as 
1613,  and  that  the  said  Robert  Surtesse  did  intend  divers

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estates  of  land  to  the  said  Edward  and  Margret,  after  con- 
summation, but  some  question  of  conveyance  did  arrise,  etc. 

(This  is  only  a  fragment  in  a  book  in  the  Eccles'  Court  and 
the  purport  does  not  seem  plain,  but  may  be  conjectured  on 
account  of  some  lands  settled,  or  given,  but  not  bequeathed 
by  Robert  Surtesse  to  Edward  and  Margret,  who  were  not 
married  till  after  his  death,  which  lands  were  claimed  by 
other  nieces,  as  undevised.)  Ralph  Newton,  of  Mickley, 
Gent.,  act.  48,  much  to  the  same  purpose. 

William  Surtesse  came  and  told  Newton,  Mr.  Robert 
Surtesse,  of  Durham,  had  solicited  him  for  a  marriage  to  be 
had,  etc.,  the  rather  because  he  did  belong  to  that  name,  and 
therefore  he  requested  this  deponent  (Ralph  Newton),  being 
the  said  William's  nephew,  viz.,  his  sister's  sonne,  to  go 
with  him  to  Mr.  Surtesse's  at  Duresme  where  Mr.  S.  did 
welcome  them  very  friendlie  and  they  had  conference  and  the 
said  Edward  and  Margt.  were  contracted  on  or  about  4th 
January,  1613,  as  far  as  he  can  remember,  George  Wrightson, 
clerk,  curate  of  Ebchester  being  present,  and  Richard  Newton, 

Gent.,  and  this  deponent  and  others.

Mrs.  Surtesse,  wife  to  the  said  Mr.  Robert  Surtesse  did 
put  off  the  said  Edward,  and  for  that  she  said  she  could  not 
spare  ye  said  Margaret ;  then  she  made  other  excuses,  all 
about  Shrovetide  and  after  till  Easter,  and  then  Robert 
Surtesse  and  William,  father  of  Edward,  did  differ  about 
some  conveyance  of  land,  etc. 

William  Surtesse,  of  Brodeoke,  Paroch.  de  Ovingham, 
Gendsus  ;  aetat  An.  LXXII  (17  January,  1617)  deposes 
that  about  seven  years  ago,  Mr.  Robert  Surtesse  did 
begin  to  solicit  him  to  the  match  and  at  this  deponent's 
house  at  Broadoake,  they  having  been  formerly  acquainted 
very  long  ;  and  Robert  S.  calling  Edward  to  him,  he  said  : 
"  a  wife,  a  wife  for  him,"  and  then  for  the  love  he  bore  him, 
and  to  that  name,  he  had  a  great  desire  that  his  land  should 
contynue  therein,  and  if  he  pleased  he  would  give  Margt. 
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Colson  to  him  and  about  two  yeres  after  this  depont.  having 
occasion  to  Durham  did  meet  Mr.  Robt.  Suerties,  who  tolde 
him  again  of  this  intendement  and  willed  him  to  goe  to  his 
house,  but  he  did  not  then,  but  soon  after  New  Year's  Day 
in  1613,  and  brot.  the  said  sonne  Edward  with  him  (and 
then  relates  the  contract  as  before)  and  there  was  such  un- 
derstanding1, etc.,  that  some  deeds  were  not  prepared,  and 
after  Mrs.  Surtees  did  labour  the  said  Margaret  with  her, 
etc.,  and  there  were  present  this  deponents  nephew,  Newton, 
Dr.  Richard  Maughan,  priest  and  others  more,  and  one 
Sylvester  whose  other  name  he  does  not  remember  .  .  . 
have  heard  (and  here  ends  this  odd  record,  unless  I  can  find 
more  of  it  wh:  must  be  a  singular  grace  as  it  comes  out 
of  the  black  hole  being  parcel  of  a  record  wh:  the  damp 
and  worms  of  the  Spual  Court  have  long  made  a  delicious 
feast  of).

A   NEW  HYBRID   ORCHIS. 

It  may  interest  your  botanical  readers  to  know,  that  in 
July,  1891,  there  was  found  in  a  pasture  field  at  Longwitton 
(in  the  parish  of  Hartburn)  a  new  hybrid  orchis,  which  the 
writer  did  not  recognise.  It  was  sent  to  Kew,  where  Mr. 
Rolfe  made  it  out,  and  pronounced  it  to  be  a  natural  hybrid 
orchis  not  known  of  before,  being  a  cross  between  Habenaria 
viridis  and  Orchis  maciilata.  It  is  named  Habenari-orchis 
viridi-maculata.  Rolfe.  hyb.  nat, ,  and  is  figured  and  described 
in  the  Annals  of  Botany,  vol.  vi.,  pi.  xviii.,  p.  325.  Fortun- 
ately the  root  was  taken  up  at  the  time,  and  the  plant  has 
increased,  and  flourishes  in  the  writer's  garden.  The  field 
where  it  grew,  having  since  been  manured  with  Thomas' 
Phosphate,  etc.,  the  many  interesting  orchises  formerly 
growing  in  it  have  now  disappeared.

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COCHRANE'S    FIRST   LIEUTENANT. 

The  history  of  many,  indeed  most,  of  the  many  officers 
that  took  part  in  the  great  Napoleonic  wars  is  lost  in  ob- 
scurity, but  little  has  been  printed  or  preserved  relating-  to 
them,  and  to  find  that  little  often  means  prolonged  searches 
in  the  almost  forgotten  files  of  old  newspapers. 

Here  is  one  such  note  from  the  Newcastle  Courant  for 
August  17,  1811: — 

"Lately,  at  Deal,  Capt.  John  Haswell,  of  his  majesty's 
ship  Echo,  aged  32.  He  very  eminently  distinguished 
himself  on  several  occasions,  when  Lord  Cochrane's  first 
lieutenant." 

Captain  Haswell  was  a  scion  of  a  Jedburgh  family,  and 
the  following  pedigree  is  partly  compiled  from  my  own  inves- 
tigation and  from  information  supplied  by  my  friend  Charles 
J.  Haswell,  of  Meran,  in  the  Austrian  Tyrol : 

I.  John  Haswell,   Provost  of  Jedburgh,  born  1680,  died 

1747.  By  his  wife,  Helen  Elliot,  who  died  1748,  aged 
51  years,  he  had  issuowith  a  daughter  Anne,  two 
sons,  of  whom  the  younger,  James,  was  some  time 
Provost  of  Jedburgh,  and  died  in  1782,  aged  67,  leav- 
ing- issue  by  his  wife,  Mary  Pattison,  of  Drygrave, 
in  1746. 

II.  The  elder  son,  John,  born  1711,  died  in  1748,  leaving 
one  son. 

III.  Robert  Haswell,  Baillie  of  Jedburgh,  born  1743,  died 
1794.     By  his  wife,  Agnes  Davidson  (born  1741,  died 
1824),  he  had  issue — 

1.  John,  Post  Captain  in  H.M.  Navy,  died  off 
Deal,  August,  1811,  aged  32,  s.p. 

2.  James,   Physician  to  the  Duke  of  Northum- 
berland, died  at  Alnwick,  in  1818,  unmarried.

4.  William,  died  young. 

5      Agnes,  died  unmarried.

IV.  Robert  Haswell,  born  1781,  died  1848,  leaving  issue 
by  his  wife,   Elliott  Hardie,  a  daughter,  Elliott,  wife 
of  Julius  Pollock,  who  died  in  America;  and  two  sons, 
Robert,  born  in   1817,  who  died  in   1854,  at  Vienna, 
unmarried  ;  and 

V.  John  Haswell,  born  in  Glasgow  1812,  died  at  Vienna 
8  June,  1897.    He  was  Superintendent  of  the  Austrian 
State  Railways.    He  married  Sophia  Lane,  still  living 
in  Vienna,  and  had  issue  four  sons — 

1.  Charles   J.    Haswell,    born    1843,    living   at 
Meran,   in  the  Austrian  Tyrol,   and  by  his 
wife,  Mary  Gray,  has  one  son,  Charles  John 
Roderick,  an  engineer  on  the  Egyptian  rail- 
ways, born  1877,  and  three  daughters. 

2.  Robert,  born  1845,  died  1884.     He  married 
Ida  Leishner,  and  had  issue. 

3.  Alexander. 

4.  Arthur. 

When  visiting  Mr.  C.  J.  Haswell,  in  Zurich,  I  had  the 
opportunity  of  inspecting  a  presentation  sword  of  beautiful 
workmanship,  of  which  the  Captain  Haswell  first  mentioned 
was  the  recipient  on  account  of  his  exceedingly  plucky 
conduct  in  the  capture  of  the  French  corvette,  the  Tapageuse, 
20  guns.  The  account  I  received  runs  thus: — "My  great 
uncle  was  serving  Admiral  Cochrane,  and  about  1807  was  in 
command  as  Lieutenant  of  the  corvette  Pallas  off  the  Garonne, 
and  learning  that  a  French  war-vessel  was  anchored  in  the 
river  determined  to  make  an  attempt  to  capture  her.  He 
accordingly  manned  his  boats,  and  with  muffled  oars  pro- 
ceeded to  the  French  corvette.  My  great  uncle  was  a  little 
man,  but  his  boatswain  the  very  opposite,  so  he  climbed  on 
his  shoulders  and  from  thence  scrambled  on  board  the 
Frenchman,  followed  by  his  boats'  crews,  cut  down  the  watch, 
battened  the  hatches,  and  towed  her  off  to  the  Pallas,  and 
as  luck  would  have  it,  a  breeze  sprung  up  and  she  was

towed  safely  to  Portsmouth.  She  had  20  guns  and  200  men 
as  officers  and  crew.  For  this  deed  the  Patriotic  Fund 
presented  him  with  a  sword  having  engraved  upon  it  a  full 
description  of  the  event.  He  died  of  yellow  fever,  off  Deal, 
contracted  while  on  a  cruise  to  the  West  Indies.  My  father 
had  a  letter  of  his  to  his  mother,  sending  her  a  pocket- 
handkerchief  (still  preserved),  which  he  had  in  his  cocked 
hat  when  in  his  first  action,  folded  four  times,  thro'  which 
a  bullet  had  passed  thro'  each  fold,  but  fortunately  without 
damaging  him  :  the  holes  are  nearly  an  inch  diameter." 

My  correspondent's  father,  John  Haswell,  who  was  a 
civil  engineer,  went  to  Austria  just  at  the  time  of  the  com- 
mencement of  the  Imperial  railways,  and  speedily  rose  to 
great  eminence  ;  he  became  chief  engineer  to  H.I.M.  The 
Emperor  of  Austria  ;  and  died  in  1897  aet.  86.

WILLS  FROM  THE  MSS.  OF  SIR  CUTHBERT  SHARP. 

The  following  abstracts  of  wills  from  the  collection  of 
Sir  Cuthbert  Sharp,  now  housed  in  the  Dean  and  Chapter 
Library  at  Durham,  are  of  exceptional  interest  and  value  on 
account  of  many  of  the  originals  being  unavailable.  A  note 
attached  to  the  collection  states  that  the  bundles  from  which 
these  entries  are  taken  were  in  a  damp  and  decayed  condition, 
and  when  dried  many  of  them  crumbled  into  dust.  It  is 
unfortunate  that  Sir  Cuthbert  only  made  the  barest  genea- 
logical extracts,  but  as  they  relate  to  our  oldest  families,  and 
fill  up  blanks  in  the  existing  calendars  at  the  Durham  Registry, 
it  is  most  important  that  they  should  be  made  available  in  a 
permanent  form.  The  notes  are  here  printed  verbatim  except 
that  Sir  Cuthbert's  abbreviations,  such  as  nep  for  nephew,  s 
for  son,  HP  for  Hartlepool,  etc.,  have  been  extended.  The 
page  refers  to  the  original  volume,  and  additions  are  in  square 
brackets.

FAMILY  NOTICES  FROM  THE 
NEWCASTLE  WEEKLY  COURANT,   1723-1800. 

The  value  of  the  notices  of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths 
in  local  newspapers  is  well  known  to  genealogists,  whilst 
at  the  same  time  the  enormous  amount  of  work  involved 
in  searching  for  an  entry  where  the  date  is  only  approxi- 
mately known  is  most  discouraging  to  any  but  the  most 
patient  and  persevering  worker.  Through  the  kindness  of 
the  Editor  of  the  Newcastle  Journal  arrangements  have  now 
been  made  for  the  careful  transcription  of  all  entries  in  the 
files  of  the  Newcastle  Weekly  Courant,  relating  to  families 
in  the  four  Northern  Counties.  The  earliest  file  now  in  the 
office  is  that  for  the  year  1712,  which  contains  no  local  in- 
formation. The  next  commences  with  the  year  1723,  and 
is  nearly  complete  for  the  following  ten  years ;  one  or  two, 
however,  contain  no  references  to  local  families.  The  files 
are  missing  from  1734  to  1737  and  from  1739  to  1744, 
re-commencing  in  1745,  from  which  date  they  have  been 
regularly  preserved. 
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It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  date  given  as  that  of 
issue  is  in  every  case  a  Saturday,  unless  otherwise  stated. 

1723. 
August  31. 

London,  Aug,  2f.  On  the  igth  Instant  died  of  the  Small 
Pox  at  Brussels,  aged  about  30,  and  much  regretted  for  her 
examplary  Charity  to  the  Poor,  and  many  other  excellent 
Qualities,  Mary-Anne,  Relict  of  James  Ratcliffe,  late  Earl  of 
Derwentwater,  who  was  beheaded  on  Tower  Hill,  for  High 
Treason  February  24,  1716.  She  was  Daughter  of  Sir  John 
Webb  Bar.  and  has  left  Issue  two  Sons.  Her  Corpse  was 
carry'd,  the  Day  after  she  died,  to  Louvain,  to  be  inter'd 
there  in  the  Church  of  the  English  Regular  Canonesses  of 
St.  Austin. 

September  28. 

London,  Sept.  21.  Last  Week  Sir  William  Strickland, 
Bart,  a  Gentleman  of  about  5000!.  per  Annum,  fell  off  his 
Horse,  as  he  was  hunting  a  Fox,  and  hurt  himself  so  much 
that  he  died  at  Castle-Howard,  the  Seat  of  the  Earl  of 
Carlisle  in  that  County.  He  is  succeeded  in  Honour  and 
Estate  by  his  only  Son.

THE  MANOR  OF  BEWICK. 

The  manor  of  Bewick,  in  the  parish  of  Eglingham,  was 
given  by  Queen  Matilda  to  the  prior  and  convent  of  Tyne- 
mouth,  circa  1105  ;  and  as  parcel  of  the  possessions  of  the 
dissolved  priory,  was  granted  by  James  I.,  in  1625,  in 
consideration  of  the  "  many,  good,  true,  faithful,  and 
"acceptable  services  formerly  done  and  performed  by  our 
"trusty  and  well  beloved  cousin  John,  Earl  of  Holderness," 
and  on  the  nomination  of  the  said  Earl,  to  Edward  Ramsay, 
esq.,  and  Robert  Ramsay,  gent.  The  nobleman  so  provided 
for  was  John  Ramsay,  who  is  stated  to  have  been  instru- 
mental in  saving  the  king's  life  in  the  Cowrie  Conspiracy,  and, 
for  his  services  on  that  and  on  other  occasions,  was  made 
a  knight,  and  afterwards  Earl  of  Haddington.  When  James 
ascended  the  throne  of  England  John  Ramsay  accompanied 
him,  and  on  22  Jan.,  1621,  was  created  Earl  of  Holderness. 
He  died  without  surviving  issue  about  1625,  and  left,  or  had, 
several  brothers — George,  who  was  created  Lord  Ramsay  of 
Dalhousie,  Nicholas,  and  Robert.  Which  of  these  brothers, 
if  any,  was  father  of  the  John  Ramsay  who  eventually  suc- 
ceeded to  the  estates  of  Bewick  and  East  Lilburn  has  not 
been  ascertained.  The  last  named  John  Ramsay  was  father 
to  George,  who  afterwards  succeeded  to  the  estates  of  Old 
and  New  Bewick  and  East  Lilburn  and  to  Wyliecleugh  in 
Scotland  where  he  seems  to  have  resided.  He  was  dead 
before  1676,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  two  daughters  and  co- 
heiresses, Mary,  wife  of  Ralph  Williamson,  and  Elizabeth, 
afterwards  wife  of  Edmund  Ashton,  although  their  succes- 
sion was  contested  by  the  Ramsays  of  Dalhousie. 

It  has  not  been  ascertained  how  Mr.  William  Delaval 
acquired  an  interest  in  the  estates.  He  may  possibly  have 
married  the  widow  of  George  Ramsay.  Be  that  as  it  may, 
Delaval,  in  1663,  was  rated  for  Old  Bewick  at  £114,  for 
New  Bewick  at  £110,  and  for  East  Lilburn  at  £100  per 
annum. 
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Ralph  Williamson,  the  husband  of  the  elder  of  the  two 
daughters  of  George  Ramsay,  in  1695  repaired  the  interest- 
ing- Norman  chapel  of  Old  Bewick.  It  is  not  known  whether 
he  resided  at  Bewick,  but  if  he  did  so,  it  would  support  the 
presumption  that  he  may  have  been  the  hitherto  unidentified 
'  R.W.',  author  of  the  descriptive  poem,  Cheviot:  a  Poetical 
Fragment,  first  printed  at  Newcastle  by  S.  Hodgson  in  1817, 
who  writes : — 

Grey  lies  another  Mars  at  Chilling-ham, 
With  scaling  ladders  and  a  battering  ram  ; 
From  Tankerville,  where  he  so  nobly  fought, 
Here  in  resemblance  to  be  laid,  is  brought ; 
The  repossession  of  the  lands  foretold 
By  his,  as  by  the  patriarch's  bones  of  old. 
This  stem  again  in  BEWICK  shall  revive 
New  heroes,  he  new  Tankervilles  shall  give1. 

Mary  Williamson,  daughter  and  co-heiress  of  Ralph 
Williamson,  was  married  to  William  Harvey,  of  Chigwell,  in 
Essex,  to  whom  she  had  issue  three  sons.  William  Harvey, 
the  eldest  son,  succeeded  to  estates  in  Essex,  and  was  father 
of  Sir  Eliab  Harvey,  K.C.G.  The  second  and  third  sons 
succeeded  to  and  afterwards  sold  their  mother's  estate  of 
Bewick,  it  being  eventually  acquired  by  William  Sadliere 
Bruiere,  who  was  High  Sheriff  of  Northumberland  in  1809. 

Any  references  which  will  further  elucidate  the  descent  of 
the  estates  and  details  which  will  fill  in  and  prove  the  pedi- 
grees of  the  families  of  Ramsay,  Williamson,  Harvey,  and

THE  FAMILY  OF  JOBBER. 

In  1718  Joseph  Ledgard,  of  Elswick,  conveyed  a  tene- 
ment, situated  near  the  South  end  of  Felton  bridge,  to 
Francis  Jobber,  of  Newburn,  who,  at  the  election  of  knights 
of  the  shire  in  1723,  voted  in  respect  of  this  freehold.  In 
1733  he  took  out  letters  of  administration  of  the  personal 
estate  of  his  maternal  uncle,  Edward  Blackett,  of  Felton. 
The  above-named  house  was  sold  in  1751  by  Francis  Jobber's 
son,  Walter,  described  as  of  Ashford,  Kent,  to  Francis 
Forster,  of  Elford,  with  whom  there  may  have  been  some 
sort  of  connection.  Mr.  W.  G.  Robinson,  of  Stonehouse, 
Gloucestershire,  and  of  Silksworth,  Co.  Durham,  possesses 
(1905)  a  portrait  of  a  lady,  on  the  back  of  the  frame  is 
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written  "The  wife  of  Capt.  Jobber,  who  served  in  the  army 
"of  William  the  3rd,  painted  by  Sir  Peter  Leley."  Infor-

The  Parish  Registers  of  Tynemouth^  edited  by  the  Rev. 
R.  H.  Couchman,  M.A.,  vol.  i.  (Private  subscription) : — 

As  a  result  of  four  years  labour  upon  the  part  of  the  Rev.  R.  H. 
Couchman,  the  first  volume  of  the  reprint  of  the  parish  registers  of 
Tynemouth  has  been  completed  by  the  issue  of  a  fourth  instalment. 
The  volume,  printed  by  private  subscription,  contains  the  Baptisms, 
Marriages,  and  Burials,  for  the  years  1601-1703,  being  some  15,000 
entries,  to  which  is  added  an  index  of  names,  trades,  and  places  com- 
piled by  the  Rev.  E.  Cookson.  The  value  of  the  register  cannot  be  esti- 
mated too  highly,  for  in  addition  to  entries  of  such  well  known  names  as 
Spearman,  Delaval,  Milburn,  and  Villiers,  in  common  with  hundreds  of 
other  local  families;  there  are  at  Tynemouth,  as  in  other  seaport  towns, 
the  records  of  births,  deaths,  and  marriages  of  strangers  hailing  from 
all  parts  of  Great  Britain,  and  many  an  entry  no  doubt  long  searched 
for  by  some  would-be  pedigree  owner.  Even  to  a  casual  observer,  the 
registers  are  not  devoid  of  interest,  for  in  this  quaint  phraseology  is 
the  death  of  a  hawker  described  : — 

Robert  Thomson  (alias  Hob,  ith.  ye  hole)  buried.     Kild  yesterday 
at  ye  Blackmiddins  by  ye  Bank  and  a  great  stone  yt.  ffett  do-am  upon 
him,  -when  he  "was  houckingfor  Coales. 
And  here  we  have  two  other  tragedies  : — 

Anne  Robson  A  pritty  (but  a  poore)  girle  ;  burnt  by  the  fire  in  Will. 
Bells,  being  then  lodged  there  and  upon  (or  by  reason  of)  yt.  burning 
dyed,  she  had  a  Coffin  at  ye  totunes  charge,  and  above  too  girls  was 
at  her  buriatt. 

Mathe-w  Huzing  of  Hasting  and  Robt.  [blank]  2  of  Capt:  Jno: 
Stuistons  men  Capt:  of  ye  St:  John)  both  slane  ye  2d  Instant  by  a 
Cannon  bullet  shot  out  of  Mr.  Blackets  ship  Xpofer  Dawson  Master, 
(buried  in  one  grave  TV.  th  their  cloaths  on). 


Antiquities  of  Sunderland  and  its  vicinity,  vol.  iv.,  1903, 
Sunderland  Antiquarian  Society  : — 

The  papers  read  before  the  Sunderland  Antiquarian  Society  during 
the  Session  1903,  have  now  been  issued  to  the  members  under  the  above 
title.  In  all,  seven  papers  are  included,  of  which,  perhaps  the  most 
important  is  that  of  Mr.  G.  O.  Bellewes,  being  a  biographical  sketch  of 
the  life  of  the  Rev.  John  Laurence,  Rector  of  Bishopwearmouth  from 
1721  to  1723,  and  author  of  The  Clergyman  s  Recreation,  and  other  works. 
Another  genealogical  paper,  the  records  of  the  Newbottle  families  of 
Chilton  and  Bates,  is  contributed  by  Mr.  H.  R.  Leighton ;  and  two 
papers  by  Mr.  Morton,  dealing  respectively  with  the  history  of  Sunder- 
land Moor  and  the  Seamen's  Houses  in  the  Assembly  Garth  and  Tra- 
falgar Square,  are  interesting  records  of  the  old  Corporation  and  the 
once  Trustees  of  the  Muster  Roll.  Other  articles,  upon  the  history  of 
the  Post  Office,  by  Mr.  G.  W.  Collinson ;  "Some  Historic  Houses  in 
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Sunderland,"  Mr.  J.  Robinson;  and  "A  Sunderland  Newspaper  of  70 
years  ago",  by  the  Rev.  J.  T.  Middlemiss ;  complete  the  volume,  which 
makes  an  addition  to  the  too  meagre  historic  records  of  the  town. 

The  publication  has  been  seen  through  the  press  by  Mr.  B.  R.  Hill, 
of  Newcastle,  hon.  editor  to  the  Society,  to  whom  the  reader  is  also 
indebted  for  the  comprehensive  index  included  in  the  volume,  which 
greatly  enhances  its  value  as  a  work  of  reference. 


The  Registers  of  Berwick-upon-Tineed,  vol.  i.,  Baptisms, 
1574-1700.  Transcribed  by  Edwin  Dodds,  Indexed  and 
edited  by  H.  M.  Wood,  B.A.  The  Durham  and  Northum- 
berland Parish  Register  Society  : — 

The  interest  of  this  important  transcript  is  increased  by  the  curious 
intermingling  of  English  and  Scotch  patronymics  which  occurs  in  the 
registers  ;  owing,  no  doubt,  to  the  position  which  Berwick  occupies  on 
the  border  line  of  the  two  countries.  Of  well  known  English  families, 
there  are  entries  of  Collingwood,  Ogle,  Bewley,  Gray,  Boutflower, 
Craster,  and  Conyers,  as  well  as  those  of  Traherne,  Bould,  Ashley, 
Pendlebury,  Devereux,  and  Cotton,  which  are  not  so  familiar  to  north 
countrymen.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  surname  of  Sir  Peregrine 
Bertie,  a  member  of  the  Lincolnshire  family  of  that  name,  appears  in 
the  register  as  Barty. 

The  numerous  names  of  Scottish  derivation  seem  to  have  been  a 
source  of  perplexity  to  the  parish  clerk  :  for  as  alternative  spellings  we 
have  Lesly  as  Liceley ;  Campbell  as  Camell ;  Cockburn  as  Cowburn ; 
and  Lindsay  as  Linza,  Lindsza  or  Lynza. 

Damaras,  Grisella,  Aristotle,  Tryphena,  Maudlin,  Rinian,  Euphila, 
Cassandra,  Vulcan  and  the  biblical  Sidrach,  Esdras  and  Abbacuk,  are 
amongst  the  Christian  names,  and  in  several  instances  Florence  is 
entered  as  the  name  of  a  male.  This  is  not  unusual  in  Ireland,  but 
seldom  occurs  in  England  ;  though  the  pedigree  of  Foster  in  the  new 
History  of  Northumberland  shews  that  it  was  an  old  Northumbrian 
usage. 

After  the  first  few  years  of  the  seventeenth  century,  the  words, 
1  souldr.,'  '  sargt.,'  '  cannonier,"  appear  on  nearly  every  page ;  and  more 
rarely  the  ranks  of  the  officers — '  ensigne,'  'capt.,'  etc.  Occasionally 
burgess  occurs,  and  in  one  instance  the  baptism  of  the  child  of  a  sutler, 
or  camp-follower,  is  recorded.  Now  and  then  other  occupations  are 
noted,  but  it  does  not  appear  to  have  been  a  general  rule  to  enter  the 
profession  of  the  father. 

The  volume  reflects  the  greatest  credit  upon  both  transcriber  and 
editor :  it  is  uniform  with  the  other  publications  of  the  society,  of  which 
it  is  the  largest  and  most  important  yet  issued.

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MAGAZINES. 

The  English  Historical  Review  for  October  contains  an  interesting 
article  upon  the  Records  of  Houghton-le-Spring,  1531-1771,  by  Mr. 
Robert  W.  Ramsey.  "  Letters  from  a  Westmorland  Man  in  London  : 
1719-1734,"  supplementing  the  account  of  the  Brownes  of  Townend  in 
the  parish  of  Troutbeck  in  A  Westmorland  Village  by  Mr.  S.  H.  Scott, 
are  concluded  by  the  same  author  in  the  October  Antiquary. 

The  Scottish  Historical  Review  commences  its  third  volume  with  the 
current  number,  and  contains  a  contribution  interesting  to  Northum- 
brian readers,  upon  the  "  Scalacronica  "  of  Sir  Thomas  Gray,  by  The 
Right  Hon.  Sir  H.  Maxwell,  Bart. 
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Several  interesting  discoveries  have  recently  been  made, 
the  most  notable  being-  at  Durham,  where  a  forgotten  burial 
place  was  opened  out  in  the  north-west  terrace  of  the 
Cathedral  churchyard.  Dr.  Greenwell  believes  the  remains 
to  be  pre-conquest,  but  undoubtedly  of  the  Christian  period, 
the  bodies  resting  east  and  west. 

Mr.  Edward  Wooler,  of  Darlington,  whilst  examining  the 
earthwork  on  Middle  Farm,  between  Brancepeth  and  Tow 
Law,  has  discovered  a  large  ancient  camp.  The  area  enclosed 
is  about  one  hundred  and  forty-five  acres  adjoining  Stockley 
Beck,  and  is  situated  five  hundred  and  ten  yards  west  of  the 
Roman  road. 

Elsewhere  reference  is  made  to  two  more  Parish  Registers 
now  available  for  general  reference.  The  importance  of 
printing  these  records  is  being  more  generally  recognised,  and 
the  work  is  being  helped  by  a  number  of  clergymen  who 
are  printing  in  their  respective  parish  magazines.  Amongst 
these  may  be  mentioned  Rothbury;  Chollerton,  edited  by  the 
Rev.  E.  E.  Forbes,  and  now  printed  to  the  end  of  the  year 
1784;  and  Middleton  St.  George.  The  Rev.  W.  G.  Pringle, 
M.A.,  commences  to  print  the  Registers  of  Heddon-on-the- 
Wall,  in  January. 

At  Durham,  on  November  9,  after  the  election  of  Councillor 
Pattison  as  the  three  hundredth  mayor  of  that  city  since  the 
Charter  granted  in  1602,  an  old  custom  was  revived.  After 
an  interval  of  twenty-three  years  the  halberds  and  pikes, 
which  adorn  the  guild  hall,  were  again  carried  in  the  mayoral 
procession  by  a  police  posse,  the  body-guard  carrying  wands. 
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Watson,  of  Cowpen. 


In  the  recent  munificent  renovation  of  Horton  Church,  the 
architects  and  builders,  for  reasons  best  known  to  them- 
selves, thought  proper  to  eject  a  heavy  blue  marble  stone 
which,  until  1903,  lay  in  the  passage-way  of  the  nave  of  the 
church  as  a  cover  to  the  family  vault  of  the  family  of  Watson, 
of  Cowpen.  In  removal,  the  stone  was  broken  into  two,  or 
more,  pieces,  which  subsequently  were  put  together  and 
clamped  as  an  upright  to  the  outside  of  the  north  wall  of 
the  church.  It  bears  the  following  inscription  : — 

"The  family  burial  place  of  |  Cuthbert  Watson  |  of 
Cowpen  |  in  the  county  of  |  Northumberland  |  who  died 
the  3rd  of  May  1802,  |  aged  59  years.  |  Cuthbert  his 
father  |  died  the  23rd  of  February,  1791  |  aged  84.  |  Mar- 
garet relict  of  the  last  named  |  Cuthbert  Watson  and 
daughter  of  |  Ralph  Bates,  esq.,  of  Newbottle  |  in  the 
county  of  Durham  |  died  December  26th,  1814,  aged  97. 
|  Diana  relict  of  the  first  named  |  Cuthbert  Watson  and 
daughter  of  |  Stephen  Watson,  esq.,  of  North  Seaton  | 
died  October  9,  1822,  aged  75." 
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The  family  of  Watson  were  seated  at  Cowpen  as  free- 
holders at  least  as  early  as  the  time  of  Elizabeth.  In 
Michaelmas  Term,  33  Elizabeth  (1591),  there  was  a  fine 
between  Cuthbert  Watson  and  Andrew  Story,  plaintiffs,  and 
Cuthbert  Hedley,  gent.,  and  Isabella  his  wife,  deforceants, 
of  three  messuages,  etc.,  and  common  of  pasture  for  all  beasts 
in  Cowpen  (in  the  chapelry  of  Horton)  and  (parish  of)  Wood- 
horn  and  a  free  fishing  in  the  water  of  Blyth.1 

On  Nov.  15,  1619,  articles  of  agreement  for  the  division 
in  severally  of  the  township  of  Cowpen  were  signed  by  the 
freeholders.  The  parties  to  the  agreement  were  Sir  Ralph 
Delavel,  knight;  Robert  Widdrington,  esq.;  Lewis  Wid- 
drington,  esq.;  Tristram  Fenwick,  gent.,  for  himself  and 
his  children,  co-heirs  to  Magdalen  their  mother,  deceased, 
who  was  one  of  the  daughters  and  co-heirs  of  Robert 
Fenwick,  gent.;  Martin  Fenwick,  gent.,  and  Elizabeth  his 
wife,  who  was  another  daughter  and  co-heir  of  the  said 
Robert  Fenwick  ;  John  Preston  the  younger,  and  John 
Preston  the  elder,  yeomen;  William  Storey,  yeoman;  Robert 
Smith,  yeoman;  and  Cuthbert  Watson,  yeoman.2 

On  March  i,  1619/20,  the  other  parties  to  the  agreement 
conveyed  to  Watson,  described  as  Cuthbert  Watson  of 
Cowpen,  yeoman,  the  following  parcels,  which  had  been 
allotted  to  him  for  his  portion,  viz.,  105  acres  in  the  west 
field,  1 1  acres  of  meadow  in  the  north  field,  4  acres  of 
pasture  in  the  High  Croft,  62  acres  of  pasture  in  the 
Whinnies  adjoining  Bebside,  and  24  acres  of  arable  land  in 
the  mill  field  called  Galliflat.3  The  name  of  Cuthbert 
Watson  of  Cowpen  appears  in  the  freeholders'  lists  of  1628 
and  i639.4  These  lands  were  added  to  by  the  purchase, 
8th  March,  1642/3,  from  John  Widdrington  of  n)4  acres  on 
the  High  Crofts.*  In  1663,  Cuthbert  Watson  was  rated  for

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his  lands  in  Cowpen  at  ;£r6  per  annum,  representing,  in  value, 
about  an  eighteenth  part  of  the  township.1  The  holdings 
were  enlarged  by  purchase,  in  1712,  of  sundry  parcels  of 
Preston's  estate,  sold  by  the  mortgagees.2  The  descents 
of  the  family  are  given  in  the  accompanying  table.

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SOME 

EAST  CUMBERLAND  CORPSE  OR  BURIAL  ROADS. 

A  belief  was  at  one  time  prevalent  all  over  England  that 
whatever  route  a  corpse  was  carried  became  a  public  right 
of  way.  Perhaps  this  once  popular  delusion  had  something 
to  do  with  the  origin  of  "lich"  or  "lych"  roads,  as  in  many 
parts  of  England  they  are  called;  in  Cumberland,  however, 
they  are  known  as  corpse  roads.  Their  existence  is  among 
the  many  and  curious  superstitions  connected  with  death 
and  burial.  In  a  recent  paper  on  "The  Military  Road  in 
Cumberland"  Mr.  Hesketh  Hodgson  notes  the  existence  of 
corpse  roads  in  the  county,  and  remarks  that  they  are  a 
subject  worthy  of  investigation,  and  the  results  placed  on 
record.  Their  use  is  dying  out,  if  not  already  dead;  all  that 
is  known  of  them  being  a  dim  tradition  in  the  minds  of  the 
older  inhabitants. 

The  four  corpse  roads  I  propose  noticing  in  this  short 
paper  are  all  in  the  north-east  corner  of  the  county  of 
Cumberland,  viz.,  one  in  Brampton  parish,  one  in  Irthington 
parish,  one  in  Hayton  parish,  and  one  in  Stapleton  parish. 
In  Brampton  the  corpse  road  to  the  burying  ground  at  the 
Old  Church  Yard  was  by  the  Front  Street,  people  going  to 
some  inconvenience  to  take  their  deceased  friends  to  their 
last  resting  place  by  the  road  which  had  been  consecrated  by 
long  and  uninterrupted  use.  In  Brampton  the  use  of  the 
corpse  road  has  partly  fallen  away,  but  is  still  occasionally 
followed.  Why  the  Front  Street  was  ever  used  is,  indeed, 
difficult  to  determine.  The  older  inhabitants  on  being 
questioned  attribute  its  use  to  fashion  and  custom,  with, 
perhaps,  a  wish  to  honour  the  memory  of  the  deceased  by 
taking  the  body  through  the  most  important  street  in  the 
town.  Thinking  over  the  subject,  however,  I  am  led  to 
a  different  conclusion.  Up  to  comparatively  modern  times 
the  corpse  was  borne  to  the  churchyard  by  friends.  We 
can  imagine  these  bearers  taking  the  best  road  for  walking 
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on.  It  is  well  known  that  Brampton  Front  Street  has 
existed  for  at  least  seven  centuries,  and  perhaps  in  early 
days  was  the  only  road  fit  to  walk  on.  And  so  it  came 
to  be  used  as  the  corpse  road,  the  custom  continuing  after 
the  formation  of  more  convenient  and  easy  routes  to  the 
burying  ground.  A  curious  reminder  of  the  time  when 
bodies  were  carried  to  the  churchyard  by  bearers  is,  or  was 
recently,  in  existence,  viz.,  a  large  stone  standing  on  the 
wayside  between  the  two  villages  of  Hesket,  in  Cumberland, 
which  from  time  immemorial  has  been  used  for  the  purpose 
of  placing  the  body  on  so  that  the  bearers  could  rest  awhile 
before  resuming  their  journey. 

The  corpse  roads  in  the  parishes  of  Irthington  and  Hayton 
are  in  some  particulars  very  much  alike.  Both  lead  from 
outlying  villages  to  the  parish  churchyard,  both  are  through 
fields,  and  both  are  still  frequently  known  in  their  respective 
parishes  as  "the  Corpse  Road."  Regarding  the  Irthington 
road,  a  correspondent  sends  the  following  note — "Respect- 
ing the  corpse  road  as  it  is  called  here,  it  is  a  bridle  road 
"between  Laversdale  village  and  Irthington,  through  some 
"rough  land  called  the  Scroggs  leading  through  and  past 
"the  farm  of  Hurtleton.  My  husband  says  it  is  forty-five 
"years,  as  far  as  he  can  remember,  since  a  corpse  was 
"carried  through  this  way,  and  my  brother-in-law  was 
"one  of  the  party  who  helped  to  carry  ....  My 
"husband  also  remembers  a  wedding  party  walking  this 
"same  way  in  1856.  It  is  not  now  used  for  carrying  the 
"dead,  but  people  coming  to  funerals,  often  come  this  way 
"and  meet  the  rest  of  the  driving  party  at  the  church." 
Another  informant  also  says  that  a  corpse  road  from  the 
hamlet  of  Old  Wall  joined  this  one  near  the  Scroggs : 
neither  of  them,  however,  are  now  used  as  burial  roads. 
The  road  from  Old  Wall  to  near  the  junction  with  the  corpse 
road  from  Laversdale  is  called  the  Roman  Walk.  It  is  on 
the  site  of  the  Wall,  and  is  dyked  in.  It  appears  to  have 
been  an  unwritten  law  in  Irthington  parish  that  when  the 
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fields  were  ploughed  through  which  the  corpse  road  passed 
nine  feet  of  land  was  left  for  the  purpose  of  the  ancient 
right  of  way. 

The  burial  road  in  Hayton  parish  went  by  public  road  from 
Fenton  village  to  the  How,  thence  through  the  fields  to 
Hayton  church.  What  remains  of  this  old  path  is  still  known 
as  the  "Kirk  Trods."  The  path  in  Hayton  parish  was  very 
much  broken  up  by  the  construction  of  the  Newcastle  and 
Carlisle  railway  about  sixty  years  ago,  though  there  is  still 
living  at  the  How  an  old  man  who  perfectly  recollects  the 
time  when  it  was  in  constant  use  for  burial  purposes. 

The  most  curious,  however,  of  the  instances  to  which  I 
draw  attention  in  this  paper  is  that  of  Stapleton.  Should  a 
death  occur  in  that  part  of  the  parish  which  lies  between 
Stapleton  church  and  Bewcastle,  the  funeral  procession  to 
the  church  goes  by  way  of  the  Longrigg,  which  will  add 
on  to  the  journey  something  like  half  a  mile.  A  superstition 
of  a  very  remarkable  character  is  also  connected  with 
this  road.  If  a  funeral  is  brought  to  the  church  by  any 
other  way  than  the  orthodox  corpse  road,  the  house  from 
which  the  funeral  has  come  will  be  again  visited  by  the 
reaper  within  a  very  short  time.  The  truth  of  this  interesting 
legend  is  proved  by  many  stories,  all  of  the  same  character, 
which  are  told  to  convince  the  unbelieving.  One  of  these 
stories  I  now  give : — Some  few  years  ago  a  death  took  place 
in  that  part  of  Stapleton  parish  to  which  I  have  already 
referred.  On  the  appointed  day  of  burial  the  father  of  the 
deceased  directed  that  his  son  should  be  conveyed  to  the 
churchyard,  not  by  way  of  the  Longrigg,  but  by  the  shortest 
and  most  convenient  route.  The  older  inhabitants  were 
staggered  at  this  unwonted  indifference  to  ancient  custom, 
and  prophesied  dire  results  as  a  punishment  for  such  terrible 
audacity.  Wonderful  to  relate,  the  stories  came  true,  and 
the  unfortunate  father  within  a  month  was  on  his  way  to  the 
churchyard  on  the  same  mournful  mission,  and  again  he  was 
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minded  to  contemptuously  break  the  "charm"  by  going  the 
nearer  and  newer  route.  When  the  funeral  came  to  the  road 
end,  according  to  the  arrangements  already  made  by  the 
unabashed  father,  the  procession  was  to  pass  over  the  newer 
way.  A  dramatic  incident  here  occurred.  One  of  those 
ancient  characters  which  belong  to  and  adorn  every  parish 
was  looking  out,  and  on  seeing  that  the  old  custom,  hallowed 
almost  into  a  duty,  was  again  to  be  violated,  he  rushed  out 
and,  frantically  seizing  the  bridle  of  the  horse  in  the  hearse, 
led  it  into  the  old  and  safe  way,  at  the  same  time  admonishing 
the  bereaved  father  in  strident  tones  for  his  culpable  indiffer- 
ence to  a  warning  which  seemed  to  him  nothing  less  than 
divine. 

These  four  examples  are  no  doubt  typical  of  many  others 
in  different  parts  of  the  northern  counties.  Their  beginnings 
seem  to  be  shrouded  behind  the  veil  of  centuries.  In  this 
short  paper  I  have  no  more  than  indicated  the  existence  of 
four  examples,  and  would  suggest  that  interested  readers 
might  in  their  own  localities  investigate  and  record  the 
existence  of  the  old  corpse  roads,  so  that  before  it  be  too 
late  a  complete  record  may  be  made.  When  and  how  they 
came  to  be  used  are  questions  well  worthy  careful  consid- 
eration, and  questions  to  which,  in  my  opinion,  the  local 
antiquary  might  profitably  devote  some  attention.

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THE  BORDER  HASWELLS. 

Since  contributing"  the  account  of  this  family  (ante  p.  15), 
another  branch  resident  in  the  same  locality,  and  descended 
from  James  Haswell  living1  during"  the  reign  of  Charles  I., 
has  been  carefully  investigated : — 

I.  James  Haswell,  Surgeon  of  Jedburgh,  by  "Instrument 

of  Sasine,"  was  infeft  of  the  "Lands  of  Allars"  inter 
alia  lying  on  the  waters  of  Jed,  near  the  townhead  of 
Jedburgh,  dated  2ist  July  and  recorded  yth  Sep.  1632. 
Charter  granted  by  the  Earl  of  Lothian  in  favour  of 
James  Haswell,  25  April  1648.  By  his  wife  Bessie 
Brown,  he  had  issue  two  sons  George  and  Adam. 
The  former — 

II.  George    Haswell,     married     Isobel,     second     lawful 
daughter   of  John    Scougal,    one    of  the   baillies    of 
Jedburgh;     the    marriage    settlement    is    dated     14 
November,  1667,  in  which  James  and  Bessie  Haswell 
make  over  to  George  and  Isobel   "these  lands  for- 
merly called  Littlehaugh  or  Eschaugh,  with  the  wood 
growing   thereon   and   bounded   by  the   burn    called 
Millars  Burn  on  the  West,   in  life  rent,  and   to   the 
heirs  of  the  said  George  Haswell  in  fee."    Instrument 
of  Sasine  following  Court:    recorded  31   Dec.    1667, 
and    Charter    of    Confirmation   by    Robert,    Earl    of 
Lothian,   27  April   1683.      George  and  Isobel  appear 
to  have  had  no  children,  for  by  a  disposition  of  these 
lands    made    by  him,    dated    15    May    1691    wherein 
George  is  described  as  "late  baillie  of  Jedburgh,"  and 
recorded  in  the  Sheriff  Court  books  of  Roxburgh  on 
the    1 8  June   1713,   he   "granted  them  in  favour  of 
James  Haswell  son  of  Adam  Haswell,  his  brother." 
This— 

III.  James  Haswell,  writer  in  Jedburgh,  was  confirmed 
by  Instrument  of  Sasine  in  the  property  of  his  uncle 
George,  recorded  29  July  1732.    He  made  a  "general 
disposition"  in  favour  of  his  son  20  June  1763. 
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IV.  James  Haswell  the  "eldest  lawful  son,"  a  vintner  in 
Jedburgh,  married  Jean  Haig  of  Bemersyde,  but  had 
no  issue,  and  both  were  dead  in   1790.     Disposition 
in  fee  in  favour  of  James  Haswell  his  nephew,  Burgess 
in  Lauder  dated  31   May  1790;    confirmed  by  instru- 
ment of  Sasine,  2  June,  and  recorded  in  the  Particular 
Register  kept  at  Kelso  7  July   1796.     There  was  a 
charter  of  confirmation  by  the  Marquis  of  Lothian  in 
favour  of  James  Haswell  of  Lauder  in  1823. 

V.  James  Haswell  (son  of  George  Haswell'  who  probably 
died  before  his  brother  James)  born  1759;  Burgess  in 
Lauder,  and  heir  to  his  uncle  James,  from  whom  he 
acquired  the  Allars  property.      He  sold  these  lands  to 
John  Mack,  senior,  of  Edinburgh,  who  resold  to  the 
Rev.  John  Ewen,  Minister  of  Hobkirk.      He  died  in 
1839,  leaving  by  his  wife  Mary,  daughter  of  Archibald 
Elliot  of  Birkhill  (who  predeceased  him  in  1836)  seven 
children,  of  whom  there  are  numerous  decendants  in 
London,  Edinburgh,  and  elsewhere. 

The  above  is  largely  compiled  from  MSS.  left  by  James 
Haswell,  second  son  of  the  last  James  above,  which  has 
fortunately  been  preserved  by  his  niece,  Mrs.  Vietch,  of 
Paisley,  to  whom  and  her  husband,  and  to  sundry  members 
of  the  family,  my  thanks  are  due.

First  came 
the  Charity  Scholars,  belonging  to  the  School  which  is  sup- 
ported by  his  Liberality,  singing,  all  new  cloth'd  in  Grey, 
with  black  Caps;  who  were  followed  by  26  Mourners,  amongst 
whom  were  eight  of  his  Menial  Servants  in  Deep  Mourning; 
after  them,  twelve  of  his  own  Stewards;  next,  the  Clergy  of 
the  Corporation,  followed  by  the  Vicar  alone;  then  the  led 
Horse,  and  after  him  the  Banners;  then  the  Corps,  whose 
Pall  was  supported  by  8  worthy  Gentlemen ;  after  them  a 
Number  more  of  Clergy  and  Gentry,  his  Friends;  then  came 
the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  in  their  Robes,  before  whom  was 
carried  the  Sword  and  Mace  in  Mourning;  and  next,  the 
Aldermen,  followed  the  Common  Council  ;  after  them, 
upwards  of  200  Gentlemen,  to  whom  was  given  Scarves  and 
Gloves ;  then  above  2000  Freemen  who  had  Gloves,  and  the 
Stewards  of  their  Respective  Companies,  had  Rings  also  : 
The  Procession  was  brought  up  with  a  great  Number  of 
Coaches,  the  first  of  which  was  his  own,  in  Mourning, 
drawn  by  Six  Horses,  and  upon  the  Forehead  of  each  was 
his  Crest,  most  curiously  Blazon'd.

THE  WHITFIELDS  AND  RYDAL. 

Is  there  any  reader  of  Northern  Notes  and  Queries  who 
would  kindly  furnish  particulars  of  the  family  of  Whitfeld  or 
Whitfield  who,  during  the  fifteenth  and  (at  least)  half  of  the 
sixteenth  centuries,  shared  the  Manor  of  Rydal  in  Westmor- 
land with  the  Flemings?  Sir  Matthew  de  Whitfield,  Knight, 
married  Margaret,  one  of  the  four  daughters  and  co-heiresses 
of  Sir  John  de  Lancaster,  while  Sir  Thomas  Fleming,  of 
Coniston,  married  her  sister  Isabel;  the  two  sisters  each 
carrying  one-half  Rydal  to  their  respective  husbands.  The 
Flemings,  however,  took  it  over  as  a  seat  and  farmed  it, 
paying  a  rent  of  ;£io  to  the  Whitfields.  An  agreement  to 
this  effect,  made  between  John  Whitfeld,  Esq.,  and  John 
Fleming,  Esq.  (son  of  Sir  Thomas),  in  1475,  exists  at  Rydal 
Hall.  Two  parchments  of  the  years  1544  and  1547  attest 
the  receipt  of  ^5  (the  half-year's  rent)  from  Hugh  Fleming, 
Esq.,  by  John  Wytfeld  or  Whytfeld,  and  prove  that  the 
partnership  continued  till  after  that  date.  I  have  been  unable, 
however,  to  trace  its  conclusion,  or  indeed  to  find  in 
Westmorland  records  any  account  of  the  Whitfield  family. 
Amongst  the  Rydal  Hall  papers  mention  is  made  of  a  John 
Whitfield,  late  of  Bolton,  Westmorland,  gentleman,  who  in 
1671  was  a  prisoner  in  Appleby  gaol  at  the  suit  of  Lady 
Clifford ;  but  this  faint  clue  I  have  failed  to  follow  out. 
Whitfield  is  said,  however,  to  be  a  Northumberland  name, 
and  the  family  may  have  belonged  to  that  county.  I  should 
be  grateful  for  any  help  in  the  matter.

COATS  OF  ARMS — NETHERWITTON  CHURCH. 

On  the  outside  of  the  east  end  of  the  chancel  of  Nether- 
witton  church  there  are  two  coats  of  arms  on  either  side  of 
the  window,  above  which  is  a  quartered  coat  of  the  Thornton 
family.  The  arms  on  the  north  side  of  the  window  consist 
of:  A  chevron  couped  between  two  bars  dance  tie".  Those  on 
the  south  side  of  the  window :  A  fess  dancette"  en/iancedy  and 
in  base  a  man's  head  affronty.  Can  anyone  kindly  enlighten 
me  as  to  the  owners  of  these  arms?  I  think  that  possibly 
they  belonged  to  an  owner,  or  owners,  of  part  of  the  Great 
Tithes  about  1691,  when  the  chancel  was  rebuilt. 

One  "William  Smith  of  London"  is  mentioned  as  owning 
a  portion  of  the  Great  Tithes  in  the  time  of  John  Thornton 
(i2th  in  succession),  son  of  Nicholas  Thornton  (see  Thornton 
Pedigree,  Hodgson's  History  of  Northumberland,  in  account 
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of  Netherwitton,  vol.  I.,  pt.  II.),  but  it  does  not  appear  when 
he  acquired  them.  But  he  purchased  in  1723,  from  the  Com- 
missioners of  Forfeited  Estates,  the  rectory  and  tithes  of 
Bywell  St.  Andrew  and  Slaley,  forfeited  on  the  attainder  of 
the  said  John  Thornton  (see  Neva  County  History  of  Northum- 
berland, vol.  VI.,  p.  243).  In  1652,  however,  John  Thornton, 
grandfather  of  the  last  named  John,  forfeited  his  estates  to 
Parliament,  and  it  was  in  the  time  of  his  son  Nicholas  that 
the  chancel  of  the  church  was  rebuilt,  so  that  possibly  the 
Great  Tithes  of  Netherwitton,  or  a  portion  of  them,  were  sold 
between  1652  and  1691  to  an  ancestor  of  William  Smith.  I 
cannot,  however,  ascertain  the  arms  of  this  William  Smith, 
as  I  do  not  know  which  Smith  family  he  belonged  to.  Some 
families  of  that  name  bore  a  fess  dancette"  on  their  arms,  and 
others  bore  Saracens'  heads,  but  the  charges  are  not  arranged 
as  in  the  two  coats  I  enquire  about  (see  Grasebrooks'  Heraldry 
of  Smith).

ARMS  FOR  IDENTIFICATION. 

William  Richardson,  of  Bywell,  yeoman,  made  his  will 
2oth  September,  1735,  in  which  he  gives  all  his  goods,  etc., 
to  his  "well  beloved  friends  Ephraim  Selby  of  Stranton, 
Gentleman,  Francis  Selby  of  Bywell,  Gentleman,  and  William 
Giles  of  Bywell,  Yeoman,"  for  the  purpose  of  division  between 
his  wife  Margaret,  his  son  John,  and  his  two  daughters 
Elizabeth  and  Katherine.  Ephraim  Selby  was  the  sole 
executor,  and  the  will  was  proved  by  him  at  Durham,  3Oth 
October,  1735.  The  witnesses  were  the  Rev.  Robert  Simon, 
John  Sisterson,  and  Margaret  Hall.  A  very  handsome  seal 
used  by  the  testator  shews  the  following  arms,  viz.,  Quarterly, 
i  &1 4,  three  lozenges  conjoined  in  bend;  2  &"  j,  a  lion  passant; 
or  they  may  be  described :  Quarterly,  in  the  second  and  third 
quarters  a  lion  passant,  over  all  a  bend  losengy.  Can  any 
reader  identify  this  coat?

CHIPCHASE  FAMILY. 
(Vol.  L,  P.  27.) 

In  Hart's  Annual  Army  List,  for  1847,  the  name  of  Major 
John  Chipchase  appears  amongst  those  of  Barrack  Masters 
of  the  2nd  class;  he  being  then  stationed  at  Windsor.  A 
short  biography  in  the  same  volume  states  that : — 

"Major  Chipchase  served  in  the  Peninsular  in  the  6ist, 
from  1809  to  the  end  of  1812,  including  the  battle  of 
Busaco,  pursuit  of  Massena,  investment  and  capture  of 
the  Fort  of  Almeida,  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  actions  of 
El  Bodon  and  Guinaldo,  siege,  storm,  and  capture  of  the 
forts  of  Salamanca.  Employed  to  reconnoitre  and  report 
in  person  to  Lord  Wellington  the  movements  of  the 
French  army  which  led  to  the  battle  of  Salamanca,  in 
which  action  he  was  severely  wounded  through  the  instep 
and  ancle,  having  also  previously  received  a  contusion 
on  the  left  shoulder." 

Major  Chipchase  is  frequently  mentioned  in  accounts  of 
the  festivities  on  the  occasion  of  the  Duke  of  Wellington's 
visit  to  Durham  in  1827.  A  footnote  in  Fordyce's  History  of 
Durham^  i.,  342,  states  that  he  was  the  last  surviving  son  of 
Thomas  Chipchase,  the  elder,  of  Durham;  and  that  he  died 
at  Windsor  Barracks,  2ist,  buried  24th  October  1848,  aged 
62  years.

Since  sending  this  query  I  have  come  across  the  copy  of  a 
rough  diary,  amongst  the  Hartburn  Parish  papers,  of  John 
Robinson,  who  was  schoolmaster  at  Hartburn  from  1693  to 
1695-6;  and  parish  clerk  from  1704  to  1747;  and  again  school- 
master from  1705  to  1720.  In  1728  he  was  employed  to  draw 
up  a  list  of  the  timber  growing  on  the  glebe,  and  in  this  he 
mentions  the  timber  growing  "about  the  dicks  of  the  fields." 
This  spelling  of  dikes  seems  to  have  its  parallel  in  "Pick," 
which  must  be  meant  for  Pike. 

I  also  found  in  later  registers  (about  middle  of  i8th  century) 
mention,  made  more  than  once,  of  a  place  spelt  "Dickhead," 
which  is  the  farm  now  known  as  Dikehead.  So  "Greenlaw 
Pick"  is,  no  doubt,  Greenlaw  Pike,  a  hill  situated  somewhere 
in  Netherwitton  Parish,  on  the  top  of  which  there  was 
situated  a  house. 

A  place  with  that  name  is,  however,  now  unknown,  and  it 
has  not  yet  been  identified.

COCHRANE'S  FIRST  LIEUTENANT. 
(Vol.  I.,  P.  15.) 

With  reference  to  the  notice  of  Captain  Haswell  in  your 
last  number,  the  account  given  in  James'  Naval  History*  of 
the  cutting  out  of  the  Tapageuse  is  as  follows: — 

"On  the  5th  of  April,  (1806)  as  the  British  12-pounder 
32-gun  frigate  Pallas,  Captain  Lord  Cochrane,  was 
lying  at  an  anchor  close  to  the  Cordovan  shoal,  his 
lordship  received  such  information  as  determined  him 
to  attempt  cutting  out  two  French  brig-corvettes  lying 
in  the  river  Gironde  leading  to  Bordeaux.  Accordingly, 
on  the  same  evening,  a  little  after  dark,  the  boats  of  the 
frigate,  under  the  command  of  Lieutenant  John  Haswell,

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assisted  by  Mr.  James  Sutherland  the  master,  and  by 
midshipmen  Edward  Perkyns,  John  Charles  Crawford, 
and  William  A.  Thompson,  proceeded  on  the  service. 
The  vessels  lay  20  miles  above  the  shoals  and  within  two 
heavy  batteries.  The  British,  nevertheless,  at  3  a.m.  on 
the  6th  boarded,  carried,  and  cut  out,  in  spite  of  every 
resistance,  the  French  brig-corvette  Tapageuse,  of  14 
long  8-pounders  and  95  men;  which  vessel,  having  the 
guard,  was  perfectly  prepared.  The  strength  of  the 
flood  tide  prevented  the  boats  of  the  prize-brig  from 
ascending  the  river  after  the  remaining  brig;  and  there- 
fore at  daybreak  the  Tapageuse  made  sail.  The  alarm 
was  immediately  given,  and  the  other  brig  followed  and 
attacked  the  Tapageiise,  but  after  an  hour's  firing  was 
compelled  to  sheer  off.  All  this  was  effected  with  the 
loss  of  only  three  seamen  wounded,  and  some  trifling 
damage  to  the  rigging  of  the  prize." 

Lieutenant  Haswell's  name  in  the  passage  quoted  is  mis- 
printed Hansell,  but  in  the  next  page  it  is  given  correctly, 
and  it  is  indexed  as  Haswell.

BERNARD  GILPIN'S  RELATIVES. 
(Vol.   I.,  p.   27.) 

In  reply  to  your  correspondent,  I  find  on  reference  to  my 
family  pedigree  that  the  nephew  of  Bernard  Gilpin — Richard 
Gilpin,  of  Aldingham — married  one  Elinor  Layton,  of  Barnard 
Castle,  so  that  in  all  probability  Arthur  Layton  was  Elinor 
Lay  ton's  brother.  I  am  much  interested  in  the  account  of 
the  book,  as  well  as  in  matters  relating  to  my  family.  I 
have  the  manuscript  sermons  of  Bernard  Gilpin,  signed  and 
dated  by  him,  as  preached  before  King  Edward  VI.  Also  a 
deed  in  Latin,  temp.  Henry  III.,  conveying  certain  lands  in 
Ulvethwaite  from  Peter  de  Brus  to  Sir  Richard  de  Gilpyn, 
of  Kentmere,  County  Westmoreland.  A  view  of  Kentmere 
Hall,  the  birth-place  of  the  Reformer,  sketched  in  sepia 
during  the  eighteenth  century  by  the  Rev.  William  Gilpin, 
Vicar  of  Boldre,  Hants,  brother  of  Sawrey  Gilpin,  R.A.,  is 
also  in  my  possession.  The  original  portrait  of  Bernard, 
by  Holbein,  now  belongs  to  Mr.  George  Gilpin  Brown,  of 
Sedbury  Park,  Yorkshire ;  of  it  only  one  copy  has  been  made, 
which  I  have,  together  with  many  other  things  relating  to 
the  race  of  which  I  am  a  direct  lineal  descendant.

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THE  FAMILY  OF  JOBBER. 
(Vol.  I.,  P.  28.) 

In  Dalton's  English  Army  List,  vol.  III.,  p.  131,  Francis 
Jobber  is  stated  to  be  Cornet  to  Captain  Robert  Naper  (sic) 
of  Colonel  John  Coy's  Regiment  of  Horse ;  his  commission 
being  dated  at  Kensington,  i6th  May,  1690.  There  is  a  foot- 
note stating  that  he  was  out  of  the  Regiment  in  1695, 
and  appointed  Cornet  in  Lieut.  General  Erie's  Regiment  of 
Dragoons  in  1740.  In  vol.  V.  of  the  same  work,  p.  251,  he 
appears  as  a  Cornet  in  Lord  Cult's  Regiment  of  Dragoons 
(Addison  MS.  9762}  which  was  raised  in  1704,  and  disbanded 
in  1712.  Another  foot-note  here  states  that  he  was  promoted 
Lieutenant,  25th  October,  1707;  wounded  at  the  Battle  of 
Almenara;  and  placed  on  half  pay  in  1712,  which  he  was 
drawing  in  1722.  There  is  a  pedigree  of  a  respectable  family 
of  that  name  in  the  Visitation  of  Shropshire,  f62j,  vol.  I.,  p. 
279,  issued  by  the  Harleian  Society,  to  whom  he  may  possibly 
have  belonged.

Miscellanea  Genealogica  et  Heraldica,  edited  by  W.  Bruce 
Bannerman,  F.S.A. ,  fourth  series,  vol.  I.: — 

Genealogical  magazines  have  come  and  gone,  but  Miscellanea 
Genealogica,  in  its  traditions  one  of  the  earliest  to  pave  the  way  to 
modern  methods  of  research,  is  as  flourishing  as  ever,  and  the  present 
volume,  completed  with  the  December  quarterly  number,  is  equal  in 
interest  to  any  of  its  predecessors.  Pedigrees,  monumental  inscriptions, 
parish  registers,  charters,  wills,  grants  of  arms,  and  Bible  entries  are 
included.  Amongst  the  latter,  of  local  interest,  Mr.  Haswell  has  con- 
tributed the  entries  in  a  Radley  Family  Bible  formerly  the  property  of 
Mr.  Rippon,  of  Waterville.  There  are  also  other  North  Country  items, 
including  a  book-plate  of  the  late  Mr.  Joseph  Foster.  The  publication 
is  invaluable  as  a  means  of  preserving  evidences  of  descent. 


Letters  of  Cadwallader  John  Bates,  edited  by  the  Rev. 
Matthew  Culley.  Titus  Wilson,  Kendal. 

This  selection  of  the  letters  of  the  late  Mr.  Bates  includes  those  which 
are  more  or  less  of  antiquarian  interest.  The  first,  dated  from  Heddon, 
22nd  Nov.,  1882,  finds  him  busy  with  plans  for  the  restoration  of 
Langley  Castle,  which  he  had  then  recently  purchased,  and  refers  to 
his  intention  of  keeping  it  as  near  as  possible  to  its  original  state  as  a 
Northumbrian  stronghold.  From  this  date  to  the  year  1895  the  letters 
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are  not  very  numerous,  29  pages  sufficing  to  cover  the  whole  period ; 
the  remainder  of  the  volume  to  page  176  being  taken  up  with  corres- 
pondence during  the  seven  succeeding  years.  The  last  is  dated 
Langley,  ijth  March,  1902,  only  a  day  or  two  before  his  premature 
death  removed  him  from  a  sphere  of  labour  where  his  services,  both  as 
a  specialist  and  critic,  could  ill  be  spared. 

Most  of  the  letters  are  addressed  to  his  friends :  Canon  Greenwell, 
Mr.  Crawford  Hodgson,  Mr.  Oliver  Heslop,  the  Rev.  G.  Phillips,  Mr. 
Blair,  Professor  Hughes  (of  Cambridge)  and  Mr.  T.  H.  Hodgson,  and 
generally  relate  to  Northumberland — its  borderholds,  the  Roman  wall, 
the  work  of  the  Newcastle  Society  of  Antiquaries  or  the  new  County 
History;  but  in  each  and  all  we  find  the  same  thorough  mastery  of  the 
subject,  and  throughout  Mr.  Bates'  large  stock  of  native  humour 
enlivens  that  which  otherwise  would  appear  dry  to  some  readers. 

Edited  by  a  near  kinsman,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Culley,  it  is  natural  that  the 
volume  should  leave  nothing  to  be  required. 


The  Visitations  of  the  County  of  Sussex  made  and  taken  in

The  Tudor  Visitations  of  Sussex  made  by  Thomas  Benolte,  Clarenceux 
King  of  Arms,  and  the  Stuart  Visitation  made  by  John  Philipot, 
Somerset,  and  George  Owen,  York  Herald  in  1633-4,  are  valuable 
additions  to  the  Visitations  now  printed.  There  are  a  number  of  entries 
in  the  volume  relating  to  branches  of  Northern  families  settled  in  that 
county,  viz.,  Sandes;  Whittingham,  Dean  of  Durham;  Whitfield,  of 
Whitfield  in  Northumberland ;  Harbottle ;  the  family  of  Bishop  Carlton 
of  Chichester,  who  hailed  from  Carlton  Hall  in  Cumberland,  and  whose 
mother  was  a  Roddam ;  Middletons,  said  to  derive  from  the  Belsay 
family ;  Bellingham ;  Stanleys  of  the  Dalegarth  race ;  Foster ;  and 
Yongs,  who  "came  out  of  Yorkshire  into  Sussex  w*  the  Earle  of  North- 
umberland temp.  £.4."  There  is  also  a  Lumley  note  under  the  Mathew 
family  tree.

NORTH  COUNTRY  NOTES.

On  January  8th  the  old  church  at  Boldon  was  partly  devas- 
tated by  fire,  parts  of  both  the  nave  and  chancel  roofs  being 
destroyed,  and  the  tablets  in  the  chancel  badly  scorched. 
Although  greatly  modernized,  the  church  still  possesses 
many  interesting  features,  and  amongst  the  monumental 
inscriptions  are  stones  to  the  Fawcett,  Colville,  Greenwell, 
Tew,  and  Blackett  families. 

During  the  restoration  of  Bishop  Middleham  church  a 
further  interesting  discovery  was  made,  on  lowering  the 
chancel  floor,  in  the  shape  of  an  ancient  stone  altar.  The 
stone  measures  5  feet  9  inches  by  2  feet  9  inches,  and  was 
found  over  some  human  remains.  It  has  the  usual  crosses 
at  the  corners  and  centre. 

At  Chester-le-Street  a  very  old  custom — the  annual  football 
match  between  the  Up  Streeters  and  Down  Streeters — was 
carried  out  on  Shrove  Tuesday.  Judging  from  the  news- 
paper reports  there  seems  very  little  likelihood  of  this 
historic  practice  dying.

Att  Doncaster  in    Yorkshire. — Upon  a  graveston  in   the 
north  isle  of  the  church  this  inscription : — 

How,  how,  whoe  is  here?     I  Robin  of  Doncaster, 
And  Margarett  my  faire.     That  I  spent,  that  I  had: 
That  I  gave,  that  I  have:  That  I  lent,  that  I  lose: 

quod  Robertus   Byrkes  whoe  in  this  world  did  raigne  67 
yeares  and  yet  lived  not  one.     Obiit  1579. 

Newcastle  super  Tyne. — St.  Nicholas. — Upon  the  font  stone 
in  the  church  of  St.  Nicholas  a  carved  coate  quartered,  (i)

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party  per  fesse  inter  a  greyhound  coursant  and  three  annulets, 
two  and  one;  (2)  a  cheveron  between  three  martletts  in  a 
bordure  ingrayled. 

All  Saints. — In  the  church  of  All  Saints  a  faire  marble 
tombe  of  the  Thornetons,  his  figure  inlayed  in  brass  with  the 
coate  (a  chevron,  chief  indented,  an  annulet  in  base)  in  mar- 
gent.  Obiit  1420.  Hee  wad  reported  to  come  to  Newcastle 
a  poore  lame  pedler's  boy,  and  from  soe  poore  begininge 
became  a  great  marchant,  had  the  castle  and  lordship  of 
Nether  Witton  mortgaged  to  him,  which  now  his  posterity 
enjoy.  They  have  this  old  saw  of  him  in  Newcastle : — 

With  a  hopp,  a  halfe-penny  and  a  lamb-skin 
At  Westgate  came  Hodge  Thorneton  in. 

Upon  the  font  stone  in  the  said  church  this  coate  in 
margent ;  hee  beareth  a  feild  argent,  three  martletts  in  chieffe 
sable,  a  shield  in  fess  point  sable,  charged  with  a  starr  gules. 

St.  Andrewe's. — In  the  church  of  St.  Andrewe's  a  grave- 
ston  inlayed  with  brass  and  this  inscripcion  : — Dominus  Ado- 
marus  de  Atthett  miles  et  Domina  Marie  uxor  ejus ;  obiit 
14  January,  1387 ;  with  theire  coates  in  brass  (a  fesse  gobonay , 
over  all  a  bend  engrailed,  and  per  pale],  Hee  gave  a  peece 
of  ground  to  the  towne  called  the  towne  moore,  where  the 
faire  is  now  kept. 

Mumbudgett's  tower  in  Newcastle. — A  family  in  Northum- 
berland of  that  name  now  extinct ;  one  of  ye  name  a  high 
sheiriffe  in  ye  county  about  Edward  3d  tyme. 

Itt  is  reported  of  one  Andrewe,  a  marchant  in  Newcastle 
that  lost  a  ring  at  the  bridge  and  found  it  in  a  fish  mouth  at 
his  table,  and  now  gives  three  rings  in  their  coate. 

Morpeth  in  Northumberland,  alias  Murder-peth  from  the 
many  roberies  and  murders  in  those  parts  comitted.  In  the 
church  there  the  monument  of  Henry  Gray  of  Newminster 
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Abby  in  Morpeth,  obiit  1597.  Hee  beareth  a  lion  rampant 
in  a  bordure  ingrayled.  In  the  chancell  the  monument  of 
Walter  Darly,  rector  of  Morpeth ;  on  ye  stone  ing-raved  a 
coat:  a  cheveron  betweene  three  martletts.  In  the  east 
windowe  of  the  chauncell  a  coate  reported  to  belongs  to 
the  Grimthorps,  a  family  now  extinct  in  those  parts.  Hee 
beareth :  barry  of  eight,  argent  and  azure,  floretty,  three 
anuletts  rosy  or. 

About  the  mace  of  the  towne  is  ingraved  the  armes  follow- 
ing : — Merley,  lord  of  Morpeth  Castle  at  ye  conquest,  three 
martletts ;  Dacres,  three  escallops ;  the  Graystock,  three 
dyamonds  or  lozenges ;  Grimthorps,  ye  barry  of  eight  in 
margent  (over  all  three  garlands] ;  the  Howards;  the  Brother- 
tons,  three  lyons  passant  a  lambeaux ;  the  Mowbrayes  and 
Warrens. 

The  leadger-booke  of  the  dissolved  abby  of  Newminster  in 
Morpeth  now  in  the  hands  of  John  Thorneton  Esqr  in  the 
castle  of  Nether  Witton  five  miles  west  from  Morpeth. 

A  custome  in  the  towne  of  Morpeth  (but  since  the  warrs 
omitted)  to  choose  one  out  of  ye  younge  men  in  the  towne  to 
be  St.  George,  and  all  the  rest  of  the  younge  men  to  attend 
him,  and  upon  St.  George  day  all  to  come  to  church,  and, 
at  the  rehearsinge  of  the  creed,  the  St.  George  to  stand  up 
and  drawe  his  sword.  Another  custome  in  ye  said  towne 
to  have  a  lord  of  misrule  chosen  at  Easter  and  to  continue 
till  Whitsonday,  and  hee  to  keepe  a  barrell  of  ale  upon  ye 
bridge  and  make  all  passengers  drinke  thereof,  and  to  collect 
mony  of  them  for  repaire  of  the  high  wayes,  and  give  a  just 
accompt  at  Whitsonday. 

Mittford  Castle. — Humfry  Mittford  Esqr  discended  from 
the  Mittfords  of  the  same  place  from  the  conquest.  Hee 
beares  a  fess  betweene  three  moles,  but  quere  if  ye  moles 
ought  not  to  be  quartered,  for  a  Mittford  marryed  with  the 
heiress  of  ye  Moles,  a  family  now  extinct  in  those  parts. 
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Middleton  and  Selby  in  the  tyme  of  Edward  3d  robbed  the 
bishopp  of  Durham,  as  hee  came  from  London  to  be  installed, 
of  great  treasure,  and  secured  themselves  in  Mitford  Castle, 
but  after  tooke  away  from  thence  and  hanged  at  London  in 
the  bishopp's  presence,  the  castle  demolished  and  the  charter 
tooke  away  from  the  towne  and  given  to  the  towne  of 
Morpeth.  The  old  charter  of  Mittford  is  now  in  the  hands  of 
Robert  Mitford  Esqr  in  Morpeth,  father  to  ye  said  Humfry. 

In  the  hands  of  the  said  Humfry  Mitford,  now  inhabiting 
att  Mittford,  are  severall  ancient  deeds,  charters,  and  grants 
of  ye  Mitfords  from  ye  conquest,  also  a  list  of  all  the  high 
sherriffs  of  Northumberland  sence  the  conquest,  likewise  a 
ancient  survey  of  all  the  lordshipps  in  the  county  and  what 
every  manner  paid  per  annum  to  the  kinge  and  to  theire 
parliament-men.  Itt  is  supposed  this  survey  is  not  in 
Doomesday  Booke,  the  county  at  that  tyme  beinge  in  the 
Scotts'  possession. 

Nether  Wootton  Castle. — The  seate  of  John  Thorneton 
Esqr,  descended  from  ye  Thornetons  of  Newcastle  afore 
mencioned. 

In  the  chappell  of  Wootton  is  a  buryall-place  of  ye  Thorne- 
tons, and  a  very  faire  tombe;  but  chappell  and  tombe 
strangely  demollished  by  a  storme  hapned  in  January,  1666. 

Amongst  the  ruines  of  ye  said  chappell  belonginge  to  the 
east  window  of  ye  north  isle  I  found  a  coate  in  glass, — a 
feild  argent ;  three  spread  eagles  in  anulets,  two  and  one,  or  ; 
eight  cross  crosletts  bordurewise  of  ye  second ; — which  coate 
Mr  Thorneton  promised  to  preserve  and  place  in  the  hall 
windowe  of  his  castle,  conjectured  to  be  the  armes  of 
Wootton  of  Wootton. 

Joyninge  of  ye  arch  in  ye  great  hall  of  ye  castle  ingraven 
in  stone  this  coate  in  margent  [a  chevron  and  pellet  in  base]. 

Att  the  castle  of  Nawood  in  Cumberland,  the  present  seate 
of  the  earle  of  Carlisle,  are  most  of  the  ledger-bookes, 
auncient  deeds  and  remaines  of  antiquity  concerninge  the 
county  of  Northumberland. 
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A  Northumberland  contract: — With  a  hart  and  a  hand, 
a  fillett  and  a  fore-shoulder,  and  awe  my  meiry  conceits,  eene 
as  peare  foakes  getts  bearnes.

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"COUNT"   STEELE. 

The  subject  of  this  article  would  be  interesting,  if  he  had 
no  other  claim  to  fame  than  having  been  master  of  George 
Romney,  but  his  fascinating  personality,  his  faults  and  his 
weaknesses,  his  romantic  marriage,  the  criticism  of  his 
enemies,  and  the  praise  of  his  friends,  make  him  at  least 
as  worthy  of  a  short  memoir  as  some  whose  biography  has 
been  spun  out  into  one  or  two  thick  volumes. 

Unfortunately  there  is  not  much  material  at  hand  to  work 
upon,  but  the  writer  of  the  present  sketch  has  some  old 
documents  which  throw  a  little  light  upon  his  chequered 
career,  and  some  information  not  hitherto  published,  which 
together  serve  at  least  to  correct  two  or  three  erroneous 
statements  in  the  notices  of  him  to  be  found  in  various 
biographical  dictionaries. 

Christopher  Steele  was  born  at  Egremont,  a  small  town 
in  Cumberland,  in  the  year  1733,  not  1730  as  stated  in  most 
accounts  of  him.  He  was  the  second  son  of  John  Steele  of 
Egremont,  who  came  of  an  old  Cumberland  family,  to  which, 
from  the  year  1584  certainly,  and  probably  much  longer, 
belonged  the  estate  of  Acrewalls  at  Widdeker  in  the  parish 
of  St.  Bees.  Acrewalls  remained  in  the  Steele  family  till  the 
year  1835,  when  the  owner  at  that  time  one  Joseph  Steele 
died  at  the  age  of  87,  and  left  his  estate  to  a  Miss  Harrison, 
a  lady  of  good  birth,  who  was  his  housekeeper  and  after  his 
death  married  the  Baron  de  Sternberg.1  John  Steele's 
grandfather,  however,  was  a  younger  son,  whose  elder 
brother  had  children,  so  Acrewalls  would  never  have  come 
to  him,  or  to  Christopher,  who  most  certainly  would  have 
played  ducks  and  drakes  with  it  if  it  had,  for  he  was  a  sad 
spendthrift. 

His  mother  was  one  Catherine  Denton  the  daughter  of  the 
Revd.  Christopher  Denton  the  Rector  of  Gosforth,  of  another 
good  old  Cumberland  family:  she  was  married  to  John  Steele 

1  These  details  were  kindly  furnished  by  Colonel  Steel,  R.E. 
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in  1730  and  they  had  issue,  Henry  born  in  1731,  Christopher 
in  1733,  Isabella  in  1736,  Peter  in  1746,  and  two  children 
who  died  in  infancy.  Henry  was  educated  by  his  grandfather 
the  Rector,  but  we  have  no  evidence  that  Christopher  was 
also  sent  to  him. 

Christopher  appears  to  have  had  a  taste  for  art,  and  some 
considerable  talent,  but  the  standard  of  English  art  at  that 
time  was  very  low.  With  the  exception  of  William  Hogarth 
who  was  painting  his  "  Rake's  Progress"  when  Christopher 
was  in  his  cradle,  there  was  no  painter  of  greater  repute 
than  Hudson  whose  style  was  very  conventional  and  his 
portraits  very  insipid.  His  celebrated  pupil,  Sir  Joshua 
Reynolds,  did  not  exhibit  in  London  till  after  his  return 
from  France  and  Italy  in  1746  ;  and  Gainsborough  was  four 
years  younger  than  Steele. 

It  was  probably  this  lack  of  good  English  masters  that 
drove  Christopher,  after  studying  first  under  Richard  Wright, 
a  marine  painter  at  Liverpool,  to  Paris  to  place  himself  under 
Carl  Vanloo,  the  younger  brother  of  the  celebrated  Jean 
Baptist  Vanloo,  who,  having  lived  for  four  years  in  this 
country,  was  well  known  here. 

Carl  Vanloo  bore  a  very  high  reputation  indeed  in  his  life- 
time, though  it  has  been  the  fashion  of  French  art  critics  to 
depreciate  him  since  ;  he  was  painter  to  Louis  XV.,  then 
King  of  France,  and  he  was  also  director  of  the  school 
of  painting  in  Paris,  since  his  elder  brother's  death.  By 
choosing  Vanloo  as  his  master  Steele  probably  did  the  best 
thing  for  himself,  and  certainly  showed  a  zeal  for  his  art, 
quite  inconsistent  with  the  indolence  his  detractors  attribute 
to  him,  for  living  as  he  did  a  hundred  years  before  railways 
were  introduced,  a  journey  from  the  wilds  of  Cumberland  to 
Paris  was  no  slight  undertaking.  If  he  went  by  sea,  as 
being  near  the  coast  he  probably  did,  he  would  have  to  go 
in  a  sailing-vessel,  for  the  first  steam-boat  was  not  launched 
till  1788  ;  and  in  the  other  case  he  must  have  crossed  the 
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Channel  in  a  sailings-ship,  after  three  days'  travelling  by 
stage-coach,  to  be  followed  by  another  long  journey  of  forty 
hours  in  the  diligence.  Altogether  it  must  have  taken  about 
as  long  as  it  would  to  get  to  New  York  from  here  in  our  time. 

Arrived  in  Paris,  besides  his  artistic  studies,  he  took 
lessons  in  deportment,  and  there  is  still  in  the  family  a 
portrait  of  him  striking  an  attitude,  probably  painted  by 
himself. 

He  stayed  a  year  studying  under  Vanloo,  and  we  gather 
from  the  account  given  of  him  by  the  poet  Hayley  in  his 
"Life  of  George  Romney "  that  he  returned  to  England 
dressed  in  the  height  of  the  Parisian  fashion,  which  seems 
to  have  caused  no  little  sensation  in  Cumberland,  so  that 
from  his  French  manners,  his  extravagance  in  dress,  and  his 
luxurious  style  of  living,  he  earned  for  himself  the  title  of 
"Count  Steele." 

One  of  his  detractors,  Mr.  Cumberland,  in  an  article  on 
George  Romney  in  the  European  Magazine,  said  by  Hayley 
to  have  b«en  most  unjust  to  Steele  and  unfair  to  Romney 
also,  brings  it  as  a  charge  against  him  that  he  was  restless 
and  always  moving  about,  but  the  truth  was  he  went  where 
he  had  engagements  to  paint  portraits,  which  he  is  said  to 
have  done  for  the  modest  charge  of  four  guineas  a  head. 
But  he  was  very  young  then,  scarcely  more  than  a  boy  at 
the  beginning  of  this  career,  and  only  twenty-two  when  he 
took  Romney,  a  year  his  senior,  as  his  pupil :  he  was  only 
thirty-four  when  he  died  in  the  early  prime  of  his  life.  Four 
guineas  for  a  portrait  by  so  young  an  artist  in  those  days 
was  by  no  means  bad  pay. 

Christopher  was  living  at  Kendal  when  George  Romney 
signed  his  indentures,  as  his  pupil,  on  March  2Oth,  1755  : 
Steele  received  the  sum  of  £21  to  teach  Romney  the  art  or 
science  of  painting  and  to  find  him  meat,  drink,  washing 
and  lodging  for  the  term  of  four  years,  Romney  "promising 
to  serve  all  his  lawful  commands."  Seeing  that  this  modest 
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premium  would  not  have  paid  the  pupil's  washing  bills  for 
four  years,  especially  if  he  adopted  his  master's  lace  ruffles 
and  ties,  it  is  rather  unfair  to  Steele  to  find  Romney  com- 
plaining in  his  memoir  of  his  uncle  that  Steele  "  treated  him 
more  like  a  servant  and  imposed  menial  offices  on  him,  and 
employed  him  chiefly  in  grinding  his  colours  and  in  the 
drudgery  of  his  art." 

Now,  the  mixing  and  grinding  of  colours  is,  as  every  one 
knows,  a  most  important  part  of  the  painter's  art,  and 
Romney  was  afterwards  acknowledged  by  his  nephew  to 
have  acquired  considerable  knowledge  from  his  master  in 
this  particular  branch  of  his  calling.  Besides,  if  Steele  had 
to  board,  lodge  and  teach  a  young,  hearty  man,  was  he  to 
have  nothing  in  return,  the  premium  being  squared  by  the 
washing  account?  As  a  matter  of  fact  the  evidence  all  goes 
to  show  that  Christopher  treated  his  pupil  as  his  friend  and 
confidant,  rather  than  as  a  drudge,  and  Mr.  J.  Romney  is 
obliged  to  add  "that  Steele  afterwards  behaved  much  better," 
though  he  very  spitefully  qualifies  this  acknowledgment  by 
suggesting  that  "he  did  so  more  perhaps  to  indulge  his  own 
idle  habits,  than  to  improve  his  pupil." 

At  this  time  Christopher  fell  in  love  with  a  young  lady  of 
fortune,  who  reciprocated  his  affection,  but  whose  parents 
appear  to  have  opposed  the  marriage,  whereupon  Steele,  who, 
Hayley  says,  "hoped  to  improve  his  fortune  by  an  advanta- 
geous marriage,"  decided  to  elope  with  her  to  Scotland,  and 
employed  Romney  to  help  him  in  carrying  out  this  project. 

What  part  Romney  played  in  this  episode  we  do  not 
know.  Did  he  carry  love-letters  backwards  and  forwards 
between  the  pair,  or,  if  as  some  accounts  say  the  lady  in 
question  was  also  a  pupil  of  Steele's,  did  Romney  take  her 
chaperon  in  tow,  when  the  fair  one  came  for  her  lessons,  so 
that  Christopher  could  teach  her  other  things  besides  per- 
spective and  freehand  drawing  ?  Or  did  he  hold  the  horses 
while  Steele  helped  his  inamorata  to  climb  out  of  her  bed- 
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room  window  one  moonlight  night  ?  Or  did  they  travel  by 
post-chaise  with  Romney  on  the  box,  to  cast  sops  to  Mrs. 
Grundy  as  they  drove  over  the  border  to  Gretna  Green,  where 
it  is  said  they  were  married  ? 

Alas,  we  cannot  tell !  All  we  know  is  Romney  is  said  to 
have  contracted  a  violent  fever,  while  thus  promoting  his 
master's  clandestine  marriage,  which  very  nearly  proved 
fatal,  and  while  the  bride  and  bridegroom  were  away  on 
their  honeymoon  he  lay  ill  in  Steele's  lodgings  in  Kendal. 
What  fever  Romney  suffered  from  we  are  not  told,  but 
"fever"  was  a  generic  term  for  almost  any  illness  in  those 
days,  when  blood-letting  was  the  universal  panacea  for  all 
ills :  but  the  sequel  to  his  illness  seems  to  show  that  Steele's 
love-fever  was  infectious,  for  what  does  Romney  do,  but  fall 
violently  in  love  with  one  Mary  Abbott,  his  master's  land- 
lady's daughter,  who  nursed  him,  and  on  his  recovery  he 
married  her  on  October  i4th,  1756. 

So  far  we  have  not  been  able  to  find  anything  to  show  that 
Steele  was  married  at  Gretna  Green,  the  irregular  marriage 
system  had  not  begun  at  that  time.  In  1780,  certificates  of 
Gretna  marriages  existed,  generally  very  badly  spelt,  but 
they  were  no  proof  of  marriage  in  the  law  courts  ;  nearly  all 
irregular  marriages  were  unregistered.  Such  registers  as 
still  exist  are  kept  at  Edinburgh — there  is  none  of  a  Steele 
from  1750  to  1760.  Some  irregular  marriages  took  place  at 
Coldstream,  but  search  has  been  made  there  also  and  nothing 
has  been  found  to  prove  that  Steele's  marriage  was  celebrated 
there.  At  any  rate  he  certainly  was  married,  and  no  proof 
existing  to  the  contrary  it  seems  to  have  been  a  regular 
marriage.1  There  are  in  existence,  in  the  possession  of  the 
present  writer,  some  old  legal  documents  containing  allusions 
to  his  wife  Amy,  and  one  in  which  he  speaks  of  the  love  and 
affection  he  bears  to  her,  which  deed  also  bears  her  signature, 
and  a  very  childish,  unformed  hand  she  wrote.  Probably 

»  Colonel  Steel  has  been  at  great  pains  to  Gnd  the  certificate  of  Christopher's  marriage,  but 
in  vain. 
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she  was  very  young1,  for  Christopher  was  only  twenty-two  or 
three  when  they  eloped. 

A  few  days  after  they  returned  to  Kendal  from  their  honey- 
moon, in  October,  1756,  they  moved  to  York,  taking  George 
Romney  with  them,  but  apparently  leaving  his  bride  behind, 
for  he  very  soon  found  out  he  had  made  a  fatal  mistake  in 
marrying  so  young  and  so  badly,  and  seems  to  have  neglected 
his  wife  sadly.  They  lived  nine  months  in  York,  and  George 
Romney  is  reported  by  Hayley  to  have  said  that  Steele 
willingly  instructed  him  to  the  best  of  his  power.  While 
here  they  met  Laurence  Sterne,  and  Steele  painted  his 
portrait.  Mr.  Cumberland  tries  to  make  out  that  Steele  was 
jealous  of  his  pupil,  and  of  the  notice  Sterne  took  of  him, 
but  Mr.  Hayley  says  Romney  never  represented  Steele  to 
him  in  that  light,  and  his  own  account  of  his  acquaintance 
with  Sterne  is  quite  different.  George  Romney  says  "Sterne 
only  treated  him  with  such  common  civility  as  a  good-natured 
man  would  shew  towards  a  promising  pupil."  Steele  and 
his  wife  left  York  in  July,  1757.  Mr.  Hayley  says  Romney 
went  with  them,  and  that  they  returned  to  Kendal ;  but  Mr. 
John  Romney  says  Steele  left  his  pupil  behind  to  finish  his 
pictures  and  pay  his  debts  with  the  proceeds,  which  state- 
ment, though  probably  true,  is  in  striking  contradiction  to 
his  previous  account  of  the  way  Steele  treated  his  friend  and 
apprentice.  Mr.  Romney,  who  seems  to  have  been  animated 
with  a  strong  dislike  of  Steele,  adds  "that  this  was  the  only 
time  he  ever  left  a  town  free  from  debt,  and  that  he  was  so 
thoughtless  and  extravagant  that  he  got  into  debt  every- 
where," and  from  the  evidence  we  possess  we  fear  there  was 
a  good  deal  of  truth  in  this,  for  he  certainly  constantly 
borrowed  or  raised  money  on  his  property. 

All  the  accounts  of  him  say  that,  after  his  return  from 
York,  he  went  to  Ireland  on  family  business,  and  that  he 
died  there,  but  that  before  leaving  he  cancelled  Romney's 
indentures.  This  is  incorrect.  We  very  much  doubt  if  he 
ever  went  to  Ireland  at  all ;  he  certainly  did  not  die  there, 
and  if  he  went,  and  boats  were  constantly  running  even  in 
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those  days  between  Ireland  and  Whitehaven  so  he  easily 
could  have  gone,  he  was  back  in  England  in  1760.  It  is 
true  that  in  July,  1757,  he  cancelled  Romney's  indentures, 
but  there  are  two  accounts  of  this  transaction.  Mr.  John 
Romney  says  Steele  had  borrowed  ten  pounds  of  his  pupil, 
and  that  George  Romney  proposed  to  forgive  the  debt  if 
his  master  would  release  him  from  his  apprenticeship,  perhaps 
feeling  that  as  he  had  now  been  two  years  a  pupil  he  had 
learnt  as  much  as  Steele  could  teach  him. 

Mr.  Hayley  says  "he  generously  released  his  young  friend 
from  the  bonds  of  his  apprenticeship  that  he  might  not  retard 
the  progress  of  a  mind  he  was  sure  would  do  wonders." 

There  is  very  little  doubt  the  two  young  men  were  real 
friends  and  generously  disposed  towards  each  other,  ready  to 
borrow  and  to  lend  and  on  intimate  and  confidential  terms. 
And  Romney  seems  to  have  fallen  under  the  spell  of  Steele's 
fascinating  power,  for  Mr.  Hayley  tells  us  Romney  often 
said  that  "Steele's  social  qualities  were  engaging  to  a  great 
degree,  and  conspired  with  a  constitutional  gaiety  and 
indolence  to  prevent  his  applying  very  assiduously  to  his 
profession." 

This  gaiety  seems  to  have  been  a  marked  feature  in  his 
character,  for  even  his  detractor,  Mr.  George  Romney,  says 
"his  gaietd  de  cceur  and  his  nonchalance  never  forsook  him 
under  the  most  trying  circumstances." 

Evidently  he  enjoyed  life  and  took  things  easily,  though 
we  have  only  Mr.  Cumberland's  word  for  it  that  "he  followed 
painting  as  his  calling,  and  pleasure  as  his  choice." 

After  his  return  to  Kendal  from  York  he  seems  to  have 
gone  to  Egremont,  for  he  was  living  there  in  1759,  as  he  is 
described  in  several  deeds  executed  in  1760  as  now  of  Middle- 
wich,  late  of  Egrement."  His  father  was  still  living  at  the 
latter  place ;  his  mother  had  been  dead  some  years. 

About  1757  Christopher  and  his  brothers  and  sister  came 
into  a  little  money  from  their  father's  cousin,  Mrs.  Senhouse, 
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who  left  the  whole  of  her  property,  including  her  house  in 
Whitehaven,  her  square  pew  in  Whitehaven  church,  various 
tenements  and  her  silver  punch-bowl  to  Henry,  Christopher's 
elder  brother,  out  of  which  he  was  to  pay  Christopher  ^100, 
Isabella  £200,  and  Peter  when  he  was  of  age  £200.  Peter 
also  had  a  house  left  him.  Why  Christopher  had  less  than 
the  others  we  can  only  conjecture ;  perhaps  he  had  already 
had  his  share  given  or  lent  him. 

In  April,  1760,  Christopher,  his  wife  Amy,  and  his  sister 
Isabella  jointly  bought  a  small  estate  called  the  Woodcocks 
at  Church  Minshull  in  Cheshire,  a  village  near  Middlewich, 
where  he  and  his  wife  were  now  living.  For  this  they  paid 
^550,  and  it  was  agreed  if  Christopher  had  a  child  its  name 
was  to  be  put  in  the  lease  in  the  place  of  one  of  these  three. 
On  the  25th  of  December  in  that  same  year,  however, 
Christopher  raised  a  mortgage  of  ;£i8o  on  Woodcocks,  and 
the  following  day  he  assigned  the  lease  to  two  trustees  in 
trust  for  his  wife  Amy,  partly  "because  of  the  love  and 
affection  he  bore  her,"  and  partly  for  other  good  reasons, 
and  also  in  trust  for  any  child  or  children  begotten  or  to  be 
begotten  of  him  and  her.  This  he  does  in  consideration  of 
the  sum  of  ^300,  held  by  these  trustees,  which  sum  he  and 
she  now  ask  and  direct  them  to  advance  and  lend  them. 

By  the  end  of  the  year,  in  spite  of  having  had  ^480  lent 
him  that  year,  he,  on  December  25th,  1761,  increased  the 
mortgage  to  £200,  and  six  months  later,  on  July  5th,  1762, 
he  again  increased  it  to  ^240.  He  was  still  living  at  Middle- 
wich in  July,  1762,  but  by  December  in  the  same  year  he 
had  moved  to  Liverpool,  where  he  appears  to  have  been  in 
his  usual  state  of  wanting  money,  for  on  the  first  of  that 
month  he  received  ^25  from  his  sister  Isabella,  in  considera- 
tion of  which  sum  he  assigned  the  lease  of  his  estate  at  Lee 
Green,  Cheshire,  to  her. 

His  wife  Amy  seems  to  have  died  before  he  left  Middlewich, 
for  on  the  same  date  he  made  over  the  lease  he  made  his  will, 
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leaving  all  his  estate,  real  and  personal,  to  his  sister  Isabella, 
after  the  payment  of  his  debts,  the  income  of  which  property 
she  was  to  pay  to  their  father,  John  Steele,  as  long  as  he 
lived,  and  on  his  death  she  was  to  enjoy  it. 

Eventually  Isabella  paid  off  the  mortgages  on  January 
25th,  1768,  Christopher  having  died  in  1767  at  Egrement, 
not  in  Ireland  as  stated  in  all  his  biographies.  He  was 
buried  at  Egremont. 

He  appears,  from  George  Romney's  account,  to  have  been 
eccentric  both  in  his  character  and  in  his  art,  but  he  was 
attractive  and  had  the  power  of  winning  his  pupils'  affections. 
His  love  of  dress  seems  to  have  amounted  to  a  passion,  and 
the  indulgence  of  this  and  other  expensive  tastes  often  led 
him  into  money  difficulties. 

Hayley  says  a  Mr.  Robinson  of  Windermere,  who  knew 
Romney  and  many  people  intimately  acquainted  with  Steele, 
told  him  they  described  him  as  "an  ingenious,  inoffensive 
man,"  and  Romney  shewed  him  Steele's  portrait  by  himself 
which,  he  said,  was  as  good  as  the  portraits  of  Hudson,  and 
that  he  drew  correctly  and  was  a  neat  painter.  This  said 
Mr.  Robinson  saw  some  of  Steele's  pictures  at  Windermere 
which  were,  he  says,  "finely  painted  in  a  broad  manner." 
Hayley  had  another  friend,  an  artist,  who  told  him  he  had 
seen  pictures  of  Steele's  which  shewed  sound  principles  of  art. 
This  anonymous  artist  was  living  at  Witham,  in  Essex, 
where  Christopher's  younger  brother,  Peter  Steele,  M.D., 
was  then  practising  as  a  physician;  and  Hayley,  in  his 
courteous,  old-fashioned  style,  mentions  "the  amiable 
physician  as  being  much  pained  by  Mr.  Cumberland's  coarse 
description  of  his  brother  as  an  itinerant  dauber."  This 
obviously  unjust  criticism  was  published  thirty-six  years  after 
Christopher's  death,  and  though  Dr.  Steele  was  only  twenty- 
one  when  that  event  occurred,  he  evidently  cherished  tender 
memories  of  his  artist  brother  who,  had  he  lived  longer, 
might  have  risen  to  a  higher  place  among  contemporary 

painters.

CHARTERS  OF  CROSTHWAITE,  CUMBERLAND. 

In  the  magnificent  volume  of  the  Chartulary  of  Fountains 
at  the  British  Museum  (Cotton  MS.,  Tiberius,  c.  xii.)  there 
are  over  one  hundred  deeds  and  charters  relating  to  the 
church  and  parish  of  Crosthwaite,  Cumberland,  several  of 
which  are  of  considerable  local  interest.  So  far  as  I  am 
aware  nobody  has  yet  made  use  of  them  except  Canon  Raine, 
who  printed  a  few  in  the  Surtees  edition  of  Archbishop  Gray's 
Register.  But  the  charters  of  the  church  were  strangely 
overlooked  by  him,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  note 
on  p.  58  of  his  book.  We  may  well  account  for  the  over- 
sight by  the  arrangement  of  the  Chartulary,  inasmuch  as  the 
charters  of  the  church  are  placed  towards  the  end  of  the 
volume  under  the  title  of  Crosthwaite,  and  those  of  the  parish 
and  district  under  Allerdale  near  the  commencement.  Raine 
naturally  thought  that  all  the  charters  of  Fountains  relating 
to  the  Cumberland  property  of  the  house  were  collected  under 
one  head  in  the  earlier  portion,  and  I  suppose  it  did  not  occur 
to  him  to  search  further.  There  are  eighty-nine  deeds  under 
the  heading  of  Allerdale  (if.  75b-in)  and  twenty-two  deeds 
under  Crosthwaite  (ff.  322-330).  For  the  sake  of  brevity  no 
comment  is  made  on  the  abstracts  herewith  given  of  the 
charters  relating  to  the  church.  The  principal  persons  are 
well  known : — 

i. — Grant  to  God  and  the  monks  of  the  church  of  St.  Mary,  Fountains 
(de  Fontibus),  by  Reynold  (Reginaldus),  clerk  of  Burnebu,  of  all 
his  lands,  rents,  possessions  and  whatsoever  he  had  in  Crosthweth, 
with  liberties  and  easements  within  the  vill  and  without,  with  a 
moiety  of  the  mill  of  the  said  vill  of  Crosthweth.  He  also  gave 
them  a  messuage  in  Cokermuth  with  all  the  buildings  erected 
thereon.  In  pure  alms  free  of  all  service,  except  that  due  to 
Alice  de  Romeli  and  her  heirs.  Warranty.  Witnesses : — William 
de  Boivill,  John  Alemann,  Alan  de  Kaldebec,  Adam  de  Dere- 
wentewater,  Mathew  the  forester,  Robert  his  brother,  William 
the  harper  (cytharistd),  Henry  de  Millem  and  many  others.

THE  EWBANKES  OF  WESTMORLAND  AND  DURHAM. 

The  arms  of  the  family  of  Cliburn  of  Cliburn  and  Hayclose, 
co.  Westmorland,  allowed  at  the  Visitation  of  York,  1584-5, 
were  Argent ',  three  chevronels  interlaced  in  base  and  a  chief 
sable.  An  almost  similar  coat,  viz. ,  Sable,  three  chevronels 
interlaced  in  base  or,  on  a  chief  of  the  last  three  pellets,  was 
allowed  to  the  Ewbankes  of  Staindrop,  co.  Durham,  at  the 
Visitation  of  that  country  in  1615.  As  the  latter  family  came 
from  Kirkbystephen  in  Westmorland,  there  may  be  some 
relationship. 

Mr.  Dendy  has  shewn  (Merchant  Adventurers  of  Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne,  Surtees  Society,  II.,  p.  269),  that  Robert,  son 
of  Toby  Ewbanke  of  Staindrop  and  Egglestone,  originally 
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apprenticed  to  Oswald  Mitford  in  1648,  was  transferred  in 
1651  to  Clibburne  Kirkbride,  whose  grandmother  was  a 
Clibburne  (cf.  Visitation  of  Cumberland  and  Westmorland, 
ed.  Foster,  p.  70),  again  in  1652  to  William  Braithwaite, 
another  Westmorland  man,  and  finally,  in  1654,  to  his 
brother-in-law,  George  Errington. 

I   will    be   glad    of  any   notes   tending   to   elucidate   the 
histories  of  the  above  Westmorland  families.

ALNWICK,  OF  ALNWICK. 

A  notice  of  William  de  Alnwick,  bishop  of  Norwich,  who 
for  his  arms  took  argent  a  cross  moline  sable,  and  who  died 
5th  December,  1449,  may  be  found  in  Tate's  Alnwick,  vol.  i., 
p.  274.  Persons  having  the  surname  of  Alnwick  were 
numerous  in  the  town  and  neighbourhood  of  Alnwick  in  the 
seventeenth  century  and  in  the  first  half  of  the  eighteenth. 
Matthew  Alnwick,  of  Alnwick,  tanner,  who  died  (or  was 
buried)  nth  January,  1698,  had  a  large  family  of  sons  and 
daughters,  of  whom  Arthur  Alnwick,  of  St.  Edmund  Hall, 
Oxon.,  B.A.,  baptised  at  Alnwick  22nd  August,  1669,  became 
master  of  the  grammar  school  of  his  native  town  and  per- 
petual curate  of  the  parish  of  Alnwick.  He  married,  as  her 
first  husband,  Margery,  daughter  of  Robert  Clavering,  of 
Tilmouth,  and  sister  of  Robert  Clavering,  bishop  of  Peter- 
borough. Matthew  Alnwick,  apparently  the  elder  brother  of 
the  clergyman,  was  baptised  at  Alnwick  i2th  April,  1657, 
and  married  Mary,  one  of  the  three  daughters  and  co-heir- 
esses of  Thomas.  Metcalf  of  Stoney-hills.  She  was  living 
a  widow  July,  1687,  and  her  son,  Matthew  Alnwick  (of 
Rennington),  was  in  possession  of  her  share  of  Stoney  Hills 
in  1705. 

Robert  Alnwick,  of  Felton  Peth  (son  of  William  Alnwick), 
married,  circa  1769,  Ann,  daughter  and  co-heiress  of  John 
Manners,  of  Acton  and  Newmoor-house  (cf.  new  History  of 
Northumberland,  Vol.  VII,  p.  445),  but  by  this  marriage  he 
left  no  issue.  This  Robert  Alnwick's  mother  is  stated  to  have 
been  aunt  to  Frances  Forster,  of  Elford,  afterwards  wife 
of  Edward  Dale,  of  Newcastle,  wine  merchant  (cf.  ibid., 
Vol.  II,  p.  99).  Information  on  this  point  is  solicited. 

No  person  of  the  name  of  Alnwick  now  resides  in  Alnwick, 
but  persons  bearing  the  name  living  in  other  parts  of  England 
assert  their  descent  from  this  ancient  family.

ANTHONY  FELTON,  M.P. 

(Vol.  I.,  p.  54.) 

A  reference  in  the  new  History  of  'Northumberland '(Vol.  VII, 
pp.  371,  375)  shews  that  Henry,  Earl  of  Northumberland, 
conveyed  the  manor  of  Acton  and  all  his  lands  there,  together 
with  lands  at  Little  Felton  and  Thirston,  by  indenture  dated 
2nd  July,  1588,  to  Anthony  Felton,  of  Great  Felton,  gentle- 
man, who,  on  3ist  January,  1589-90,  conveyed  the  north 
part  of  Acton  to  John  Lisle.  On  the  iath  May,  1600, 
Anthony  Felton  and  Margaret  his  wife  and  their  son  and 
heir  apparent  conveyed  the  south  part  of  the  manor  of  Acton 
to  Edward  Lisle.  Hodgson  (Northumberland,  II,  ii,  531) 
says  of  him — "I  find  in  a  document  dated  in  1608,  one 
Anthony  Felton,  gent.,  charged  with  taking  away  the  lead 
of  By  well  tower  within  these  last  16  years." 

He  also  had  a  daughter  Jane,  who  married  Richard  Heron, 
of  Bockenfield,  as  his  second  wife  (Visitation  of  Northumber- 
land, 1666).

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NORTH  COUNTRY  NOTES.

The  Newcastle  City  Council,  after  a  long-  discussion,  have 
decided  to  abandon  the  ancient  and  picturesque  custom  known 
as  "  Barge  Day."  Up  to  1850  the  Corporation,  who  claimed 
the  right  to  the  foreshore  of  the  Tyne,  surveyed  the  river, 
and  continued  to  do  so  every  fifth  year  since  the  Tyne  Com- 
mission took  over  their  charge.  The  survey  was  made  in 
a  decorated  barge,  the  Mayor  celebrating  the  occasion  by 
giving  the  prettiest  girl  at  one  boundary  a  sovereign  and 
a  kiss.  The  Law  Courts  decided,  in  1903,  that  the  fore- 
shore is  now  vested  in  the  Crown. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Durham  and  Northumberland 
Architectural  and  Archaeological  Society,  at  Durham,  the 
president  (the  Rev.  Canon  Greenwell,  F.R.S.)  again  referred 
to  the  possibility  of  irreparable  destruction  that  might  ensue 
to  the  Norman  Gallery  of  the  Castle  through  its  continued 
usage  as  a  residential  part  of  the  University.  The  president 
also  called  attention  to  the  effect  of  the  Galilee  Chapel  being 
spoiled  by  seats  placed  there  for  the  use  of  the  University 
students,  and  suggested  that  their  morning  prayers  should 
be  said  in  the  nave  of  the  Cathedral. 

The  Whitburn  Parish  Council  have  taken  steps  to  preserve 
the  old  village  pond  at  Cleadon,  which  has  been  placed  in  a 
sanitary  condition.  It  was  reported  that  haulage  and  traction 
engine-drivers  had  been  in  the  custom  of  drawing  the  water, 
causing  the  pond  to  get  into  a  bad  state.  This  usage  has 
been  prohibited  by  the  erection  of  a  notice  board. 

The  ancient  market  at  Wolsingham  was  revived  after  an 
interval  of  a  quarter  of  a  century,  on  Friday,  i5th  June 
last,  through  the  efforts  of  Dr.  Arthur  Wooler.  Mr.  J.  E. 
Rogerson  opened  the  first  market.  It  is  to  be  held  weekly 
every  Friday  in  future  "for  the  sale  of  fruit,  vegetables, 
poultry,  butter,  eggs,  and  other  farm  produce,  butcher  meat, 
provisions,  earthenware,  pots  and  hardware." 
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Three  Family  Histories  from  the  Halmote 
Books  of  the  Bishops  of  Durham. 


The  Halmote  Court  (i.e.  Manor  Court)  Rolls  of  the 
Bishops  of  Durham,  which  begin  in  1349  and  continue  in  an 
almost  unbroken  series,  were  removed  to  the  Public  Record 
Office  in  1870.  In  his  preface  to  Surtees  Society,  vol.  Ixxxii, 
Mr.  John  Booth  gives  some  account  of  the  Halmote  Court 
Rolls  of  the  Bishops,  as  well  as  of  those  of  the  Prior  and 
Convent,  including  lists  of  the  manors  and  townships  subject 
to  each  jurisdiction.1 

For  the  compilation  of  this  paper  the  entries  in  the  Bishops' 
Rolls  for  the  townships  of  Wearmouth,  Tunstall,  Ryhope,  and 
Newbottle  have  been  searched2  from  the  fifth  year  of  Bishop 
Skirlaw's  episcopate  (1392-3)  to  the  year  1575.

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I.  HOLME  OF  BISHOP  WEARMOUTH. 

Roger  de  Holme,  rector  of  Bishop  Wearmouth,  the  first 
person  of  that  name  who  occurs  in  the  subjoined  extracts 
from  the  Halmote  Books,  was,  if  we  may  judge  by  the 
nature  and  number  of  the  preferments  attributed  to  him,  an 
ecclesiastic  of  some  importance.  On  ist  July,  1369,  Roger 
Holme(s)  was  appointed  Chancellor  of  St.  Paul's  Cathedral.1 
Dugdale's  "History  of  St.  Paul's"2  tells  us  that  Adam  de 
Bury,  who  was  Lord  Mayor  in  1364,  made  provision  by  his 
will  for  three  chaplains  for  a  newly  built  chapel  within  the 
cathedral  near  the  north  door  behind  the  cross;  that  his 
executors  were  Roger  Holme,  canon,  Adam  Holme,3  brother 
to  the  said  Roger,  and  John  Pirywell,  his  nephew;  and  that 
the  executors  by  deed  dated  the  last  day  of  April,  1376, 
assigned  rents,  etc.,  to  the  dean  and  chapter  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  three  chaplains.  Afterwards,  Roger  Holme 
"increased  these  chantry  priests  to  the  number  of  seven,  to 
celebrate  for  ever  in  the  said  chappel,  dedicated  to  the  honour 
of  the  Holy  Ghost;  towards  the  building  whereof  he  was 
at  extraordinary  costs.  And  not  only  so,  but  did  restore 
and  establish  a  certain  chantry  of  one  priest,  for  the  soul 
of  John  de  Wengham,  some  time  chief  chanter  in  this 
cathedral:  which  chantry  was  then  utterly  come  to  nothing." 
On  aist  February,  1389-90,  in  which  year  he  resigned  a 
prebend  in  St.  Martin's-le-Grand,*  he  was  further  appointed 
prebendary  of  Kentish  Town  in  St.  Paul's.5  Roger  Holme(s) 
is  said  also  to  have  been  rector  of  Wimbish,  Essex;  of 
Wallop,  Winton ;  of  Patrington,  Yorks. ;  prebendary  of 
Fountemell  in  Shaftesbury,  Sarum ;  priest  of  the  free  chapel 
of  St.  Radegund  in  St.  Paul's ;  prebendary  of  Chisenbury,

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Sarum,  and  of  Erchisjone  in  St.  Mary,  Winton.1  The  earliest 
known  reference  to  him  as  rector  of  Bishop  Wearmouth  is 
in  a  license,2  dated  1 2th  January,  1387,  to  Bishop  Fordham 
to  alienate  in  mortmain  fifteen  acres  of  the  endowment  of  the 
see  in  Bishop  Wearmouth  to  "Roger  Holme,  parson  of  the 
church  there,"  and  his  successors,  in  exchange  for  fifteen 
acres  of  glebe.  In  the  sixth  year  of  Bishop  Skirlaw's  episco- 
pate (1393-4)  Roger  de  Holme  acquired,  by  his  proctor, 
the  pasture  land  called  "the  Hough,"  forming  part  of  the 
exchequer  lands  at  Wearmouth,  which  had  also  been  held 
by  his  predecessor  at  the  time  of  Bishop  Hatfield's  survey.  3 

Roger  Holme  must  have  died  very  shortly  after  he  exe- 
cuted the  codicil  to  his  will  on  2oth  June,  1395,  as  the  will 
was  proved  five  days  later.  The  following  is  an  abstract  of 
the  will  of  "Roger  Holm,  Chancellor  and  Canon  of  the 
church  of  London,"  dated  i6th  December,  1393*: — 

I  bequeath  my  body  to  be  buried  in  the  chapel  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
at  the  back  of  the  cross  next  the  north  door  of  the  cathedral  church 
of  London. 

I  bequeath  to  each  major  canon  present  at  my  funeral  6s.  8d.  if 
he  be  stagiarius,  otherwise  55. ;  to  each  minor  canon,  qod. ;  to  each 
priest  and  vicar  choral,  2s. ;  to  the  chamberlain  of  the  church,  40^., 
and  to  his  servant,  8d.  To  each  chorister  and  servant  of  the  said 
church,  8d. 

I  will  that  five  wax  candles  and  twelve  wax  torches  shall  be 
burnt  at  my  funeral. 

I  give  to  each  order  of  Friars  Mendicants  of  the  city  of  London 
405.  to  pray  for  my  soul. 

To  the  prisoners  of  Newgat  and  Lotegat  IDS.  severally. 
I  will  that  ten  marks  shall  be  distributed  among  the  sick  poor 
and  lepers  in  the  city  and  suburbs  of  London  on  the  day  before  my 
funeral. 

Item :  I  bequeath  to  the  Prioress  and  convent  of  Rousparr  40$. 
The  residue  of  my  goods  I  leave  to  my  executors,  to  dispose  of  as 

they  shall  think  best  for  my  soul; Master  Adam  Holm,  my 

brother,  canon  of  the  said  church,  Sir  Richard  Thurston,  minor 
canon  of  the  same,  William  Trufford,  priest,  and  John  Pertynhale, 
litteratus,  my  servant.

Codicil,  dated  aoth  June,  1395,  makes  bequests  of  money  to 
Master  John  (?  Kuterinton),  Sir  William  Trofford,  John  Pertenhale, 
Nicholas  Reynham,  John  Perewell,  Richard  Arderne,  Roger  Cook, 
William  Butler,  William  Melton,  John  Mechel,  Thomas  Reynald, 
Thomas  Mokkyng,  Robert  Cook,  late  my  servant,  Richard  atte 
Bruer,  and  Sir  John  Lynne. 

It  seems  probable  that  Adam  de  Holme  of  Wearmouth, 
who  in  12  Bishop  Skirlaw  (1399-1400)  has  a  licence  to  marry 
Margery  Harle,  widow,  was  a  relative  of  Roger  de  Holme, 
the  rector;  he  was  perhaps  named  after  Adam  Holme, 
canon  of  St.  Paul's,  the  rector's  brother.  Adam  Holme  of 
Wearmouth  was  living  roth  December  u  Bishop  Langley 
(1416-17),  and  appears  to  have  died  in  that  or  the  following 
year.  Margery,  his  widow,  was  living  2Oth  October  13  Bishop 
Langley  (1418-19),  and  died  before  i6th  March  following. 

It  likewise  seems  probable  that  Richard  Holme,  who 
does  not  occur  in  the  Halmote  Books,  but  is  described  in  the 
will,1  dated  7th  March,  1403-4,  of  Bishop  Skirlaw  as  "rector 
of  Wermouth "  and  as  canon  of  York,  was  another  relative 
of  Roger  Holme.  Richard  Holme,  who  appears  to  have 
been  Warden  of  King's  Hall,  Cambridge,2  was  twice  in  1409, 
and  again  twice  in  1415,  appointed  one  of  the  Commissioners 
to  conduct  certain  State  negotiations  with  the  Scots. 3  The 
will,*  dated  2nd  September,  1416,  of  William  de  Waltham, 
canon  of  York,  contains  a  bequest  to  him.  Richard  Holme's 
own  will,5  dated  at  Cambridge  i8th  April,  1424,  directs  that 
if  he  dies  south  of  York,  he  shall  be  buried  in  All  Saints' 
Church,  Cambridge,  but  if  he  dies  in  or  to  the  north  of  York 
he  shall  be  buried  in  his  parish  church  of  Wearmouth.  He 
leaves  ^40  to  his  poor  parishioners  ;  ^20  to  Elizabeth,

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daughter  of  John  de  Holme,  for  her  marriage,  to  be  paid  out 
of  ^40  in  which  the  said  John  Holme  and  his  mother  are 
indebted  to  him ;  and  £20  Willielmo  Fitz  Herry*  consanguineo 
meo,  ad  exhibendum  eum  in  scholis  liberalibus.  After  other 
bequests  he  appoints  as  executors  William  Brygham  and 
John  de  Holme,  fellow  of  King's  College,  Cambridge,  of  the 
diocese  of  York,  and  Thomas  Ludham,  rector  of  Bathle, 
diocese  of  Norwich. 

Twenty-one  years  after  the  death  of  Richard  Holme,  the 
rector,  we  have  the  first  mention  in  the  Halmote  Books  of 
Robert  Hulme  (Holme),  whose  descendants  can  be  traced  at 
Bishop  Wearmouth  with  absolute  certainty  to  the  eighteenth 
century.  Apart  from  the  Halmote  Books,  three  pedigrees  of 
this  family  have  been  preserved — in  Harleian  MS.,  1540, 
fol.  45,  and  the  Visitation  of  Yorkshire,  1563-4  (Harleian 
Society,  vol.  xvi),  both  of  which  begin  with  the  father  of 
Robert  Holme,  and  in  the  Visitation  of  Cambridgeshire,  1575 
(G.  1 8,  38,  at  Heralds'  College,  Harleian  Society,  vol.  xli), 
which  begins  two  generations  later.  The  records  of  the 
marriages  of  Robert  Holme  and  his  heirs  present  some  diffi- 
culties,2 but  the  Halmote  Books  establish  beyond  doubt  the 
accuracy  of  the  recorded  descent  from  Robert  Holme. 

Whether  Robert  Holme  was  a  member  of  the  same  family 
as  the  earlier  Holmes  of  Wearmouth  cannot  at  present  be 
determined.  The  Harleian  MS.  and  Yorkshire  Visitation 
pedigrees  make  him  a  younger  son  of  John  Holme  of  Holme 
Hall,  Lancashire.  This  filiation  has  perhaps  some  slight 
support  in  the  spelling  of  his  name  as  "Hulme"  when  it 
first  occurs  in  the  Halmote  Books,  Hulme  being  the  original 
and  proper  Lancashire  name.  On  the  other  side  must  be 
considered  the  great  probability  of  relationship  between 
families  bearing  the  same  not  very  common  name  in  the

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"SWINLAW  HOUSES." 

This  name  is  met  with  in  the  Hartburn  Registers  between 
1705  and  1728,  and  is  usually  written  "ye  Swinlaw  houses." 
A  place  with  that  name  is  now  unknown,  but  in  a  deed  of 
1675  relating  to  Longwitton  mention  is  made  of  a  field 
called  "Swinlow,"  and  in  another  deed  spelt  "  Swinhow." 
This  made  me  think  that  Swinlaw  was  in  Longwitton,  which 
opinion  was  confirmed  by  an  entry  in  the  Register  of  Burials 
of  January  28th,  1727,  in  which  the  place  is  called  "Swinlah 
houses  near  Longwitton."  There  were  apparently  three 
houses  at  the  place  judging  by  the  entries  in  the  registers. 

Possibly  the  hill  now  known  as  the  "North  Heugh,"  or 
more  often  as  "  Hill  Top,"  where  there  were  formerly  three 
or  four  very  old  heather-thatched  cottages,  may  be  Swinlaw, 
as  it  is  a  flat  topped  hill,  answering  to  the  description  of  a 
"law."  A  heugh  is  described  in  Halliwell's  Dictionary  as 
"a  rugged  steep  hill  side,"  and  the  farmhouse  situated 
amidst  rocky  ground,  on  the  south-west  side  of  this  hill,  and 
now  called  "  Hill-end,"  was  formerly  called  the  "  Heugh," 
and  the  farmhouse  on  the  north-east  side  of  the  same  hill, 
and  nearer  the  summit,  went  by  the  name  of  the  "  North 

Heugh."

EPITAPHS  IN  THE  BALLAST  HILLS  BURIAL  GROUND, 
NEWCASTLE-UPON-TYNB. 

Near  the  centre  of  this  burial-place  there  is  a  headstone 
with  a  large  coat-of-arms,  and  under  it  the  following  inscrip- 
tion:— "In  Memory  of  M.  the  wife  of  A.B.  who  died  Oct.  20. 
1797  Aged  .  .  Years."  Can  any  reader  of  Northern  Notes 
and  Queries  tell  me  who  this  A.B.  was,  and  why  this  peculiar 
form  was  used? 

Not  far  from  the  A.B.  stone  there  is  another  headstone 
inscribed: — "The  Burial  Place  of  Alexr.  Cameron,  School- 
master. Here  lies  the  Body  of  Allan  Cameron,  late  Surgeon, 
in  Newcastle,  who  departed  this  life  the  2gth  of  July  1779 
Aged  32  Years."  This  Alexander  Cameron  is  no  doubt  the 
man  who  appears  in  the  Newcastle  Directory  for  1790  as 
"Cameron  Alex,  school  New  Road."  The  surgeon  is 

probably  the  man  named  in  the  directory  for  1778  as  " 

Cameron,  surgeon,  middle  of  Sandgate."  I  wish  to  find  out 
what  relationship  existed  between  these  two  Camerons. 
Alexander  Cameron,  schoolmaster,  married  Mary  Kirton,  at 
All  Saints,  25th  August,  1778;  if  that  was  his  first  marriage 
Allan  Cameron  cannot  have  been  his  son.  Allan  seems  to 
have  married  and  to  have  had  a  daughter,  Isabella,  who 
married  William  Smith,  brewer  ;  their  second  son,  James 
Smith,  was  baptised  at  St.  John's,  Newcastle,  i2th  December, 
1800.  In  1783,  on  February  26th,  died  in  Argyleshire 
(according  to  the  Newcastle  Chronicle],  the  Lady  of  John 
Cameron,  of  Fassiefern,  Esq.,  mother  of  Mr.  Cameron  of 
this  town.  In  1784,  June  22nd,  "married  at  Gratna  Green, 
Lieut.  Campbell  of  Barcalden  to  Miss  Cameron  of  Hanover 
Square,  Newcastle. " — Newcastle  Chronicle.  One  may  reason- 
ably guess  that  the  young  lady  who  eloped  from  Hanover 
Square  with  the  lieutenant  was  the  daughter  of  the  "Mr. 
Cameron  of  this  town,"  and  the  granddaughter  of  "the  Lady 
of  John  Cameron  of  Fassiefern."  The  Camerons  of  Fassie- 
fern were  a  sept  of  the  Camerons  of  Lochiel ;  John  Cameron 
was  the  brother  of  "the  gentle  Lochiel."  John  Cameron  of 
Fassiefern  was  a  merchant  in  Glasgow.  He  married  Jean 
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Campbell  and  had  four  sons — (i)  Ewen  Campbell,  1738-1828, 
made  a  baronet;  (2)  Donald  Cameron,  married  Miss  Birnet; 
(3)  Archibald,  died  without  issue ;  (4)  Charles,  killed  in 
Savannah,  1779.  It  has  been  suggested  that  this  Donald 
Cameron  who  married  Miss  Birnet  may  have  been  the  Mr. 
Cameron  of  Hanover  Square,  Newcastle,  whose  daughter 
married  Lieut.  Campbell  in  1784.  There  was  a  Donald 
Cameron  in  Newcastle  about  that  time.  He  is  named  in  the 
directory  for  1778  "Donald  Cameron,  grocer  &  tea-dealer, 
foot  of  Middle  street,"  but  it  does  not  seem  likely  that  a  man 
living  in  Hanover  Square,  then  the  fashionable  quarter  of 
the  town,  would  have  a  shop  in  Middle  Street.  Can  any 
reader  of  this  help  me  to  find  out  what  relationship  there 
was,  if  there  was  any,  between  these  various  Camerons — the 
schoolmaster,  the  surgeon,  the  dweller  in  Hanover  Square, 
and  the  tea-dealer? 

The  three  oldest  stones  in  the  Ballast  Hills  burial  ground 
are  dated  1707,  1709,  and  1716.     The  name  on  ths  first  one 

is  not  readable.    The  inscription  seems  to  be  "Do 

who  dyed ar  of  1707";  the  date  is  clear.    This  stone 

is  built  into  the  south  wall  of  the  ground,  next  the  board 
school.  The  second  stone  reads — "The  Burial  Place  of  John 
Thompson  &  Ann  his  Wife  and  Richard  their  Son,  he 
Departed  this  life  the  19  desember  1709."  This  stone  is  in 
good  condition — it  stands  near  the  one  above.  The  third 
stone  reads — "Here  lyeth  ye  Body  of  Thomas  Naper  Son  of 
lames  Naper,  who  departed  this  life  ye  2nd  day  of  march 
1716  C  N."

BRODIE,  OF  NEWCASTLE-UPON-TYNE. 

John  and  Alexander  Brodie,  Potters,  Newcastle. 

In  November,  1905,  I  inserted  the  undernoted  query  in 
the  Scottish  Notes  and  Queries,  and  up  to  time  of  writing  no 
reply  has  come  to  hand. 
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The  above  Brodies  were  the  sons  of  William  Brodie,  born 
1693,  died  1776,  who  was  implicated  in  the  1745  rebellion. 
This  Wm.  Brodie  married  in  1730  either  a  Miss  Forbes  or 
Farquharson.  He  was  tenant  of  Delfranky,  Strathdon, 
Aberdeenshire,  and  annually  treated  Lord  Fife  to  a  glass  of 
whisky  on  the  occasion  of  his  passing  to  Braemar. 

His  sons  mentioned  above  went  to  Newcastle  and  started 
a  pottery  business.  They  may  have  only  been  workmen, 
but  a  pedigree  in  my  possession  states  that  they  owned  a 
business.  It  appears  that  they  corresponded  with  Glenbucket 
relations  (now  spelt  Glenbuchart,  the  old  form)  till  about 
1830.  I  wish  to  have  further  particulars  regarding  them. 
Were  they  married?  How  long  were  they  in  business? 
Any  particulars  will  be  appreciated.  They  had  some  sisters. 
What  were  their  names?

REA,  OF  HORTON  GRANGE. 

Can  anyone  add  anything  to  the  following  references  to 
the  family  of  Rea  (Rey,  Reay,  Ray,  Raye),  of  Horton  Grange, 
in  the  parish  of  Ponteland? 

William  Raye  is  mentioned  in  the  will,  dated  27th  June, 
1565,  of  Cuthbert  Richardson  as  a  surety  for  John  Androo, 
of  Barwick-on-the-hill  in  the  parish  of  Ponteland  (Surtees 
Society,  Vol.  II,  p.  244).  He  is  perhaps  to  be  identified 
with  William  Rey  of  Ponteland,  who  appears  as  one  of  the 
creditors  of  Julian  Mitford,  of  that  parish,  in  the  inventory  of 
her  goods,  dated  i6th  October,  1587  (Surtees  Society,  Vol. 
XXXVIII,  p.  300). 

Margaret,  "daughter  of  ...  Ray  of  Horton  Grange,"  who 
married  Ralph  Holme  (ob.  1574),  of  Wearmouth  (Harleian 
MS.  1540,  fol.  45,  cf.  Visitation  of  Cambridgeshire,  1575, 
G.  1 8,  38,  at  Heralds'  College)  probably  belonged  to  the 
previous  generation  of  the  same  family. 

A  list  of  Northumberland  freeholders  in  1628,  Castle  Ward, 
contains  Richard  Rea,  of  Horton  Grainge,  yeoman ;  Bartram 
Rea,  of  the  same,  yeoman;  and  Thomas  Rea,  of  Horton 
Grainge,  yeoman.  A  similar  list  in  1638-9  contains  Richard 
Rea,  of  Horton  Grainge,  gent. ;  Robert  Rea,  of  the  same, 
gent. ;  and  Thomas  Read  (sic),  of  the  same,  gent.  (Archaeo- 
logia  Aeliana,  Vol.  II,  p.  318.  Mickleton  MSS.,  No.  9. 
Bishop  Cosin's  Library,  Durham). 
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A  list  of  Northumberland  proprietors  in  1663  shews,  in 
Horton  Grange  township,  Mark  Reay  as  owning  lands  of 
£30  155.  rental,  and  William  Reay  and  Isabel  Reay  as  each 
owning  lands  of  £15  ros.  rental  (Hodgson,  History  of 
Northumberland,  Part  III,  Vol.  I). 

In  the  pedigree  of  Horsley,  of  Bolam,  Jane,  only  daughter 
of  Richard  Reay,  "of  Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  tanner,  one  of 
the  proprietors  of  Horton  Grange,"  by  Dorothy  his  wife, 
appears  as  wife  (Marriage  Settlement  dated  24th  August, 
1699)  of  John  Horsley,  of  Milburn  Grange,  who  purchased 
Bolam  1727  (Hodgson,  History  of  Northumberland,  Part  II, 
Vol.  I,  p.  336). 

Bothal  parish  register  contains  the  marriage,  ist  December, 
1720,  of  George  Nicholson,  of  Faddonhouse,  and  Margaret 
Rea,  of  Horton  Grange.

July  21.  1770. 

"  Last  week  was  married  at  Gretna  Green,  Mr.  J.  Hewitson, 
of  Ravenstonedale,  Westmorland,  to  Miss  Ewbank,  of  the 
same  place,  a  beautiful  young  heiress."  Feb.  20.  1773.

WHITFIBLD  OF  WHITFIELD,  Co.  NORTHUMBERLAND. 
(VoL  I.,  pp.  56,  94.) 

Miss  Armitt  may  be  interested  in  the  following  note  which 
I  copied,  in  1882,  from  a  MS.  of  the  late  Joseph  Nicholson, 
parish  clerk,  Wolsingham,  Co.  Durham,  who  died  Jan., 
1875,  aged  80  years: — 
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"Matthew  Whitfield,  Esq.,  came  to  Wolsingham  about 
the  beginning  of  the  last  century  from  Whitfield  Hall,  in 
Northumberland.  Matthew  Whitfield  by  his  wife  Elizabeth 
(died  1750)  had  issue  Robert  and  John  (born  before  Mr. 
Whitfield  came  to  Wolsingham};  Elizabeth,  born  1705; 
William,  1706;  Matthew,  1708;  Walter,  1710;  Ann,  1711; 
Mary,  1714.  Mr  Hendry  Hopper,  mar.  Eliz.  dau.  of  Mr 
Robert  Whitfield,  and  grand  daughter  of  Matthew  Whitfield 
Esq.,  by  whom  he  had  a  numerous  family."  From  tomb- 
stone "Hendry  Hopper  died  14  Sep.  1796,  aged  66  years." 

"The  above  Mr  Whitfield  built  the  Great  House  in  Wol- 
singham as  it  is  called  .  .  .  Joseph  Wooler,  Esq.  the 
owner,  wishing  to  change  its  name,  had  cut  in  large  letters 
upon  the  parapet  WHITFIELD  HOUSE,  about  a  century  after 
its  erection.  .  .  .  Mr  Whitfield  gave  up  the  house  in 
his  old  age  to  Hendry  Hopper  and  his  wife  Eliz.  (his  g.  dau.), 
and  retired  to  a  small  house  adjoining  in  the  Meeting  House 
Lane.  The  room  in  which  he  lived  and  died  is  still  called 
the  squire's  room.  I  am  not  aware  of  any  monument  or 
tombstone  having  been  placed  in  the  churchyard  in  memory 
of  this  once  highly  respected  family." 

Whitfield  House  was  recently  bought  from  the  Wooler 
family  by  Mrs.  M.  A.  Watson,  who  has  furnished  it  as  a 
commercial  and  general  restaurant.

ANTHONY  FELTON,  M.P. 
(Vol.  I.,  pp.  54,  95.) 

In  some  deeds  in  my  possession  relating  to  the  Manor  of 
Ovington,  which  was  acquired  and  disposed  of  by  him, 
Anthony  Felton  is  described  in  1592  and  1595  as  of  Newcastle, 
and  in  1607  as  of  Jarrow  in  the  County  of  Durham.  He  was 
granted  the  office  of  Customer  of  Newcastle  on  the  3Oth 
March,  1592  (State  Papers,  Domestic,  1592,  p.  206).  He  is 
mentioned  in  Welford's  Newcastle  and  Gateshead,  Vol.  Ill, 
pp.  71,  77  and  129.  The  last  of  these  references  at  p.  129 
describes  him  as  of  London.  He  is  mentioned  as  the  Queen's 
escheator  for  Northumberland  in  1518  in  Hodgson's  North- 
umberland, II,  ii,  p.  6,  note  7.  He  bought  a  tenement  near 
the  wall  of  his  orchard  on  the  south  side  of  the  High  Bridge 
in  Newcastle  in  1592  (Archaeologia  Aeliana,  Second  Series, 
Vol.  I,  p.  33).  I  have  a  note  that  he  died  in  the  neighbour- 
hood of  London  in  1612,  but  have  not  the  reference  for  this.

Edward  Law,  first  Lord  Ellenborough,  was  fourth  son  of 
the  Bishop  of  Carlisle,  having  been  educated  at  Blencowe 
grammar  school,  near  Penrith,  and  afterwards  at  the  Charter- 
house. Doubtless  the  present  Peer  would  clear  up  the  query. 
It  appears  worthy  of  note  that  Dr.  William  Lancaster,  born 
at  Sockbridge,  near  Penrith,  was  one  of  the  founders  of 
Barton  school,  and  was  himself  also  a  Provost  of  Queen's 
College,  Oxford.

— The  jury  present  that  Thomas  Middilton 
by  his  servant  broke  the  fold  of  the  lord,  and  took  6  oxen 
impounded  by  the  servant  of  Robert  Ayre  in  contempt 
of  lord in  mercy,  3$.  4^?."

The  Gentleman's  Magazine,  vol.  ccc.,  1906,  edited  by 
Sylvanus  Urban,  Gentleman.  "The  Observer"  Office,  125, 
Strand,  W.C.:— 

After  an  interval  of  many  years,  The  Gentleman's  Magazine,  whose 
numerous  volumes  took  up  so  much  room  in  the  bookcases  of  our  grand- 
fathers and  their  fathers,  must  again  take  its  place  on  the  shelves  of 
every  true  book-lover  and  antiquary.  The  new  volume  for  the  first  half 
of  this  year  comes  fully  up  to  the  hopes  expressed  by  many  when  it  was 
first  announced  that  the  magazine  was  about  to  commence  anew  its 
ancient  traditions  under  the  care  of  Mr.  Bullen. 

The  first  few  pages  open  with  an  interesting  review  of  its  long  career, 
by  the  Editor.  Historical  articles  of  special  interest  are  "  The  Real 
Claverhouse,"  "The  Desmond  Rebellion,  1580,"  and  "Fighting  for  the 
Crown  in  Shropshire."  Amongst  papers  that  will  appeal  to  bookmen 
are  "The  Pepysian  Treasures"  and  "The  Memoir  in  England."  There 
are  also  a  number  of  literary  contributions,  and  a  very  good  antiquarian 
paper  upon  "Leather  Drinking- Vessels." 

Other  contents  appearing  monthly  come  under  the  headings  "Learned 
Societies,"  "Review  of  the  Month,"  "Obituary,"  and  "Garden  Notes." 
So  far  the  Editor  has  not  seen  his  way  clear  to  introduce  a  record  of 
marriages,  which  would  save  future  compilers  of  pedigrees  for  parish  or 
county  histories  such  a  terrible  lot  of  hunting  through  files  of  The  Times. 

There  are  few  living  now  who  can  say  with  one  correspondent 
(p.  525) :  "I  -was  a  reader  of '  The  Gentleman's  Magazine'  in  the  days  of 
John  Mitford,  and  I  rejoice  to  know  that  in  these  'giddy-paced  times' 
its  scholarly  traditions  have  been  honourably  revived ";  but  many  will 
rejoice  with  him. 

The  Rev.  John  Mitford  was,  we  believe,  the  only  Editor  of  north- 
country  family ;  but  the  readers  of  the  letters  of  Robert  Surtees,  of 
Mainsforth,  to  whom  all  earnest  workers  in  the  north  are  so  indebted, 
will  recollect  the  long  and  close  friendship  between  John  Nichols  and 
himself. 


MAGAZINES. 

Bye-Cones,  relating  to  Wales  and  the  Border  Counties,  for  June, 
contains  several  items  of  general  interest.  There  is  a  note  upon  the 
"Virgin's  Crown,"  or  funeral  garland,  a  quaint  custom  referred  to  by 
Surtees  and  other  writers  as  of  northern  usage.  Mr.  Caswell  continues 
his  notes  upon  the  Shropshire  Dialect.  There  is  also  a  note  relative  to 
a  cheerful  North  of  England  belief,  i.e.,  that  a  person  watching  in  the 
church  porch  on  St.  Mark's  Eve  (April  25th)  would  see  the  apparitions 
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of  those  persons  that  are  to  die  in  the  year  following  pass  by  into  the 
church,  querying  the  existence  of  the  superstition  in  Shropshire. 

The  East  Anglian,  for  May,  contains  an  interesting  article  upon 
"The  Mediaeval  'Love-Day,'"  and  continues  the  "Lay  Subsidies"  for 
Cambridge  in  1326. 

The  Naturalist,  for  September,  is  a  special  number  devoted  to  the 
recent  British  Association  meeting  at  York. 

A  new  volume  of  Miscellanea  Genealogica  et  Heraldica  commences 
with  the  March  number,  which  contains  a  very  well  worked  out  account 
of  the  family  of  Goodwin,  of  Horley,  Oxfordshire,  one  of  whom  was 
wife  of  the  Rev.  John  Lawrence,  rector  of  Bishopwearmouth,  who  in 
his  life  so  much  reminds  one  of  John  Evelyn  or  Gilbert  White. 


NORTH  COUNTRY  NOTES.

The  old  hall  at  West  Boldon,  which  has  of  late  years 
undergone  some  changes,  was  lately  in  the  market.  Erected 
in  1709  by  William  Fawcett,  whose  arms  are  over  the  front 
door,  Mr.  Boyle  records  that  on  one  of  the  window-panes  in 
a  bedroom  someone  has  written  with  a  diamond — 

"Beautiful  Grace  Andrew." 
On  the  next  pane  another  hand  has  continued — 

"Fair  written  Name,  yet  fairer  in  my  heart, 
No  Diamond  cutts  so  deep  as  Cupid's  Dart." 
It  would  be  interesting  if  any  reader  could  identify  this  lady. 

Two  different  hands  have  written  in  one  of  Sir  Cuthbert 
Sharp's  volumes  of  pedigrees  (vol.  ii,  p.  36),  now  in  the 
Dean  and  Chapter  Library  at  Durham,  a  few  lines  relating 
to  a  member  of  one  of  our  oldest  families,  which  cover  a 
world  of  romance : — 

"  Laton  Eden  was  a  pirate  &  sailed  wth  Angria,  died  young 
at  Bordeau,  he  was  poisoned  by  the  landlord  but  made  the 
landlord  take  a  portion  first  which  killed  him." 

Fiction  could  scarcely  tell  a  stranger  tale. 
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A  Newcastle  Lady  at  St.  James'. 


Miss,  by  courtesy  Mrs.,  Henrietta  Cotesworth  was  the 
daughter  by  a  second  marriage  of  William  Cotesworth  of 
Gateshead  Park,  who  represented  the  borough  of  Newcastle 
in  the  Parliament  of  1708,  and  was  High  Sheriff  of  Northum- 
berland in  1719.  She  was  three  years'  old  when  her  father 
died  in  1726,  and  soon  afterwards  her  mother  married  Dr. 
John  Mawer,  rector  of  Middleton  Tyas  in  Yorkshire,  in  which 
church  there  is  a  curious  monument  to  his  memory,  stating 
that  he  was  descended  from  the  Royal  Family  of  Mawer  (there 
were  Welsh  Kings  of  this  name)  and  was  "inferior  to  none 
of  his  illustrious  ancestors  in  merit,  being  the  greatest 
Linguist  that  Nature  ever  produced." 

Apparently  this  heritage  of  merit  only  included  a  talent 
for  languages,  for  when  his  stepdaughter  left  school  and 
went  to  live  with  her  mother,  we  are  told  that  his  violent

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temper  obliged  her  to  leave  home  and  take  up  her  abode 
with  her  guardian  and  cousin,  Charles  Cotesworth,  of  St. 
Helen's,  Auckland,  whose  children  were  her  contemporaries. 

Her  father's  large  fortune  went  to  her  half-sisters,  Mrs. 
Carr  and  Mrs.  Ellison,  but  he  left  Henrietta  ^1,000,  and 
this  was  doubled  by  the  success  of  a  lottery  ticket  given 
her  by  her  guardian,  which  unexpected  piece  of  good  luck 
probably  decided  the  course  of  her  future  life. 

With  an  independence  worthy  of  a  later  century  she 
determined  to  travel,  and  spent  the  next  few  years  of  her  life 
in  Italy  and  Germany.  On  her  return,  at  the  house  of  Sir 
William  St.  Quentin,  Scampton  near  York,  she  met  Lady 
Charlotte  Finch,  then  at  the  Court  of  George  III,  and  in 
1760,  on  the  day  the  Prince  of  Wales  was  born,  she  obtained 
through  her  the  appointment  of  sub-governess  in  the  Royal 
nursery,  Lady  Charlotte  being  the  head  governess. 

Unfortunately  Mrs.  Cotesworth  left  St.  James'  before 
Fanny  Burney  went  there,  otherwise  we  might  have  had  an 
interesting  picture  of  her  from  that  lively  lady's  pen.  As 
it  is,  information  concerning  her  life  is  very  meagre,  and 
exists  chiefly  in  old  letters  now  in  the  possession  of  her 
guardian's  descendants. 

She  is  described  as  a  "small  person,  plain  but  with  most 
beautiful  dark  eyes  and  most  ladylike  in  her  every  action." 
Apparently  her  days  were  passed  between  St.  James'  and 
Kew  Palace,  and  it  often  happened  that  she  remained  at 
Kew  with  the  children  when  the  Royal  couple  left  their  quiet 
family  circle  for  official  duties  in  London.  We  are  told  by 
Fanny  Burney  that  the  King  and  Queen  lived  like  the 
"simplest  country  gentlefolks,"  and  no  doubt  Mrs.  Cotes- 
worth's  life  was  a  pleasant  one,  in  spite  of  the  "violent 
spirits"  of  her  pupils,  and  their  "riots"  and  "the  difficulties 
they  caused  in  the  Household"  (Madame  D'Arblay  is  again 
my  authority).  She  was  able  to  have  her  own  visitors,  for 
one  of  her  cousins  often  stayed  with  her  for  weeks  together, 
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and  a  solitary  relic  remains  of  these  days  in  the  shape  of  a 
small  terrestrial  globe  in  a  shagreen  case  on  which  the  Princes 
learned  their  earliest  geography,  and  which  was  probably 
given  by  her  to  this  same  cousin. 

All  Mrs.  Cotesworth's  more  valuable  possessions,  such  as 
plate,  jewelry,  etc.,  were  doubtless  swallowed  up  by  a  law- 
suit on  which  she  entered  in  later  years,  for  at  the  time  of 
her  death  her  plate  was  in  pawn,  and  she  had  nothing  but 
the  allowance  she  received  from  the  Queen. 

This  lawsuit  is  connected  with  a  singular  story. 

A  little  boy,  Frederick  William  Blomberg,  came  under  her 
care  and,  owing  to  her  exertions  on  his  behalf,  was  brought 
up  with  the  Royal  children. 

In  the  journals  of  Thomas  Sedgewick  Whalley,  D.D. ,  by 
Whickham,  a  very  erroneous  account  is  given  of  the  appear- 
ance of  this  boy's  father  after  death  to  a  brother  officer.  The 
following  letter,  written  at  Queen  Charlotte's  request  by 
Lieutenant  Stewart  (the  original  of  which  is  in  the  posses- 
sion of  Captain  Newbury,  late  Lincoln  Regiment,  a  descendant 
of  young  Blomberg's  wife's  relations),  is  a  true  narrative  of 
the  case  : — 

"DOMINICA. 
4 'Sir, 

When  Sir  William  was  Governor  in  this  Island,  I  was  a 
lieutenant  in  the  regiment.  A  gentleman  of  the  name  of 
Blomberg  was  a  subaltern  in  the  same  corps  with  myself: 
he  was  of  German  extraction  and  had  married  Miss  Laing, 
by  whom  he  had  one  child  and  doated  on  him.  Mrs.  B., 
soon  after  the  birth  of  the  child,  died.  My  friend,  who  was 
a  man  of  uncommon  sensibility,  mourned  the  death  of  his 
amiable  wife  sincerely,  and  when  this  boy,  the  living  object 
of  his  care,  reached  his  second  year,  Mr.  Blomberg  was 
ordered  to  this  Island,  and  unwilling  to  leave  the  pledge  of 
his  Caroline's  love  to  the  care  of  strangers,  he  hired  a  nurse 
and  resolved  he  should  accompany  him.  My  friend  doated 
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on  this  child,  his  whole  happiness  was  hearing  his  little 
prattle,  and  he  was  never  happy  but  when  the  little  Frederick 
was  with  him,  if  you  rode  out  you  were  certain  of  seeing  his 
little  blooming  boy  seated  before  him :  in  short,  he  existed 
in  the  innocent  smiles  of  his  child. 

About  nine  months  after  he  had  been  stationed  here, 
business  carried  him  to  the  windward  of  the  Island ;  at  this 
time  the  Government  house  happened  to  be  exceedingly  full, 
for  Barracks  not  yet  being  built,  most  of  the  officers  were 
obliged  to  take  up  their  abode  in  the  house  where  two  beds 
were  placed  in  each  room.  A  few  nights  after  Mr.  Blomberg 
had  been  absent,  I  had  not  been  in  bed  a  quarter  of  an  hour, 
before  I  heard  a  person  enter  and  advance  to  my  bed  and 
undraw  my  curtain.  I  found  it  was  Blomberg  and  enquired 
when  he  arrived,  in  reply  he  informed  me  he  died  that  very 
night  and  then,  in  most  pathetic  words  recommended  his  son 
to  my  protection  and  departed.  Struck  with  astonishment  I 
rubb'd  my  eyes,  and  would  have  persuaded  myself  it  was  a 

vision  or  a  dream,  but  calling  to  Mr. ,  a  gentleman 

who  slept  in  the  same  room,  I  enquired  of  him  if  he  heard 
anyone  enter,  he  replied,  'Yes,  I  thought  it  was  Blomberg, 
what  brought  him  at  so  late  an  hour?'  'Did  you  hear  him 
speak?'  he  replied  that  he  did  but  could  not  distinguish  what 
he  said.  I  then  related  the  particulars^  and  the  next  morning 
I  mentioned  the  circumstances  at  the  Breakfast  table,  when 
I  was  most  severely  Banter'd. 

However,  in  the  Evening,  news  arrived  of  my  poor  friend's 
death  who  had  fallen  by  a  Billious  Fever  which  attack'd  him 
on  the  very  day  of  his  arrival  at  that  place.  This  confirmed 
what  I  have  before  related,  I  instantly  took  the  little  orphan 
under  my  own  protection,  and  looking  into  my  friend's  papers 
I  "found  forty  pounds,  and  traced  by  some  letters  that  the 
mother  and  sister  of  Mr.  Blomberg  were  living  in  a  street, 
Hanover  Square,  I  found  likewise  that  altho'  they  were  people 
of  family,  they  were  in  indifferent  circumstances  and  received 
a  pension  of  £50  a  year  from  Her  Majesty,  I  considered  it 
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however  necessary  to  inform  them  of  this  event,  but  deter- 
mined in  case  no  person  should  have  pity  on  his  youth,  never 
to  abandon  him,  altho'  a  Lieut. 's  pay  was  too  trifling-  to 
mention,  it  was  all  the  fortune  I  could  boast,  and  resolved 
he  should  partake  of  my  scanty  pittance. 

I  embark'd  the  child  and  the  nurse  for  England  and  gave 
the  Woman  a  letter  to  the  Grandmother,  in  which  I  com- 
municated the  above  particulars,  with  orders  to  take  him 
to  her  residence,  but  strange  to  tell  both  the  Grandmother 
and  Aunt  refused  to  receive  him,  however  they  related  the 
circumstances  to  a  person  of  fashion  who  was  distantly 
related  to  them,  who  thought  the  story  so  extraordinary  that 
she  mentioned  it  to  the  Queen.  Her  Majesty  pitied  the 
helpless  Babe,  desired  to  see  him  and  nobly  had  him  received 
and  educated  under  her  own  roof,  the  Queen  submitted  him 
to  the  care  of  Mrs.  Coatsworth  Sub  governess  to  the  Royal 
children,  who  became  much  attached  to  the  child  and  in  every 
respect  treated  him  with  the  tenderness  of  a  mother,  some 
years  after  a  Gentleman  of  the  House  of  Blomberg  died, 
leaving  an  estate  of  between  1500  or  2000.  No  heirs  appeared 
and  the  lady  had  the  goodness  to  stand  the  friend  of  young 
Frederick,  who  was  found  to  be  connected  with  the  family  of 
the  Deceased." 

Besides  this  letter,  a  narrative  exists  which  was  probably 
drawn  up  by  Lady  Charlotte  Finch  and  Mrs.  Cotesworth. 
It  is  signed  by  both  of  them,  and  shews  that  the  latter  lady 
was  really  instrumental  in  bringing  the  child  before  the 
Queen's  notice.  She  was  doubtless  the  "person  of  fashion" 
alluded  to,  although  Mr.  Stewart  is  wrong  in  supposing  that 
there  was  a  relationship  between  her  and  young  Blomberg. 
Apparently  she  heard  by  chance  of  the  child  who  was  suffering 
greatly  from  the  cold  being  "on  Board  a  ship  in  Harbour 
at  Christmas,"  and  his  story  struck  her  as  so  "peculiarly 
touching  and  Cruel"  that  she  never  rested  until  she  obtained 
permission  to  take  him  under  her  care. 
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To  judge  by  a  full-length  portrait  of  young  Blomberg,  by 
Gainsborough,  now  in  the  possession  of  Captain  Newbury, 
he  must  have  been  a  beautiful  boy.  Mrs.  Cotesworth  adopted 
him,  and  when,  owing  to  ill  health,  she  left  the  Palace  and 
lived  in  Dover  Street,  he  went  with  her.  He  was  then  about 
thirteen  years'  old.  It  was  after  this  that  the  lawsuit  began 
which  impoverished  her,  and  the  worry  of  which  probably 
indirectly  caused  her  death.  She  entered  upon  it  to  prove 
that  her  adopted  son  had  a  right  to  a  certain  property — Kirby 
Misperton,  in  Yorkshire — and  before  she  died  had  the  satis- 
faction of  knowing  that  she  had  won  her  case.  At  the 
time  of  her  death,  in  1781,  young  Blomberg  was  in  his 
twenty-first  year,  and  Queen  Charlotte,  who  apparently  had 
a  genuine  affection  for  her  children's  governess  and  often 
visited  her  in  Dover  Street,  and  in  Queen  Anne  Street  where 
she  moved  later,  caused  the  sum  of  ^300  a  year,  which  she 
had  continued  to  allow  her,  to  be  given  to  him.  He  went  to 
college,  took  Holy  Orders,  was  made  Chaplain  of  the  House- 
hold by  George  IV,  and  finally  became  rector  of  St.  Giles, 
Cripplegate.  King  George  sent  him  the  Gainsborough,  and 
a  portrait  of  Mrs.  Cotesworth  by  Angelica  Kaufmann. 

Undoubtedly  Mrs.  Cotesworth  was  beloved  by  her  pupils, 
for  William  IV,  shortly  before  he  died,  went  to  visit  her 
grave  in  the  old  churchyard  at  Kew — a  touching  instance 
of  loyalty  to  early  memories  in  the  kindly  sailor  King. 
Many  years  after  her  death  when,  as  Duke  of  Clarence,  he 
visited  H.M.S.  Herald  at  Plymouth,  in  which  ship  William 
Cotesworth  (great  grandson  of  Henrietta's  guardian)  was 
lieutenant,  he  at  once  enquired  whether  he  was  related  to 
Mrs.  Cotesworth,  speaking  of  her  in  the  familiar,  jovial  way 
common  to  him  as  "Old  Coatie."

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THREE  FAMILY  HISTORIES  FROM  THE  HALMOTE 
BOOKS  OF  THE  BISHOPS  OF  DURHAM. 

(CONTINUED  FROM  PAGE  104.) 

I. — Robert  Hulme1  (Holme)  occurs  frequently  in  the 
Halmote  Books  between  i6th  October,  1455,  and  gth 
November,  1472.  A  reference  to  an  action  for  debt,  in 
which  he  was  defendant,  probably  in  1463  or  1464,  is  pre- 
served in  the  Durham  Cursitor's  Records.2 

II. — To  Robert  Holme  of  Wearmouth,  son  and  heir  of 
Robert  Holme  deceased,  his  father's  lands  were  demised  on 
25th  March,  1473.  Robert  Holme  died  before  23rd  August, 
1506,  when  Johanna, 3  his  widow,  acquired  his  lands  jure 
viduali.  Johanna  Holme  was  living  ist  March,  1516. 

III. — Ralph  Holme,  son  and  heir  of  Robert  Holme,  ac- 
quired his  father's  lands  Qth  June,  1537,  and  occurs  frequently 
in  the  Halmote  Books  between  1533  and  1564.  (His  brother, 
Robert,  was  a  juror  in  1536  and  1539.)  Ralph  Holme,  who 
survived  his  father  by  about  sixty-eight  years,  was  buried  at 
Bishop  Wearmouth  27th  March,  1573-4. 

IV. — William  Holme,  son  and  heir  of  Ralph  Holme, 
occurs  frequently  as  a  juror  between  1553  and  1557.  On 
1 7th  May,  1558,  "William  Holme,  reeve,"  and  "William 
Holme"  were  both  jurors.  Unless  the  name  has  been  acci- 
dentally repeated,  probably  the  former  is  to  be  identified 
with  the  son  and  heir  of  Ralph  Holme,  and  the  latter  was  a 
kinsman,  possibly  a  son  of  Ralph  Holme's  brother  Robert. 

1  It  appears  from  the  Harleian  MS.  and  Yorkshire  Visitation  pedigrees  that  he  married  Anne 
Middleton  of  Silksworth.  The  Christian  name  of  her  father  appears  as  Arthur,  which  is  almost 
certainly  an  error,  and  is  so  treated  in  an  unpublished  copy  of  the  Harleian  MS.  by  the  late 
Mr.  Surtees.  Robert  Holme,  according  to  the  pedigrees,  had  a  brother  Arthur,  whose  Christian 
name  seems  to  have  been  copied  twice  by  mistake. 

a  Writ  undated  (?  circa  3  or  4  Edw.  IV.)  from  the  King  to  the  Sheriff  of  Durham  to  remove 
from  his  court  to  the  court  of  the  Justices  at  Durham  an  action  for  debt  brought  by  William 
Cornforth  and  Alice  his  wife  against  Robert  Holme  of  Bishop's  Weermouth,  yeoman,  on  the 
ground  that  the  under-sheriff  receives  a  yearly  pension  from  the  said  Alice.  (Roll  No.  20, 
Bishop  Booth.) 

3  It  is  clear  that  Robert  Holme's  children  were  very  young  at  the  time  of  his  death,  and  it 
may  be  assumed  that  Johanna,  his  widow,  was  their  mother.  The  Harleian  MS.  and  Yorkshire 
Visitation  pedigrees,  which  make  her  "  Margaret,"  daughter  of  John  Hedworth,  must  therefore 
be  corrected.  The  Cambridgeshire  Visitation  pedigree  at  Heralds'  College  makes  her  Mary, 
daughter  of  Sir  Ralph  Hedworth,  which  is  absurd.  See  Northern  Notes  and  Queries, 
vol.  i,  p.  10. 
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The  former  is  doubtless  the  William  Holme  who  was  reeve 
at  three  later  Halmotes,  the  last  held  on  24th  October, 
I559>  ^e  latter  is  probably  the  William  Holme  who  was 
juror  in  1560  and  1561.  William  Holme,  son  and  heir  of 
Ralph  Holme,  died  before  his  father.  Alice  Holme,  buried  at 
Bishop  Wearmouth  4th  April,  1595,  was  possibly  his  widow. 

V. — To  Adam  Holme,1  son  and  heir  of  William  Holme, 
the  lands  of  his  grandfather,  Ralph  Holme,  were  demised 
nth  April,  1575.

A  NOTE  UPON  THE  FAMILY  OF  DALE,  OF 
MONKWEARMOUTH. 

The  following  pedigree  is  derived  from  the  Chancery  Suits, 
Dale  v.  Allinson  (Reynardson,  after  1714,  No.  2369)  and 
Dale  v.  Allinson  (Winter,  after  1714,  No.  688). 

A  few  words  about  the  objects  of  the  suits  will  make  the 
grounds  of  the  pedigree  more  intelligible.  In  1719  the  first 
of  the  two  suits  was  brought  by  Robert  Dale,  formerly  a 
soldier  who  had  served  in  Flanders  in  the  armies  of  King 
William  III  and  Queen  Anne,  now  a  victualler  of  St. 
Katherine's,  Middlesex.  His  first  cousin,  Anthony  Dale, 
son  of  Edward  Dale,  had  died  s.p.  and  intestate.  Robert 
Dale  claims  the  real  estate  as  the  next,  indeed  the  only,  heir 
male  of  Anthony  ;  but  the  female  descendants  of  George 
Dale,  uncle  to  Anthony  and  Robert,  have  seized  the  property. 
These  defendants  plead  that  the  estate  was  left  to  them, 
though  they  do  not  deny  the  fact  of  Robert  Dale's  kinship  to 
the  intestate. 
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In  1721  Robert  Dale  died,  having  made  a  will,  dated  Sept. 
ist,  1719,  by  which  he  left  all  his  property  to  his  wife  Isabel 
for  life,  and  then  to  Isaac  Pattinson,  of  London,  gent.,  whom 
he  also  appointed  his  executor.  In  Feb.,  1726,  his  widow 
Isabel  tried  to  get  possession  of  Anthony's  property,  alleging 
that  she  was  entitled  to  it  under  her  husband's  will.  She 
says  that  Anthony  did  make  a  will  by  which  he  gave  all  his 
estate  to  his  cousins,  Robert  Dale  (her  husband)  and  John 
Dale  (younger  brother  to  Robert),  who  predeceased  Anthony. 
In  addition  she  complains  that  Isaac  Pattinson,  who  is  also 
made  a  defendant,  declares  that  she  is  not  the  lawful  wife  of 
Robert  Dale.  She  also  accuses  the  other  defendants  of 
endeavouring  to  persuade  a  cousin  of  her  husband,  Robert 
Dale  of  Monkwearmouth,  to  personate  her  husband.  The 
defendants  say  that  Anthony  by  his  will  left  his  property  to 
his  cousins,  Robert  Dale  and  James  Dale,  Fellmongers,  of 
Newcastle-on-Tyne.  If  they  died  without  issue,  then  to  Anne 
Allinson  and  Margaret  relict  of  -  -  Newby,  now  wife  of 
Christopher  Chaytor,  the  only  daughters  of  Martha  Wycliff, 
the  only  surviving  child  of  George  Dale,  Anthony's  uncle. 
Both  Robert  and  James  Dale  died  without  issue  in  Anthony's 
lifetime,  consequently  the  defendants  say  the  property  falls  to 
them.  They  also  now  deny,  what  they  had  before  admitted, 
that  Robert  Dale  was  the  nephew  of  Edward  Dale,  saying 
that  Edward  had  but  one  brother  George. 

From  the  above  particulars  it  will  be  seen  that  the  only 
point  in  dispute  which  affects  the  following  pedigree  is  the 
descent  of  Robert  Dale  from  George  Dale  (d.  1625).  But  as 
the  defendants  expressly  state  that  they  do  not  dispute 
Robert  Dale's  pedigree  in  their  answer  to  his  bill  of  1719, 
and  only  contravene  it  in  1726  when  Robert  had  been  dead 
for  five  years,  it  may  probably  be  accepted  as  substantially 
correct.  It  will  be  noticed  that  there  were  in  the  family 
three  Robert  Dales  at  once — the  complainant,  the  Fellmonger 
of  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  and  the  cousin  of  Monkwearmouth  to 
whom  Isabel  refers.

Apparently  Margaret  Newby  had  another  daughter,  Jane,  wife  of  Richard

AKENSIDE  THE  POET. 

The  father  of  Akenside  the  Poet  who,  as  we  know,  was 
a  respectable  butcher  in  Newcastle,  entered  the  births  and 
deaths  of  his  children,  not  in  a  family  Bible,  as  was  the 
general  custom,  but  in  a  copy  of  Diodati's  Annotations  on  the 
Bible,  a  work  originally  published  in  1607,  and  translated 
from  the  Italian  into  English  at  a  later  date.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  famous  nonconformist  congregation  which 
assembled,  first  at  a  chapel  without  the  Close  Gate,  next  in 
Hanover  Square,  and  now  is  known  as  the  Church  of  the 
Divine  Unity,  New  Bridge  Street.  Into  the  registers  of  this 
congregation  someone  copied  the  elder  Akenside's  family 
record,  and  there  it  remains.

FAMILY  OF  DAME  JANE  MARLEY. 

Can  any  of  your  readers  assist  me  to  the  parentage  of  this 
lady,  who  was  the  second  wife  and  widow  of  Sir  John 
Marley?  In  her  will,  1691,  she  mentions  her  sister  Edy  (or 
Edeny)  Hedworth,  and  niece  Mary  Hedworth,  and  after 
legacies  to  her  own  family,  leaves  "her  loving  cosine  Jane 
Hedworth  (dau:  of  my  sister  Edy  Hedworth)  sole  executrix." 
Her  supervisors  were — Sir  Robert  Shaftoe,  Kt. ;  Marke 
Shaftoe,  the  elder,  Esq.  ;  John  Philipson;  and  Chas.  Matfin. 
In  the  administration  relating  to  Sir  John  Marley  granted  to 
Dame  Jane,  the  sureties  were  John  Turnbull  and  Wm. 
Wilson,  gents.,  of  Newcastle.  I  notice  Robert  Shafto,  who 
married  Jane  Eden,  had  a  daughter  "Eden"  Shafto  who 
married  Anthony  Metcalfe;  and  on  August  25th,  1611, 
Anthony  Metcalfe,  Eden  Shaftoe  and  Barberry  Sotheran  were 
sureties  to  Barbery  Newton.  Perhaps  "Eden"  reappeared 
as  a  Christian  name  in  the  next  generation  of  the  Metcalfe's, 
or  in  a  niece.  Eden  Metcalfe's  brother,  Ninian  Shaftoe, 
married  Jane  Carr,  and  had  a  daughter  Jane.  On  May  2Oth, 
1649,  Jane,  daughter  of  Richard  Hedworth,  merchant,  and 
Eden,  his  wife,  was  born  and  baptised  25th. 

The  descendants  of  Dame  Jane's  son,  Anthony,  were 
interested  in  the  grand  coal  lease  of  Ryton.  From  memory 
I  think  the  Andersons  had  to  do  with  this  originally. 

Bishop  Wood  left  her  ^100.  Thomas  Wood  was  rector 
of  Whickham,  July  2nd,  1635,  and  restored  1660.

AN  INCOMPLETE  MARRIAGE  CEREMONY. 

The  Registers  of  Great  Dealings,  Suffolk,  contain  the 
following  entry: — "3oth  October,  1589,  John  Candler  and 
Anne  Manynge  were  married.  And  for  that  there  was  left 
out  at  the  marriage  a  sentence  of  bethrothing  between  them. 
The  same  was  made  and  confirmed  between  them  the  2nd 
day  of  November,  in  the  presence  of  sundry  witnesses  for 
the  same  purposes."  I  have  never  before  met  this  practice, 
in  a  somewhat  extensive  dealing  with  parish  registers.  Was 
this  a  general  custom  in  these  far  off  days,  and  one  ordained 
by  the  then  clerical  state?  Perhaps  some  of  your  clerical 
readers  may  perchance  elucidate  the  point.  g  c

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FIELDING  OF  BEBSIDE. 

When  Dr.  Carlyle,  of  Inveresk,  visited  Newcastle  in  1762, 
he  was  accompanied  by  Lord  Elibank,  a  new-made  widower, 
a  man  about  60  years  of  age,  who  promptly  fell  in  love  with 
"a  very  handsome  young"  lady,  Miss  Maria  Fielding,  a  niece 
of  Sir  John  Fielding,"  whose  manners  subdued  her  elderly 
admirer  (Autobiography  of  Dr.  Carlyle,  pp.  424-6).  Nothing 
came  of  the  episode,  and  the  lady  was  married  at  Horton 
Chapel  1 6th  August,  1766,  to  John  Ward,  of  Whitby,  a 
Russia  merchant  (Horton  Registers  and  Hodgson,  Northum- 
berland^ II,  ii,  p.  277). 

Miss  Fielding's  father  was  Charles  Fielding,  a  captain  in 
the  army,  who  married  Mary,  elder  daughter,  and,  with  her 
sister  Elizabeth,  wife  of  Matthew  White,  of  Blagdon,  co- 
heiress of  John  Johnson,  of  Bebside,  who  in  the  eventful  year 
1715  was  Sheriff  of  Northumberland.  Captain  and  Mrs. 
Fielding  had  at  least  four  children,  viz. : — 

Charles  John  Johnson  Fielding,  who  went  to  India  and 

died  there  in  1767  (Newcastle  Courant,  3Oth  April,  1768). 
William  Carr  Fielding,  baptized  at  Horton   I2th  March, 

1739/40. 
George  Lumley  Fielding,  baptized  at  St.  John's,  Newcastle, 

loth  August,  1742. 
Mary  Fielding,   baptized  at  St.   John's,    Newcastle,    4th 

April,  1741. 

Of  these  four,  Charles,  William,  and  Mary  are  named  in 
the  will  of  their  kinsman,  Sir  Matthew  White,  of  Blagdon, 
dated  3oth  September,  1755  (Hodgson,  Northumberland ',  II, 
ii,  326).  The  brothers  having  apparently  died  unmarried, 
Bebside  passed  to  Mary,  afterwards  Mrs.  Ward. 

If  the  above  named  Captain  Charles  Fielding  were  indeed 
a  nephew  of  Sir  John  Fielding  who,  although  blind  from  his 
birth,  became  a  distinguished  police  magistrate,  and  died  4th 
September,  1780  (Gentleman's  Magazine,  1780,  p.  446),  he 
must  also  have  been  nephew  to  Henry  Fielding,  the  author 
of  Tom  Jones,  who  died  in  Lisbon,  where  he  had  gone  for  his 
health,  on  the  8th  of  October,  1754  (Gentleman's  Magazine, 
1754,  p.  483). 

Can  any  of  your  readers  elucidate  the  relationships?

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COCHRANE'S  FIRST  LIEUTENANT. 
(Vol.  I.,  P.  15.) 

It  may  interest  the  writer  of  the  above  interesting  article 
to  know  that  a  Lieutenant  Haswell  is  mentioned  in  the  Naval 
Chronicle^  vol.  I,  p.  166,  as  being  in  command  of  the  hired 
cutter  "William  Pitt,"  16  guns,  sailing  from  Plymouth  with 
despatches  for  Earl  St.  Vincent  on  January  gth,  1799.  Lord 
St.  Vincent  was  at  that  time  Admiral  of  the  Blue,  Commander- 
in-Chief  of  all  H.M.  vessels  in  the  Mediterranean,  and  would 
be  stationed  at  Gibraltar.  From  the  same  volume,  p.  441, 
dated  April  8th: — "Arrived  [at  Plymouth]  the  William  Pit, 
lugger,  from  Gibraltar" — evidently  the  same  boat. 

The  Christian  name  of  the  lieutenant  is  not  mentioned,  and 
he  may  or  may  not  be  the  original  of  the  biography.  Captain 
Haswell  would  at  that  time  be  only  twenty-one  years  of  age, 
but  many  officers  no  older  were  in  command  of  similar  vessels 
during  those  stirring  times.

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The  Inn  at  Wooler  Haugh-head. 


No  one  can  read  Macaulay's  famous  third  chapter  on  The 
State  of  England  in  1685  without  being"  impressed  by  his 
description  of  English  inns.  "From  a  very  early  period,"  he 
says,  "the  inns  of  England  had  been  renowned  .  .  .  There 
were  some  in  which  two  or  three  hundred  people,  with  their 
horses,  could  without  difficulty  be  lodged  and  fed";  and 
even  in  a  small  village  the  traveller  sometimes  lighted  on  a 
public-house  "where  the  brick  floor  was  swept  clean,  where 
the  walls  were  stuck  round  with  ballads,  where  the  sheets 
smelt  of  lavender,  and  where  a  blazing  fire,  a  cup  of  good 
ale,  and  a  dish  of  trouts  fresh  from  the  neighbouring  brook, 
were  to  be  procured  at  small  charge." 

Of  the  latter  class,  one  likes  to  think,  was  the  inn  at 
Wooler  Haugh-head;1  close  by  the  spot,  if  not  representing 
the  very  house,  in  which  Lord  Surrey  lay  on  Tuesday,  6th

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September,  1513,  on  the  eve  of  Flodden.  The  small  hamlet 
of  Wooler  Haugh-head — actually  situated  in  the  township 
of  North  Middleton — stands  where  the  valley  of  the  Till 
opens,  and  by  the  side  of  the  new  north  road  from  Newcastle 
to  Edinburgh  by  way  of  Kelso  (constructed  in  1763),  and 
belongs  to  the  Earl  of  Tankerville  as  heir  of  the  Greys  of 
Chillingham.  The  inn,  now  a  wayside  ale-house,  is  a 
building  of  the  seventeenth  century,  but  may  have  foundations 
and  include  walls  of  a  much  earlier  date.  It  had  already 
come  to  be  "but  a  miserable  house"  on  the  snowy  February 
day  when  John  Home  put  up  there  on  his  way  to  London, 
with  the  MS.  of  his  famous  tragedy  "Douglas"  in  one  pocket 
of  his  greatcoat,  and  his  clean  shirt  and  nightcap  in  the  other. 
It  was  still  further  on  the  down  grade  when  Hutchinson, 
the  historian  of  Northumberland,  sought  shelter  under  its 
roof  in  1776.  "The  courtyard,"  he  writes,  "was  crowded 
indeed  with  waggons  and  carriages,  and  the  lights  in  the 
stables  shewed  there  were  several  guests  in  the  house  .... 
The  kitchen  smelled  rank  of  cooking,  for  there  was  as  much 
bustle  as  if  they  were  preparing  a  hecatomb  ....  there 
went  backward  and  forward,  in  and  out,  hostlers,  livery 
servants,  carriers  and  savages  of  various  denominations,  in 
the  utmost  confusion."  The  hostess  could  only  accommodate 
him  by  clearing  a  room  of  its  occupants  who  were  on  the 
point  of  going  to  rest.  This  he  refused,  thinking  it  "more 
prudent  to  set  forward  for  Wooler  town,"  and  left  the  place 
"to  the  sportsmen  who  occupied  it  on  their  moor  shooting 
parties,  and  to  the  carriers  and  horrid  wretches  who  bar- 
ricadoed  it  without."  The  carriers  who  gave  such  offence 
were  doubtless  the  waggoners  of  Howey's  Newcastle, 
Glasgow  and  Edinburgh  waggons,  which  carried  much  of 
the  inland  traffic  of  this  part  of  the  kingdom. 

It  was  necessary  to  have  sufficient  inns  with  adequate 
stabling  accommodation  at  every  stage  of  the  post  roads, 
and  the  stages,  with  the  mileage,  between  Newcastle  and 
Edinburgh,  by  way  of  Kelso,  were  as  follows: — 
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Newcastle  to  Morpeth 14  miles. 

Morpeth  to  Whittingham 20  ,, 

Whittingham  to  Wooler  Haugh-head    .  u  ,, 

Wooler  Haugh-head  to  Cornhill         .      .  14  ,, 

Cornhill  to  Greenlaw 12  ,,

Blackshiels  to  Edinburgh 14  ,, 

Newcastle  to  Edinburgh — 106  miles. 

The  inn  at  Wooler  Haugh-head  having  thus  become  out 
of  date,  was  superceded  before  1818  by  a  new  structure  two 
miles  further  north,  which  not  only  divided  the  stages  a  little 
better,  but  also  served  the  market  town  of  Wooler.  The 
new  building,  generally  known  as  the  "Cottage,"  but  more 
correctly  as  the  "Tankerville  Arms,"  Wooler,  has  ever  had 
a  reputation  for  comfort  and  good  management  unmatched 

in  the  district.

THE  DESCENDANTS  AND  CONNECTIONS  OF 
GEORGE  DALE,  OF  BARNARD'S  CASTLE. 

The  annexed  pedigree  is  taken  from  the  Durham  Chancery 
Proceedings  in  the  Record  Office,  Bundle  147,  No.  52,  and 
Bundle  148,  No.  3.  These  records  can  be  strongly  recom- 
mended as  a  perfect  mine  of  information  respecting  families 
of  the  Palatinate,  only  the  searcher  must  be  prepared  to  face 
the  labour  of  looking  through  the  bundles,  case  by  case,  as 
there  is  no  adequate  index  to  the  suits.  Some  of  the  bundles 
have  indeed  a  contemporary  index  written  on  the  sheet  in 
which  they  are  wrapped,  but  these  indices  are  not,  so  far  as 
I  have  been  able  to  test  them,  sufficiently  reliable  to  obviate 
the  necessity  of  examining  the  whole  bundle.  I  have  not 
yet  examined  any  bundles  prior  to  1700,  as  my  particular 
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quarry  at  present  lies  hid  in  the  eighteenth  century.  There 
are,  however,  104  bundles  which  contain  the  earlier  suits, 
thus  carrying  the  records,  if,  as  in  the  earlier  part  of  the 
eighteenth  century,  each  bundle  contains  the  suits  of  a  year, 
well  back  to  the  year  1600  or  so.  If  any  reader  of  Northern 
Notes  and  Queries  desires  to  prosecute  any  enquiries  in  these 
records,  I  can  recommend  a  careful  and  conscientious  searcher 
who  will  look  through  the  bundles  at  a  moderate  fee. 

The  suit  from  which  this  pedigree  is  taken,  was  brought 
by  Ann  Allison  against  Christopher  Lonsdale  and  others,  to 
recover  the  property  of  George  Dale,  of  Barnard's  Castle, 
which,  she  alleged,  was  due  to  her  as  the  heir-at-law  of 
Thos.  Wycliff,  the  younger,  who  died  s.p.  and  intestate  in 
his  mother's  lifetime.  His  mother,  the  daughter  of  George 
Dale,  had  sold  the  property  with  the  consent  of  her  surviving 
daughter  Christian,  wife  of  Robert  Dobson,  to  the  prede- 
cessors of  Christopher  Lonsdale.  Ann  Allison  alleges  that 
the  property  became  vested  in  Thos.  Wycliff,  the  younger, 
and  that  although  his  mother  had  a  life  interest  in  the 
property,  she  had  no  right  to  sell  it,  inasmuch  as  at  her 
death  the  property  went  to  Thos.  Wycliff's  heir,  his  uncle 
David  Wycliff,  whose  daughter  Ann  Allison  is.  The  defend- 
ants say  that  under  the  terms  of  a  settlement  of  the  26th  and 
27th  October,  1686,  the  property  would  only  pass  to  Thos. 
Wycliff,  junior,  if  he  survived  his  mother,  so  that  she  had  a 
perfect  right  to  sell  it  if  she  chose.  Also  that  as  they  and 
their  predecessors  have  been  in  undisturbed  possession  of 
the  estate  from  1704  till  May,  1766  (the  date  of  the  suit), 
they  are  secured  by  the  Statute  of  Limitations. 

They  do  not  contravene  the  pedigree  put  forward  by  the 
complainant,  except  to  allege  that  David  Wycliff  died  in 
July,  1741,  at  Bishop  Wearmouth,  where  he  resided,  instead 
of  in  Ireland  more  than  40  years  before,  as  the  complainant 
declares.  They  also  profess  to  doubt  whether  Ann  Dale  had 
a  son  at  all  by  her  second  husband. 
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Ambrose  Wycliff,  of  Wycliff,  Co.  York,  clerk;  Edward 
Dale,  of  Barnard's  Castle,  gent. ;  Cuthbert  Sanderson,  of 
Eggleston  Hall,  gent. ;  are  mentioned  as  parties  to  the 
settlement  of  October  26th  and  27th,  1686,  made  shortly 
after  the  second  marriage  of  Ann  Dale  to  Thos.  Wycliff.

Reports,  Hillary  Term,  Years  z  and  2,  Reign  of  Queen  Mary. 


The  action  appears  to  be  brought  by  Warcope  against 
Musgrave  (neither  Christian  name  being  given)  for  debt  due 
on  a  bond  made  by  William  Musgrave,  whose  son  and  heir 
defendant  was.  The  latter  pleaded  that  he  took  nothing  by 
descent  in  fee  simple.  The  jury  found  at  nisi  prius  that 
Edward  Musgrave,  grandfather  of  defendant,  was  seised  in 
fee  of  divers  manors  in  Westmorland  (of  which  neither  des- 
cription nor  hint  of  locality  is  afforded  by  the  report),  and 
enfeoffed  one  Christopher  Warde,  Knight,  and  others,  to 
hold  to  them  and  their  heirs  for  ever,  to  the  use  of  the  lawful 
heirs  of  the  body  of  Edward ;  and  that  the  feoffment  was 
made  by  deed  dated  4th  August,  1513;  that  Edward  died; 
that  William,  the  father,  entered  on  the  land  and  died  seised, 
after  whose  death  the  land  descended  to  defendant,  as  his 
son  and  heir,  who  entered  and  held  it.  The  opinion  of  the 
higher  Court  is  sought  as  to  whether  the  lands  descended  by 
right  of  heirship,  in  fee  simple,  or  not,  and,  if  they  did,  then 
damages  were  to  be  assessed.  There  does  not  appear  to  be 
any  record  of  the  higher  Court's  decision.

The  plaintiff,  Sir  Ed.  Musgrave,  recovered  on  a  bond  of

died  intestate,  and  Wharton  took  administration  ;  and  after- 
wards Sir  Ed.,  the  first  plaintiff,  sued  a  Scire  foe*  to  execute 
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the  judgment  against  Wharton,  and  laid  this  action  in  Com' 
Westmerl*  and  upon  plene  administratavit  pleaded,  the  jury 
found  £160  assets  in  the  hands  of  Wharton.  Motion,  in 
arrest  in  judgment,  that  the  Scire  fac*  ought  to  have  pursued 
its  original.  Per  Curium — defendant  by  his  plea  admitted 
the  Scire  fac1  good.  Judgment  for  the  plaintiff.

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THE  ROYAL 
KEPIER  SCHOOL  AT  HOUGHTON-LE-SPRING.1 

The  old  buildings  of  the  Royal  Kepier  School  at  Houghton- 
le-Spring  should  be  looked  upon  with  reverence  by  the 
members  of  most  north  country  families.  Here  it  is  certain, 
at  one  time  or  another,  were  educated  the  sons  of  almost 
every  family  of  respectability  in  the  northern  counties.  It  was 
the  alma  mater  of  country  squire,  village  parson,  and  city 
merchant  alike. 

It  is  a  reverend  old  building,  standing  under  the  shadow 
of  the  reverend  old  church,  with  whose  history  it  is  so  closely 
interwoven.  Here  the  pious  founder  preached,  and  here 
generations  of  boys  have  heard  the  service  from  Sunday  to 
Sunday,  and  answered  adsum  daily  in  the  school. 

Space  forbids  more  than  a  few  notes  supplementary  to  the 
account  given  by  Mr.  Surtees,  who  has  dealt  at  great  length 
with  the  foundation,  whilst  the  late  Mr.  Collingwood's  Life 
of  Bernard  Gilpin  renders  it  unnecessary  to  dwell  upon  a 
name  so  widely  known. 

The  present  building  is  long  and  low,  with  walls  at  least 
three  feet  thick,  having  two  gabled  wings  at  right  angles 
projecting  at  either  end  of  the  main  building.  Over  the 
porch  Dr.  Christopher  Hunter,  one  of  Houghton's  famous 
sons,  caused  the  following  inscription  to  be  placed : —

'  Elsewhere  in  this  magazine  a  first  list  of  Houghton's  alumni  appears,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
more  lists  wilt  follow. 
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records  some  repairs  and  additions  made  in  that  year  by  the 
last  John  Tempest  of  Wynyard. 

This  Mr.  Tempest,  who  was  the  lineal  representative  of 
the  Heaths  of  Kepier,  bequeathed  his  estates  to  his  sister's 
son,  Sir  Henry  Vane  of  Long  Newton,  whose  only  daughter 
carried  the  great  Tempest  and  Vane  estates  into  the  family 
of  her  husband,  the  third  Marquis  of  Londonderry. 

Last  Easter  a  rather  interesting  discovery  was  made,  which 
may  best  be  described  in  the  words  of  the  present  head- 
master: "Some  painting  and  repairs  were  being  done,  in 
the  course  of  which  some  old  shelves  were  pulled  down.  As 
the  aperture  then  presented  something  of  the  appearance  of 
a  window-sill,  the  woodwork  which  was  at  the  back  of  the 
shelves  was  removed.  We  found  an  old  window  in  what 
was  originally  the  south  end  of  the  school  as  built  by  Gilpin. 
Only  about  two  rows  of  small  panes  remained,  the  other 
four  being  broken.  Its  antiquity  is  shewn  by  the  fact  that 
the  leaden  casement  was  not  soldered,  but  twisted  about  the 
glass,  which  had  numerous  specks  as  of  sand." 

It  is  a  place  hallowed  by  many  memories  and  full  of 
traditions.  Perhaps  the  quaintest  attached  to  Houghton, 
but  now  long  obsolete,  was  the  annual  celebration  known  as 
the  "Order  Feast." 

The  following  contemporary  accounts  of  this  festival  are 
given  in  full,  and  should  be  of  interest  to  many  a  kinsman  of 
those  who  once  took  part: — 

November,   1 780. ' 

We  hear  from  Houghton-le-spring,  that  on  Friday  the  nth  of  this 
month,  the  young  Gentlemen  of  Kepier  School  began  the  celebration 
of  their  annual  Order-Feast.  A  very  respectable  appearance  of  the 
Gentlemen  of  the  place  and  neighbourhood  did  them  the  honour  of 
attending  in  the  forenoon  at  the  School,  where  six  of  the  senior  boys 
spoke  in  Greek,  Latin,  and  English,  and  were  so  happy  as  to  meet  with 
the  approbation  of  their  audience.  The  next  morning  the  young  gentle- 
men assembled  an  hour  or  two  before  day  break,  illuminated  the  School,

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and  had  that  compliment  returned  to  them  by  almost  all  the  houses  in 
the  town.  They  then  paraded  in  the  strictest  order  and  regularity, 
attended  by  the  Band  of  Music  belonging  to  the  loth  regiment;  an 
advantage,  superior  to  any  thing  of  the  kind  they  had  ever  had  before, 
and  a  favor  which  they  most  gratefully  acknowledge  The  whole 
festivity  was  conducted  with  such  elegance  and  decorum  as  did  honour 
to  themselves,  and  gave  universal  satisfaction  to  all  the  inhabitants. 
The  speakers  were  Messrs.  Mascall,  Buston,  Milbourne,  Robinson,  Bell 
and  Hill. 

November,  1781.' 

We  hear  from  Houghton-le-spring,  that  on  St.  Cecilia's  day  the 
Young  Gentlemen  of  Kepier  School,  celebrated  their  annual  Order 
Feast  upon  an  improved  plan.  It  had  been  thought  expedient  to  abolish 
the  nocturnal  parading,  as  hazardous  to  the  health  of  the  boys.  They 
did  not  therefore  begin  their  festivity  till  ten  in  the  forenoon,  and  issued 
in  procession  from  the  School,  attended  by  the  Lincolnshire  Band  of 
Music,  with  colours  flying,  &c.  After  having  once  paraded  through 
the  town,  they  returned  in  the  same  order  to  the  School,  at  which  were 
assembled  most  of  the  principal  gentlemen  of  the  town  and  neighbour- 
hood, Gen.  Lambton,  Mr.  Rotheram,  &c.  As  the  plan  of  their  oratorical 
exhibition  was  upon  a  much  larger  scale  than  before,  it  was  divided 
into  three  acts,  with  interludes  of  music,  twenty  four  pieces  in  Greek, 
Latin,  French,  and  English,  were  spoken  by  Messrs.  Milburne,  Robinson, 
Lowry,  Fenwick,  Richardson,  Pixell,  Chrishop,  Hill,  Rudd,  Dixon, 
Wilkinson,  and  Abbs.  The  concluding  piece  was  delivered  by  Master 
Mowbray.  The  School  was  illuminated  at  six  in  the  evening,  when  the 
young  gentlemen  met  to  partake  of  the  usual  repast  of  cakes  and  wine, 
and  then  retired  to  their  respective  lodgings,  which  were  all  illuminated, 
as  were  also  the  Rectory,  and  other  principal  houses  in  the  town.  It 
is  hoped  that  this  regulation  will  remove  every  objection  to  the 
continuance  of  this  ancient  festival. 

November,  1782.* 

We  hear  from  Houghton-le-Spring,  that  on  Thursday  the  i4th  of  this 
month,  the  young  Gentlemen  of  Kepier-School  celebrated  their  Order 
Feast,  pursuant  to  the  new  regulations  of  that  anniversary.  The  15 
senior  scholars  spoke  in  Greek,  Latin,  English  and  French,  before  a 
numerous  and  respectable  audience  of  the  Gentlemen  of  the  town  and 
neighbourhood,  who  were  pleased  to  express  their  approbation  of  the 
different  performances,  and  afterwards  adjourned  to  Mr.  Ridley's, 
where  an  ordinary  was  provided,  and  a  resolution  unanimously  passed 
of  continuing  the  celebration  of  this  annual  School-Festival.  The 
speakers  were  Messrs.  Hill,  Rudd,  Grey,  Dixon,  T.  Wilkinson,  A. 
Wilkinson,  Blackburn,  Abbs,  Allan,  Mowbray,  Fenwick,  Hutchinson, 
Addison,  Hunter  and  Maughan.

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THE  "CATHERINE"  OAK  AT  MORWICK. 

In  the  delightful  gardens  at  Morwick  is  the  tomb  of 
Catherine  Maria,  wife  of  Mr.  Charles  Grey  of  Morwick, 
grand-daughter  of  Alexander,  second  Duke  of  Gordon,  who, 
dying  21  June,  1786,  at  the  early  age  of  34,  was  buried 
there  at  her  own  request.  The  birth  in  1786  of  her  youngest 
child,  also  named  Catherine  Maria,  was  commemorated  by 
the  planting  of  an  oak,  and  the  following  lines,  written  in 
1821,  are  taken  from  a  contemporary  copy  preserved  in  my 
collections: — 

THE  CATHRINE  OAK. 

Raised  from  an  Acron  by  Chas.  Grey 

at  the  Birth  of  his  Daughter 

Cathrine  Grey 
And  taken  from  the  Crop  of  a  Pheasant  in  1783. 


From  a  small  Acron  see  the  Oak  arise 
Supreamly  tall  and  towring  in  the  skies 
Queen  of  the  Groves  her  statly  head  she  rears 
Her  Bulk  increasing  with  increasing-  Years 
Now  moves  in  Pomp  Majestic  o'er  the  Deep 
While  in  her  womb  ten  thousand  thunders  sleep. 
Hence  Britain  boasts  her  far  extended  Reign 
And  by  the  expanded  acron  RULES  THE  MAIN. 


The  above  recited  Tree  stands  in   Morwick  Garden  and 
seems  to  be  in  a  very  thriving  state  at  38  years  growth.

II. GOODCHILD  OF  TUNSTALL  AND  RVHOPE. 

The  late  Mr.  Surtees  in  his  History1  gives  a  very  meagre 
account  of  the  early  history  of  the  Goodchild  family,  but 
his  statement  that  the  Goodchilds  held  lands  under  the  See 
of  Durham  in  Ryhope  and  Tunstall  is  fully  confirmed  by 
the  Halmote  Rolls. 

GOODCHILD  OF  TUNSTALL. 

I. — The  first  Goodchild2  in  the  bishopric  of  whom  any 
record  has  been  found  is  Peter  Goodchild,  to  whom,  on  July 
27th,  18  Langley  (?  1423),  a  lease  is  granted  at  Tunstalls. 
Peter  Goodchild  occurs  frequently  as  a  juror  between  5th 
December,  1437,  and  3rd  April,  1470.  About  1439  he 
appears  to  have  married  Johanna,  widow  of  Robert  Brompton. 
On  igth  February,  8  Nevill  (?  1444),  on  7th  March,  1453, 
and  on  roth  April,  1458,  he  appears  among  the  joint  lessees 
of  the  township  of  Tunstall ;  but  it  is  clear  that  the  records 
of  earlier  (as  well  as  intermediate  and  later)  admissions  have 
been  omitted  or  lost.  Peter  Goodchild  also  held  land  in 
Newbottle,  which  he  had  licence  to  let  to  John  Goodchild  on 
1 5th  November,  1468. 

II. — It  may  be  assumed  with  confidence  that  John  Good- 
child  and  Thomas  Goodchild,  who  appear  among  the  joint 
lessees  of  the  township  on  nth  March,  1471,  shortly  after 


Kobert  Bonentaunt,  chaplain  ot  uaildon  1304,  vicar  ot  Otley  1309;  Kicnard  Bone 
occurs  in  1371,  when  the  abbot  of  Fountains  claims  from  him  a  messuage  in  Otley. 

3  Robert  Dixy  (Dicsy),  of  whose  tenure  a  lease  is  granted  to  Peter  Goodchild,  appears  in 
Bishop  Hatlield's  Survey  as  holding  at  Tunstall  a  cottage  and  an  acre  of  land,  for  which  he  paid 
4s.  annually,  and  4  acres  and  3  roods  of  exchequer  land,  for  which  also  he  paid  4$.  annually. 
(Surtees  Society,  vol.  xxxii,  p.  136.) 
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the  last  mention  of  Peter  Goodchild,  were  Peter  Goodchild's 
sons.  John  Goodchild  occurs  frequently  as  a  juror  between 
ist  November,  1469,  and  24th  October,  1488.  Thomas 
Goodchild  occurs  frequently  in  the  same  capacity  between 
i3th  March,  1472,  and  8th  October,  1490. 

III. — Robert  Goodchild  of  Tunstall  and  John  Goodchild  of 
Ryhope  (vide  infra)  were  probably  sons  of  John  Goodchild  of 
Tunstall,  though  it  is  possible  that  one  or  both  of  them  were 
sons  of  his  brother  Thomas.  Robert  Goodchild  was  one  of 
the  joint  lessees  of  the  township  of  Tunstall  on  i4th  March, 
1493,  and  occurs  frequently  as  a  juror  between  2ist  October, 
1493,  and  loth  April,  1507. 

IV. — John  Goodchild  of  Tunstall,  presumably  son  of 
Robert  Goodchild,  apparently  parted  with  four  messuages  at 
Tunstall,  of  which  he  was  joint  lessee,  before  2nd  March, 
1512.  He  occurs  as  a  juror,  i8th  March  and  i6th  July,  1511, 
and  was  presented  for  not  coming  to  a  Court  held  on  2nd 
December,  1516.  Richard  Goodchild  of  Tunstall,  who  was 
presented  at  a  Court  held  on  22nd  February,  1513,  was 
perhaps  another  son  of  Robert  Goodchild  of  Tunstall. 

GOODCHILD  OF  RYHOPE. 

I. — John  Goodchild  of  Ryhope,  probably  a  son  of  John 
Goodchild  (vide  supra)  of  the  adjacent  township  of  Tunstall, 
occurs  frequently  between  27th  October,  1498,  and  2nd  July, 
'SIS- 

II. — John  Goodchild  of  Ryhope,  doubtless  his  son,  occurs 
frequently  as  a  juror  between  ist  October,  1529,  and  3rd 
May,  1565.  His  will,1  dated  loth  May,  1565,  was  proved  at 
Durham. 

Joan  (or  Janet)  Goodchild,  his  widow,  was  presented  at 
Courts  held  on  24th  April,  1566,  and  nth  October,  1568. 
Her  will, 'dated  i8th  November,  1578,  was  proved  at  Durham, 
2 ist  March,  1578-9.

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III. — John  Goodchild,  eldest  surviving  son1  of  John  and 
Joan  (Janet)  Goodchild,  occurs  as  a  juror  nth  April  and 
i4th  November,  1575.  On  4th  August,  1572,  he  acquired 
the  Pallion  estate,  which  was  owned  by  his  descendants  in 
the  direct  male  line2  until  the  second  decade  of  the  nineteenth 
century.

HUTTON'S  CASE. 

Hutton's  Case,  Easter  Term,  2nd  year  of  King-  Charles  I. — 
Hutton,  the  father,  had  had,  all  his  life,  the  higher  place  in  a 
seat  in  church,  and  Hutton,  the  son,  also  claimed  it.  Carlton 
disturbed  him  in  a  "violent  manner."  The  Archbishop  of 
York  inhibited  Carlton,  whilst  the  matter  was  determined 
before  him,  and  excommunicated  him  for  disobedience. 
Carlton  claims  the  place,  and  asks  for  a  prohibition. 

The  whole  Court  agreed  that  a  claim  by  prescription  to  a 
seat  in  church  was  triable  in  that  Court.  At  length  the  parties 
agree  that  Hutton  should  remain  in  possession  whilst  the 
matter  was  tried  by  prohibition.  And  prohibition  was  awarded. 

I  suggest  that  the  church  in  which  was  the  seat,  the  subject 
of  dispute,  was  either  S.  Andrew's,  Penrith,  or  S.  Cuthbert's, 
Great  Salkeld.

TOMB  OF  SIR  RICHARD  DE  GOLDSBOROUGH. 

Possibly  Goldsboroug-h  church,  near  Knaresborough,  is  a 
little  over-stepping  the  limits  which  the  Northern  Notes  and 
Queries  is  supposed  to  travel  in  the  search  of  archaeological 
quests;  but  I  think  the  peculiarities,  and  even  difficulties, 
attendant  on  the  query  as  to  the  meaning-  of  the  charge  on 
two  shields  of  a  remarkably  fine  tomb  in  the  church,  may 
permit  the  introduction  of  the  question  into  the  pages  of  the 
magazine. 

The  church  is  of  great  interest,  with  a  fine  early  English 
five-light  window  (somewhat  recalling  the  east  window  of 
Wensley  church),  and  an  early  two-light  geometrical  window 
at  the  west  end  of  the  south  aisle,  as  well  as  a  Norman  south 
door  with  beak  heads  and  chevron  mould  in  arch. 

The  tomb  of  Sir  Richard  de  Goldsborough  is  placed  across 
the  east  bay  of  the  south  arcade  of  nave ;  and  evidently  there 
was  a  chantry  chapel  at  the  east  end  of  the  south  aisle,  as  a 
piscina  exists  in  the  south  wall. 

It  has  an  arched  canopy  with  good  mouldings,  panelled 
and  moulded  soflfite,  and  a  crocketted  gable  with  finely  carved 
finial,  etc.  The  figure,  or  figures,  which  had  evidently,  from 
the  lead  plugholes,  been  placed  on  the  slab,  have  vanished. 

The  vertical  sides  of  the  tomb  have  two  rows  of  shields 
charged  with  armorial  bearings,  alternated  with  quatrefoiled 
compartments  ornamented  with  Tudor  roses.  Those  on  the 
chantry  side  give  the  sons,  with  the  names  over  the  shields, 
viz.: — "Richard,  Thomas,  Edward,  John,  Peter,  Georghe," 
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while  the  two  last  shields  contain  the  peculiar  charges  which 
cannot  be  described,  so  must  be  illustrated.  On  the  nave 
(or  north  side)  the  panelled  arrangement  is  similar,  but  with 
the  names  of  the  daughters,  viz.  : — "Jane,  Nance,  Elizabeth, 
Nicolae,  Jnett,"  also  another  which  is  covered  by  the  new 
seating  arrangement.

Is  it  a  mark  of  a  trade  guild?  or  some  cognizance  of  an 
ecclesiastical  confraternity? 

There  are  other  monuments  in  the  church  to  the  Golds- 
boroughs  of  an  earlier  date,  and  on  a  shield  carried  by  a 
cross-legged  figure  is  a  finely  delineated  cross  patonc^e  of 
the  family  arms.

Where  are  or  were  these  places  in 
the  County  of  Northumberland?  They  are  mentioned  in  the 
will  of  Roger  Briggs,  dated  3rd  February,  1673,  brother  of 
the  above  Thomas.  They  were  sons  of  James  Briggs,  of 
Newcastle-on-Tyne.

MlDDLETON    OF    SlLKSWORTH    AND    TUNSTALL. 

(Vol.  I.,  pp.  54,  126.) 

Richard  Middleton,  of  Tunstall,  occurs  in  the  inventory 
appended  to  the  will,  dated  i4th  October,  1590,  of  John 
Lawson,  of  Thorp  Bulmer,  as  owing"  the  testator  ^100, 
Robert  Aire  being  surety  (Surtees  Society,  vol.  38,  p.  185). 
Richard  Middleton,  gent.,  is  said,  in  1587,  in  the  survey 
ordered  by  Queen  Elizabeth  during  the  vacancy  of  the  See  of 
Durham,  to  hold  the  "whole  tenure"  of  Tunstall  by  indenture 
made  by  Bishop  Tunstall,  April  26th,  1550,  for  the  term  of 
seventy  years  from  Whitsuntide,  1550,  at  a  total  rent  of  £16 
(Surtees'  Durham,  vol.  I,  p.  250).  It  maybe  noted  that  the 
above  John  Lawson's  sister  Dorothy  was  married  to  Thomas 
Middleton,  of  Seaton.

FAMILY  OF  COLLINSON. 
(Vol.  I.,  P.  157.) 

George  Dale  Collinson,  who  matriculated  at  Oxford  in 
1804,  aged  23,  is  described  in  Foster's  Alumni  as  son  of 
John  Collinson,  of  Christ  Church,  Surrey,  armiger.  The 
admission  books  of  Queen's  College  and  of  Lincoln's  Inn 
supply  no  further  information.  , 

John  Collinson  is  one  of  the  witnesses  of  the  will,  dated 
26th  November,  1780,  proved  P.C.C.  (47  Webster)  5th 
January,  1781,  of  George  Vaughan,  of  the  parish  of  Christ 
Church  (Blackfriars),  Surrey.  He  was  presumably  the  testa- 
tor's partner.  "Vaughan  and  Collinson,  hatmakers  and 
skinners,"  appear  in  the  New  Complete  Guide  to  London 
traders,  etc.,  in  1768  and  subsequent  years.  George  Vaughan, 
described  in  the  marriage  bond  as  "feltmaker,"  bachelor, 
was  married  at  St.  Thomas',  Southwark,  23rd  December, 
1742,  to  Elizabeth  King,  spinster,  both  parties  being  then  of 
the  parish  of  Christ  Church,  Surrey,  though  neither  was 
baptized  there.  George  Vaughan  and  his  widow,  who  died 
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6th  January,  1789  (obituary  entry  in  Gentleman's  Magazine], 
are  buried  in  a  large  altar-tomb  which  is  perhaps  the  most 
prominent  object  in  the  churchyard  of  Christ  Church.  Their 
two  sons  who  survived  infancy  were  both  trustees  of  the 
parochial  chanty  schools  (see  Greenwood,  Christ  Church 
Parochial  Schools,  pp.  50,  51).  On  the  site  of  the  manufac- 
tory of  the  firm  of  Vaughan  and  Collinson  and  of  the  dwelling 
house  of  the  Vaughans,  at  the  corner  of  Gravel  Lane  and 
Charlotte  Street,  was  erected  in  1865  by  Mrs.  Sancton  (a 
grand-daughter  of  George  and  Elizabeth  Vaughan)  "  Mrs. 
Vaughan's  Charity, "almshouses  for  twenty-four  poor  women, 
now  removing  to  the  country  (Cf.  Low,  Handbook  to  the 
Charities  of  London).

William  Whitehead,  who  died  in  1600,  is  stated  to  have  held 
that  office.  He  married  Katherine,  daughter  of  Thomas 
Lawson,  of  Little  Usworth,  by  his  wife  Elizabeth,  daughter 
of  Constantine  Darrell ;  and  sister  of  his  step-mother,  not 
his  mother  as  Surtees  has  it.

SCHOLARS  AT  THE  KEPIER  SCHOOL,  HOUGHTON-LE-SPRING. 
(Vol.  I.,  P.  158.) 

Written  upon  the  fly-leaves  of  Mr.  Robert  Allan's  copy 
of  The  Life  of  Bernard  Gilpin,  by  William  Gilpin,  M.  A.,  is  a 
list  of  gentlemen  subscribing  to  the  formation  of  a  fund 
for  the  endowment  of  Exhibitions  from  the  School  to  the 
Universities  of  Oxford,  Cambridge,  or  Durham.  The  first 
Exhibitioner  elected  for  three  years,  in  June,  1842,  was  Mr. 
G.  E.  Green,  who  proceeded  to  Durham,  where  he  took 
First  Class  Honours  in  Mathematics  and  Second  in  Classics. 
The  second  was  Mr.  H.  A.  Rawes,  who  proceeded  to  Trinity 
College,  Cambridge:  he  was  a  grandson  of  the  Rev.  Wm. 
Rawes,  A.M.,  27  years  Head  Master  of  Kepier. 

The  names  in  this  list  of  former  scholars  have  crosses 
attached  to  them.

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NOTICES  OF  BOOKS. 

A  Treatise  on  the  Law  concerning1  Names  and  Changes  of 
Name.  By  A.  C.  Fox-Davies  and  P.  W.  P.  Carlyon-Britton. 
London  :  Elliot  Stock,  62,  Paternoster  Row,  E.G. : — 

This  interesting'  little  work  is  an  expansion  of  a  series  of  articles 
originally  contributed  to  the  Genealogical  Magazine  by  Mr.  Fox-Davies 
and  Mr.  A.  M.  Rickards. 

In  its  earlier  pages  Christian  names  as  well  as  surnames  are  dealt 
with,  and  the  evolution  of  names  from  a  remote  period  is  traced.  The 
succeeding  chapters  are  devoted  to  changes  of  name,  procedure,  deeds 
poll,  Royal  licences,  Acts  of  Parliament,  and  the  names  of  illegitimate 
persons.  Much  out-of-the-way  information,  as  well  as  matter  of  general 
interest,  is  gathered  together  in  its  pages.  It  is  very  readable,  and  is 
well  indexed. 

Wills  and  Inventories  from  the  Registry  of  Durham.  Part 
III.  Edited  for  the  Surtees  Society  by  John  Crawford 
Hodgson,  M.A.,  F.S.A.  :— 

The  Surtees  Society  has  in  recent  years  been  doing  yeoman  work  in 
throwing  light  upon  the  history  of  our  northern  county  families.  Mr. 
Dendy's  volumes  upon  the  Merchant  Adventurers  and  Hostmen  of 
Newcastle  cleared  up  many  a  doubtful  descent,  and  illustrated  the 
career  of  numerous  younger  sons  whose  fates  were  uncertain  and  long 
lost  sight  of.  Mr.  Welford's  work  upon  the  Royalist  Composition 
Papers  filled  in  an  important  and  interesting  period. 

The  Society  has  now  supplemented  these  by  issuing  the  above  work. 
There  are  probably  no  volumes  issued  yet  by  the  Society  so  frequently 
consulted  as  the  two  previous  parts,  which  were  edited  respectively  by 
the  Rev.  James  Raine  and  the  Rev.  William  Greenwell.  The  new 
volume  contains  185  pages,  the  earliest  will  included  being  that  of 
Edward  Surtees,  a  Newcastle  draper,  proved  in  1543,  and  the  latest, 
that  of  Marmaduke  Chapman,  yeoman,  of  Billingham,  dated  izth 
December,  1602.  Amongst  the  more  valuable  wills  included  are  those 
of  Ralph  Surtees  of  Durham,  1558;  Bertram  Anderson  of  Newcastle, 
1570-1;  Ralph  Cole  of  Newcastle,  1584;  William,  Lord  Eure,  1592; 
and  Thomas  Hilton  of  Hilton,  1597-8.  The  inventory  of  Edward 
Bewick's  goods,  dated  1587,  names  several  ships — the  "  Spedwell,"  the 
"  May  Flower,"  the  "  Chanswell,"  and  the  "  Danyell."  By  far  the  most 
interesting  will  is  that  of  Robert  Swift,  a  London  lawyer,  and  son  of  the 
Rev.  Robert  Swift,  prebendary  of  Durham  and  rector  of  Sedgefield. 
Mr.  Swift,  whose  will,  "written  with  myne  owne  hande,  January  14, 
1599-1600,"  mentions  his  books  at  length.  Much  as  we  would  like  to, 
the  list  is  too  long  to  reprint;  but  it  may  be  noted  that  he  gives  to 
"Stephen  Hegge,  my  true  friend  and  brother,"  several  volumes.  This 
Stephen  was  the  father  of  Robert  Hegge,  the  author  of  the  Legend  of 
St.  Cuthbert. 

Mr.  Hodgson  is  in  every  way  to  be  congratulated  on  his  latest  work. 
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The  Registers  of  Middleton  St.  George.  Transcribed,  edited, 
and  indexed  by  H.  M.  Wood,  B.A.  The  Durham  and  North- 
umberland Parish  Register  Society : — 

The  present  issue  of  the  above  Society  for  1906  consists  of  the  Parish 
Registers  of  Bishop  Middleham  and  Middleton  St.  George,  and  brings 
the  total  number  of  volumes  up  to  thirteen,  whilst  the  prospective  work 
of  the  Society  numbers  fifty-one. 

This  Register,  published  by  the  Durham  and  Northumberland  Parish 
Register  Society,  forms  the  first  volume  issued  for  the  year  1906,  and  is 
Vol.  XII  of  the  series.  The  Baptisms  run  from  the  year  1652  to  1812, 
and  the  Marriages  and  Burials  from  1616  to  1812.  These  have  been 
transcribed,  indexed,  and  edited  by  the  Secretary,  Mr.  Herbert  Maxwell 
Wood,  B.A.,  and  printed  by  permission  of  the  rector,  the  Rev.  Walter 
Andrews,  M.A.  This  parish  is  bounded  by  Long  Newton,  Sadberge, 
and  Dinsdale  ;  on  the  south  by  the  river  Tees ;  and  on  the  east  by 
Eaglescliffe.  The  population  in  1901  was  1147.  The  church  is  a  small 
edifice.  The  first  rector  given  is  John  de  Cambe,  1312,  and  the  present 
rector  was  installed  in  1903.  The  family  of  Bart  had  possession  of  the 
manor  in  Bishop  Bury's  time,  afterwards  it  became  the  property  of  the 
Killinghalls,  and  on  the  death  of  John  of  that  name,  in  1762,  came  into 
the  hands  of  the  Pembertons.  It  may  be  added  that  Sir  Bryan  Layton, 
the  captain  of  Norham  Castle  who  was  slain  at  Ancrum  Muir,  had  his 
seat  here.

The  Registers  of  Bishop  Middleham.  Transcribed,  edited, 
and  indexed  by  Reginald  Peacock.  The  Durham  and  North- 
umberland Parish  Register  Society : — 

The  Parish  Register  of  Bishop  Middleham  is  a  handsome  volume 
running  up  to  236  pages,  and  it  contains  the  Births,  Marriages,  and 
Burials  from  the  year  1559  to  1812.  The  transcription,  indexing,  and 
editing  has  been  well  carried  out  by  Mr.  Reginald  Peacock,  and  the 
issue  printed  by  the  permission  of  the  vicar,  the  Rev.  Matthew  Burra 
Parker,  M.A.  The  list  of  rectors  of  this  parish  runs  from  Ranulfus, 
filius  Ranulfi,  episcopi,  1146,  to  Peter  de  Montecucho,  the  last  rector, 
1287.  The  list  of  vicars  begins  with  William  de  Meneres,  1310,  and 
continues  to  the  present  vicar,  the  Rev.  M.  B.  Parker,  who  was  inducted 
in  1892.  The  first  baptism  is  Henrye  Wodd,  June  2Oth,  1559,  and  the 
last,  Henry,  fourth  son  and  fifth  child  of  Michael  Tinkler  and  Mary,  his 
wife,  i8th  October,  1812.  These  baptisms  cover  97  pages.  The  first 
marriage  on  page  98  is  John  Ayre  and  Elen  Armstronge,  July  6th,  1559, 
and  the  last,  on  page  135,  John  Wharton  and  Jane  Mohun,  December 
igth,  1812.  The  first  burial,  on  page  138,  is  John  Ayre,  August  i6th, 
'5591  and  the  last,  on  page  205,  is  Geo.  Brown,  of  Mainsforth,  aged  82, 
on  October  ist,  1812.  The  population  of  Middleham  in  1801  was  331, 
in  1851  it  was  446,  and  in  1901  it  was  696. 
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The  most  frequently  occurring  family  name  is  Hutchinson,  and  Corn- 
forth  was  the  birth-place  of  Dr.  Hutchinson.  In  the  church  is  a  marble 
tablet  to  the  memory  of  Robert  Surtees,  F.S.A.,  the  learned  historian, 
who  was  born  at  Durham  on  the  ist  of  April,  1779. 

The  following  entries  from  the  Registers  of  Bishop  Middleham  are 
interesting: — 

1779. — Robert,  s.  Robt.  Surtees  of  Mentsforth,  Esq.,  and  Dorothy, 
h.w.,  privately  bapt.  in  ye  parish  of  St.  Mary  le  Bow  at  Durham, 
and  received  into  ye  congregation  at  Middleham,  June  3Oth. 
1797. — Dorothea  Surtees,  aged  61,  bur.  Mar.  15. 
1802. — Robert  Surtees,  aged  65,  bur.  July  4. 

1678. — William  Haswell,  of  Cowton  Grange,  in  the  Co.  of  Yorke, 
was  bur.  23  Sep. 

1780. — Ralph  Hopper,  Esq.,  Barrister  at  Law,  bur.  Jan.  30. 
1768. — Jas.  Stokeld  of  Cornforth  bur.  in  the  loist  year  of  his  age. 
1665. — Henry  Mawer,  hurt  with  Mr.  Frevile's  bull  in  the  parke, 
June  24th,  died  and  was  bur.  June  27. 

1620. — Mr.  Topp  Heth,  of  Eden,  gentl.  dying  up5  Mainsforth 
Moore  coming  fr5  a  hors  race  was  bur.  Ap.  5. 

1803,  Dec.  19. — Henry  s.  Montgomery  Moor,  of  Aughna  Cloy, 

of  the  Kingdom  of  Ireland.     Master  Moor  died  of  the  scarlet  fever, 

then  prevalent  in  the  village  and  at  the  Academy  at  Bishop  Middle 

Hall.     Witness  my  hand :  Jno.  Smeddle,  Master  of  Acadamy. 

There  are  monumental  inscriptions  in  the  church  in  memory  of  Edward 

Hutton,   LL.D. ;    his  widow  died   1660;    Ralph  Hutton,  of  Mensforth, 

Bachelor  of  Laws;    Ralph  Hopper,  Esq.,  barrister-at-law,   ob.    1780; 

Marmaduke  Myers,  vicar,  ob.  1613;   James  Thompson,  vicar,  ob.  1791; 

John  Brabant,  vicar,  ob.  1683 ;  also  to  the  Hutchinsons  and  Woodhouses, 

and  one  to  Anthony  Tilly,  Esq.,  of  Hetton. 

An  escutcheon  over  the  north  door  of  the  church  mentions  Alice,  the 
relict  of  Thomas  Bedford,  who,  at  the  time  of  her  death  in  October,  1680, 
was  mother,  grandmother,  and  great  grandmother  to  74  children.  In 
the  Register  we  find  Mr.  Th.  Bedford  and  Alis  Frissell  [Frizell]  were 
married  in  ye  Pish  Ch  of  St.  Oswald's  in  Dur.  1616,  Nov.  14,  and  the 
baptism  of  Ale.,  daughter  of  Mr.  Thomas  Bedford  and  Alice  his  wife  in 
June,  1619.  In  1646  we  find  Joseph  Arrye  was  married  to  Alee  Bedford, 
and  on  October  2nd,  1680,  is  recorded  the  death  of  Alice  Bedford, 
widow,  the  widow  of  Thomas  Bedford,  vicar,  who  died  1660,  aged  72 
years. 

The  excellent  way  in  which  the  thirteen  volumes  have  been  printed 
and  published  is  most  creditable  to  the  Society's  secretary,  Mr. 
Herbert  Maxwell  Wood,  B.A.,  who  is  careful  to  have  the  parish 
registers  accurately  reproduced.  These  registers  are  of  considerable 
value  to  those  interested  in  family  history,  and  they  are  well  printed  on 
excellent  paper.  The  next  year's  issue,  1907,  will  be  the  Registers  of 
Alnham,  Lesbury,  and  Berwick.

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An  Extract  from  the 
Church  Records  of  Chester-le-Street, 

relating  to 
Bishop  Maltby's  first  Confirmation  there.1 


"  October  a8th%  1836. — A  confirmation  held  at  Chester  by 
Dr.  Maltby,  the  new  Radical  Bishop  of  Durham.  He  was 
•toigless,  and  the  dignity  of  the  bishop  -was  lost.  He  admonished 
the  parents  and  guardians  of  the  children  as  well  as  the 
children  themselves.  The  girls  occupied  the  south  side  of 
the  church,  and  the  boys  the  north.  They  went  to  the  altar 
in  tallys  of  12  each;  the  service  commenced  at  3  o'clock, 
and  finished  at  half-past  4.  After  the  ceremony  was  over  and 
the  clergy  had  left,  the  bishop  sent  for  the  churchwardens  to 
the  vestry,  and  passed  a  very  high  compliment  on  the  order 
and  regularity  of  our  arrangements ;  it  was  the  first  of  the 
kind  I  ever  had  from  any  bishop  on  the  like  occasion.  He

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then  left  the  church,  accompanied  by  his  chaplain  and  mace- 
bearer,  and  walked  to  the  Head  Inn,  where  his  carriage 
awaited. 

"There  were  upwards  of  500  confirmed.  At  night  there 
was  a  snow-storm  to  the  depth  of  nine  inches.

Note  by  the  Bishop  of  Durham. 

The  extract  from  the  church  records  of  Chester-le-Street, 
inserted  above,  will  probably  be  as  new  to  every  reader  as  it 
is  quaintly  interesting. 

Bishop  Maltby  was  translated  from  Chichester  to  Durham, 
in  1836,  at  the  instance  of  Lord  Brougham,  who  in  those  days 
passed  for  an  ultra-liberal;  hence  the  adjective  "radical" 
in  the  extract.  He  was  the  first  Bishop  who  held  the  See 
of  Durham  without  its  immemorial  and  magnificent  (but 
assuredly  cumbersome)  adjunct  of  the  Palatine  authority. 
Possibly  the  thought  of  this  official  diminution  contributed, 
along  with  the  absence  of  the  wig,  to  suggest  to  the  church- 
wardens of  Chester-le-Street  a  sense  of  impaired  personal 
dignity.  On  the  other  hand,  the  new  Bishop's  presence 
must  have  largely  redressed  the  loss,  for,  unlike  his  two 
great  predecessors  (Van  Mildert,  1826-1836,  and  Barrington, 
1791-1826),  Maltby  (1836-1856)  was  a  man  of  commanding 
stature. 

In  the  series  of  portraits  at  Auckland  Castle  he  appears  as 
an  old  man,  erect,  and  somewhat  stern  of  aspect,  and  wearing 
his  own  hair.  The  portrait,  a  very  fine  one,  was  painted  by 
Sir  W.  Beechey  when  he,  the  artist,  was  over  eighty. 

Maltby's  thanks  to  the  wardens  for  the  good  order  of  the 
Confirmation  were  probably  heartfelt.  In  some  dioceses  at 
least,  as  late  as  that  date,  the  then  huge  assemblies  of 
Confirmation  candidates  were  sometimes  left  in  deplorable 
disorder.

III. THE  BlSHOPWEARMOUTH  HlLTONS. 

The  Bishopwearmouth  Hiltons  in  all  probability  belonged 
to  a  branch  of  the  family  of  Hilton  of  Hilton  Castle.  The 
following  is  an  outline  pedigree  of  some  Hiltons  who  were 
settled  from  an  earlier  date  in  neighbouring  parishes : —

If  Thomas  Hilton,  who  heads  the  following  pedigree  of 
the  Bishopwearmouth  Hiltons,1  is  not  to  be  identified  with 
the  second  son  of  Cuthbert  Hilton  of  Usworth,  it  seems  not 
unlikely  that  he  was  a  grandson  of  John  Hilton  of  Hilton.

On  October  nth,  1639,  Thomas  Ayre  of  Tunstall,  yeoman, 
complains  (Durham  Chancery  Records,  R.O.,  bundle  47, 
No.  1 88)  that  in  September  last  past  John  Hylton  of  Bishop's 
Wearmouth,  yeoman,  agreed  to  sell  a  farmhold  which  he 
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had  in  the  manor  of  Bishop's  Wearmouth  to  Thomas  Ayre 
for  £98,  and  that  Thomas  Ayre  paid  earnest  money  but  now 
John  Hylton  will  not  conclude  his  bargain.  The  Court  is 
asked  to  decree  specific  performance.  The  answer  of  John 
Hylton,  who  died  in  the  same  year,  has  not  been  found  and 
was  perhaps  not  delivered. 

The  will  of  John  Hilton  of  Bishopwearmouth,  proved  1639, 
gives  "all  my  estate"  to  "my  son  John  Hilton  and  my  wife," 
and  "to  my  sister  Elizabeth  £4." 

Thomas  Ayre,  who  married  Anne  Hilton,  was  a  son  of 
Thomas  Ayre1  of  Tunstall  by  his  marriage,  2ist  May,  1588, 
with  Annas  (Agnes)  Smith.  He  was  baptised  i5th  October, 
1 592.  The  records  of  the  two  marriages  of  his  daughter  Eliza- 
beth are  taken  from  the  title-deeds  of  the  Slingley  Hill  estate.

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A  DARLINGTON  FAMILY. 

The  subjoined  pedigree  is  taken  from  a  suit  in  the  Durham 
Chancery  (B.  116,  No.  38),  Richardson  v.  Kendall.  The 
Kew  family  had  held  a  burgage  garth  in  Darlington  from 
1628  to  1710  under  successive  leases  of  twenty-one  years 
each,  granted  by  the  governors  of  Darlington  grammar 
school.  Mary  Richardson,  widow,  applied  for  a  renewal 
of  the  lease  in  January,  1709,  and  received  it.  Henry 
Kendall,  who  pretended  to  be  some  relation  of  Katherine 
Kendall,  the  complainant's  mother,  had  previously  sought 
for  a  lease  of  the  same  property,  but  failed  to  get  it.  How- 
ever, in  1710,  he  brought  a  suit  at  the  Durham  assizes  to 
have  the  lease  granted  to  Mary  Richardson  set  aside  on  the 
ground  that  it  had  not  been  signed  by  a  sufficient  number  of 
the  governors,  and  gained  his  cause.  Whereupon  he  seems 
to  have  applied  for  a  lease  for  himself,  and  to  have  received 
it.  Mary  Richardson  then  turned  to  the  Court  of  Chancery 
and  asked  to  be  reinstated  in  the  possession  of  the  property. 
She  complains  bitterly  of  the  treatment  she  has  received  from 
one  of  the  parties  to  the  suit.  He,  on  coming  out  of  the 
assizes,  where  Mary  Richardson  had  just  lost  the  day,  spoke 
very  rudely  to  her  and  "insisted"  her,  and  said  ''that  he 
was  going  to  the  inn  to  drink  wine,  but  that  she  must  drink 
water.  Whereupon  your  poor  oratrix,  being  much  surprised 
at  such  inhuman  treatment,  asked  him  very  civilly  if  it  would 
be  at  his  own  cost,  whereat  he  was  very  indignant,  and  said: 
'No,  but  that  she  should  pay  for  it.'" 

"Insist"  seems  here  to  be  used  in  its  transitive  sense, 
now  obsolete,  "to  follow  a  person"  (see  the  New  English 
Dictionary  of  Dr.  Murray,  which  only  gives  one  instance). 
The  answer  of  Henry  Kendall  is  not  in  the  bundle,  but  it  is 
hardly  like  to  contravene  the  pedigree,  since  the  case  seems 
to  turn  upon  the  validity  of  the  new  lease  granted  to  Mary 
Richardson  in  1709. 
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The  property  was  but  small — the  annual  rent  being  only 
fifteen  shillings  till  1709,  when  it  was  raised  to  a  pound.

ROBERT  DODSLEY,  AND  HIS  CONNECTION  WITH 
THE  NORTH. 

It  is  very  generally  admitted  that  a  person  of  fame  or 
notoriety  confers  upon  the  place  of  his  birth  the  right  to 
an  interest  and  pride  in  his  progress,  achievements,  and 
honours.  So  also  we  find  the  same  occuring  with  regard  to 
places  and  people  with  whom  he  was  intimately  connected, 
and  surely,  if  this  is  admitted,  the  north  can  justly  claim  a 
certain  interest  in  Mr.  Robert  Dodsley  of  Tully's  Head,  for 
his  remains  have  rested,  neglected  but  not  forgotten,  for 
the  space  of  one  hundred  and  forty-three  years  in  the  burial 
ground  beneath  the  shadow  of  the  north  transept  of  Durham 
Cathedral.

There  is  a  grey  old  tombstone  above  him,  and  beneath  a 
weather-beaten  cherub's  head  an  equally  weathered  inscrip- 
tion records  his  virtues  during  life.  "If  you  have  any 
respect  for  uncommon  industry  and  merit,"1  it  commences — 
and  so  on — the  usual  thing.  To  judge  from  eighteenth 
century  tombstone  inscriptions,  nobody  died  who  was  not 
more  virtuous  or  accomplished  than  his  fellow  beings.  Surely 
it  is  a  pleasure  in  these  days  of  self-made  men,  chiefly  con- 
spicuous for  the  poor  quality  of  the  models  from  which 
they  copied  in  the  course  of  self  erection,  to  look  back  a 
decade  upon  a  man — a  self-made  and  a  literary  man — who 
drew  praise  even  from  Horace  Walpole.  ''You  know  how 
decent,  humble,  inoffensive  a  creature  Dodsley  is ;  how  little 
apt  to  forget  or  disguise  his  having  been  a  footman, "says  that 
aristocratic  personage  in  a  letter  to  Geo.  Montague  in  1758. 

However  humble  and  inoffensive  a  creature  Dodsley  may 
have  been,  it  is  admitted  that  he  gained  the  respect  of  all 
with  whom  he  had  dealings,  and  we  cannot  but  suspect  that 
Walpole  drew  a  mental  picture,  conjured  by  the  letter  in 
question,  between  his  own  sphere  and  the  unfortunate  early 
profession  of  Dodsley;  or  it  may  be  that  he  accentuates 
the  humbleness  of  the  latter  to  increase  the  brutishness 
of  Brown  in  the  transactions  related  in  the  letter.  The 
episode  in  question  is  interesting  enough,  and  sufficiently 
portrays  Dodsley's  character,  shewing  firmness  and  common 
sense,  but  hardly  servility : — Sir  Charles  Williams  wrote 
an  answer  to  the  first  volume  of  Brown's  Estimate  of  the 
Manners  of  the  Times,  "chiefly  before  he  came  over,  but 
finished  while  he  was  confined  at  Kensington.  Brown  had 
lately  lodged  in  the  same  house,  not  mad  now,  though  he  had 
been  formerly,"2  says  Walpole  in  the  letter.  Unfortunately 

1  The  full  inscription  reads  thus: — "If  you  have  any  respect  |  for  uncommon  industry  and 
merit  |  Regard  this  Place  |  in  which  are  interred  the  Remains  |  of  |  Mr.  Robert  Dodsley  |  who, 
as  an  author,  rais'd  himself  |  much  above  what  cou'd  have  been  expected  |  from  one  in  his  rank 
of  life  |  and  without  learned  Education,  |  And  who,  as  a  Man,  was  scarce  |  exceeded  by  any  in 
integrity  of  Heart,  |  Purity  of  Manners  and  Conversation.  |  He  left  this  life  for  a  better  |  Sept. 
J3rd,  1764,  in  the  61  year  of  his  age." 

*  Sir  C.  H.  Williams  had  been  British  Representative  at  the  Court  of  St.  Petersburg.  Disgust 
at  the  unjust  treatment  of  the  British  Government  unhinged  his  mind,  and  in  1759  he  committed 
suicide.  The  Rev.  John  Brown  was  a  native  of  Rothbury,  and  vicar  of  Newcastle-upon-Tyne. 
He  also  died  by  his  own  hand  in  1766. 
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Brown,  while  a  resident,  had  been  in  the  habit  of  using  bad 
language,  so  much  so  that  "the  landlady  told  Sir  Charles, 
and  offered  to  make  affidavit,  that  Dr.  Brown  was  the  most 
profane  curser  and  swearer  that  had  ever  come  into  her 
house."  This  came  to  the  Doctor's  ears,  and  he  being 
apprehensive  of  Sir  Charles  divulging  the  story,  and  afraid 
to  go  to  head-quarters,  went  to  the  unsuspecting  publisher 
and  "in  a  scurrilous  and  hectoring  manner  threatened 
Dodsley  if  he  should  publish  anything  personal  against  him, 
abusing  Sir  Charles  for  a  coward  and  most  abandoned  man, 
and  bidding  Dodsley  tell  the  latter  he  had  a  cousin  in 
the  army  who  would  call  Sir  Charles  to  account  for  any 
reflections  on  him,  Brown."  Dodsley  refused  to  carry  the 
message  unless  in  writing,  and  subsequently  a  shorter  and 
less  offensive  verbal  message  was  substituted.  To  this 
message  Sir  Charles  sent,  through  Dodsley,  a  written  and 
moderate  reply.  But  Brown  still  kept  up  the  attack,  and 
bid  Dodsley  take  notice  "that  printing  the  works  of  a 
supposed  lunatic  might  be  imputed  to  the  printer  himself, 
and  which  he,  the  said  Doctor,  should  chastise."  The  affair 
seemed  to  be  getting  serious,  and  Dodsley  gave  notice  to 
Walpole  on  his  own  behalf,  and  to  Fox  on  behalf  of  Sir 
Charles,  and  also  to  Garrick  as  the  friend  of  Brown,  and 
then  returned  a  "very  proper,  decent,  yet  firm  answer." 
"Is  it  credible? — this  audacious  man  sent  only  a  card  back, 
saying:  'Footman's  language  I  never  return,  J.  Brown.'" 

As  Walpole  says,  Dodsley  never  disguised  that  he  had 
been  a  footman.  Little,  however,  is  known  of  his  early 
days,  and  that  only  to  shew  that  his  origin  was  of  a  very 
humble  description.  Born  in  1703,  in  Nottinghamshire,  he 
was  the  son  of  Robert  Dodsley,  master  of  the  free  school  at 
Mansfield  in  that  county.  He  was  early  apprenticed  to  a 
stocking- weaver  in  the  same  town,  but  being  starved  and 
illtreated,  he  left  this  employment  and  went  into  the  service 
of  a  lady.  Later  he  entered  into  the  service  of  Charles 
Dartiquenave,  for,  says  Johnson,  "when  Lord  Lyttelton's 
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Dialogues  of  the  Dead  came  out,  one  of  which  is  between 
Apicius  (an  ancient  epicure)  and  Dartineuf  (a  modern  epicure), 
Dodsley  said  to  me  '  I  knew  Dartineuf  well,  for  I  was  once 

his  footman.'"

his  late  Duchess,  who  was  Heiress  to  the  Baronies  of  Piercy, 
Lucy,  Poynings,  Fitz-Payne,  Bryan  and  Latimer.

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Lady  Catherine,  married  July  21,  1708,  to  Sir  William 
Wyndham,  of  Orchard  Wyndham  in  the  County  of  Somerset, 
Bart,  and  died  in  April,  1713. 

Lady  Anne,  married  to  Peregrine,  Marquis  of  Carmarthan, 
Son  and  Heir  of  Peregrine  Osborn,  Duke  of  Leeds. 

And  Lady  Frances,  who  died  unmarried,  May  10,  1720. 

His  Grace  on  the  4th  of  February  1725-6,  marrying  to  his

Defendant's  plea 
of  prior  demise  from  Anthony  Mitforth,  on  10  Jan.,  anno 
n  Eliz.,  "al  un  Robert  Hallem,  Christopher  Morpeth, 
Richard  R:  et  Robert  Morpeth,"  for  1,000  years,  Anthony 
dying  seised  of  reversion  which  descended  to  Margaret 
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Mitforth  (cousin  and  heir  of  Anthony)  who  married  Mark 
Erring-ton,  plaintiffs  lessor,  which  Mark  wrongfully  entered, 
and  demised  to  plaintiff.

VANE  versus  LORD  BARNARD. 

Defendant,  on  marriage  of  plaintiff,  his  eldest  son,  with 
daughter  of  Morgan  Randyll,  and  ^10,000  portion,  settled 
(inter  alia)  Raby  Castle  on  himself  for  life,  without  impeach- 
ment of  waste,  remainder  to  son  for  life,  and  to  first  and 
other  sons  in  tail  mail. 

Defendant,  Lord  Barnard,  having  taken  displeasure 
against  his  son,  got  200  workmen  together,  and  of  a  sudden, 
in  a  few  days,  stript  the  castle  of  the  lead,  iron,  glass,  doors, 
and  boards,  etc.,  to  value  of  ^3,000.

I. — BOWES  OF  DURHAM. 

Many  and  various  as  are  the  recorded  pedigrees  of  the  old 
Yorkshire  and  Dunelmian  family  of  Bowes,  one  branch  of 
the  race  seems  so  far  to  have  escaped  the  attention  of  the 
genealogist. 

The  pedigree  printed  by  Mr.  Surtees  traces  the  descendants 
of  Sir  George  Bowes  and  his  wife  Mary,  daughter  of  Sir 
Ralph  Delaval  of  Seaton  Delaval,  only  through  his  son  Ralph 
and  his  daughter  Anne,  and  whilst  indicating  that  his  son 
Lancelot  left  descendants,  makes  no  attempt  to  follow 
them  up. 

The  will  of  Cuthbert  Bowes,  eldest  son  of  Sir  George,  is 
dated  i8th  October,  1714,  and  was  proved  at  Durham  in 
the  following  year.  He  describes  himself  as  "of  the  City  of 
Durham,  gentleman,"  and  proceeds  to  mention  an  indenture, 
dated  3oth  April,  1701,  made  between  himself  of  the  first 
part,  his  nephew  George  Bowes  of  Bradley  of  the  second 
part,  and  Doctor  John  Bowes  and  Mr.  Ralph  Hutton  of  the 
third  part,  "whereby  I  did  convey  and  settle  my  estate  at 
Bradley  aforesaid  called  Marshalls  Land  or  farm  and  Lynns 
Farm  To  the  use  as  in  the  said  Deed  mentioned." 

He  then  devises  "to  my  niece  Mrs.  Mary  Bowes,  Daughter 
of  my  late  Brother  Lancelot  Bowes,  my  messuage  or  tene- 
ment in  the  South  Bailey  in  the  said  City,  she  paying  the 
sum  of  £10,  such  property  on  hold  or  Lease  from  the  Dean 
and  Chapter  of  Durham."  "To  my  cousin  Thomas  Bowes 
of  Bradley  my  Books."  "To  my  cousins  Margaret,  Anne 
and  Margery  Bowes,  daughters  of  my  Nephew  Mr.  Thomas 
Bowes  of  the  City  of  Durham  each  £200."  "To  the  poor 
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of  Wolsingham  £10."  He  bequeaths  to  his  cousins  Thomas, 
Ralph  and  William  Bowes,  sons  of  his  said  nephew  Mr. 
George  Bowes,  £10  each ;  and  to  his  cousin  Thomas  Bowes 
a  Bond,  and  then  quotes  a  further  indenture,  dated  4th  March, 
1714,  whereby  he  assigned  and  passed  over  to  Doctor  Bowes 
and  Thomas  Bowes  of  Bradley,  Woodhouses  and  Bracks 
with  their  appurtenances,  chargeable  with  £10  to  his  niece 
Lady  Bowes  for  mourning,  to  her  daughter  Elizabeth  £20, 
and  to  Mr.  Denis  Bryan  and  his  wife  each  £10.  "To  Mrs. 
Elianor  Barwick  ten  pounds  for  mourning,  and  ten  pounds 
p.  Ann.  for  her  life,  and  to  George  Bowes  and  George  his  son 
(son  and  grandson  of  my  said  brother  Lancelot)  each  of  them 
fifty  pounds."  He  then  directs  all  just  debts  to  be  paid 
"particularly  two  hundred  pounds  which  I  am  oweing  to 
Mrs.  Elianor  Barwick;  with  ye  payment  whereof  and  interest 
I  charge  my  Estate  at  Apleton  in  Yorkshire  and  a  mesuage 
in  ye  Market  place  in  ye  City  of  Durham,  belonging  to  my 
cosen  George  Bowes  son  of  my  late  brother  Lancelot,  which  I 
have  in  Mortgage." 

By  a  codicil  dated  2oth  January,  1714-15,  he  directs  that  a 
sum  of  ten  pounds  per  annum  shall  be  paid  to  his  niece  Mary, 
daughter  of  his  brother  Lancelot  Bowes,  deceased,  for  and 
during  the  term  of  seven  years. 

The  will,  which  is  witnessed  by  Ra.  Gowland,  Ra.  Gow- 
land,  jun.,  and  Thomas  Swainston,  jun.,  is  sealed  with  a 
skull  and  the  motto  Memento  Mori;  the  codicil  bears  a  very 
fine  seal  of  a  sheaf  of  arrows  and  the  mottoes  Sans  -variance 
et  mon  droit  and  In  multis,  in  tnagnts,  in  bom's  expertus. 

This  will  clearly  shews  that  George  Bowes  of  Guisborough 
(son  of  Lancelot  Bowes  of  Durham),  who  was  baptized  at 
St.  Nicholas,  Durham,  6th  (ist  ?)  June,  1665,  had  a  son 
named  George  born  before  October,  1714.' 

1  This  last-named  George  could  not  be  the  George  (see  next  pedigree)  who  married  Judith 
Chamberlain  of  Skipton,  unless  he  was  born  at  least  twenty  years  earlier  than  1714,  because 
their  son  Gabriel  was  baptized  1715. 
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II. — BOWES  OF  SKIPTON-IN-CRAVBN,  AND  ELLAND,  Co.  YORK. 

The  parish  registers  of  Skipton-in-Craven  contain  entries 
of  the  baptism,  ist  March,  1715-6,  of  Gabriel,  and  the  burial, 
i gth  August,  1718,  of  Lancelot  Cuthbert,  sons  of  George 
Bowes,  attorney-at-law,  in  the  former  entry  described  as  of 
Skipton,  and  in  the  latter  as  "now  of  Westminster,"  and 
Judith  his  wife.  There  is  very  little  doubt  that  this  George 
was  a  near  relative  of  Lancelot  Bowes  of  Durham  and  his 
brother  Cuthbert,  and  he  may  perhaps  be  identified  with  the 
youngest  George,1  grandson  of  the  former. 

The  identity  of  his  wife  is  made  clear  by  the  will  of  Thomas 
Chamberlayne  of  Skipton,  ironmonger,  who  died  in  October, 
1721,  and  bequeathed  his  estates  to  his  grandson  Gabriel 
Bowes  (afterwards  of  Elland,  gentleman),  son  of  his  daughter 
Judith  and  her  husband  George  Bowes. 

The  following  are  copies  of  monumental  inscriptions  for- 
merly on  slabs  inside  the  church  at  Elland,  but  now  covered 
with  a  layer  of  stones  and  cement.  They  fully  illustrate  the 
later  descent : — 


"In  memory  of 


"Also2  of  Mr.  Gabriel  Bowes,  of  Elland,  who  died  on  the 
5th  day  of  April,  1764,  aged  47  years." 

"Also  Rebecca,  the  wife  of  the  said  Mr.  Bowes,  who  died 
on  the  1 3th  day  of  February,  1778,  aged  50  years." 

"Also  George,  the  son  of  Lancelot  Bowes,  of  Elland,  who 
died  on  the  i7th  day  of  September,  1782,  in  the  5th  year  of 
his  age." 

1  It  must  be  pointed  out  that  there  is  at  Durham  the  will  of  a  George  Bowes  "  of  the  City  of 
Durham,  Gentleman,"  whose  connection  with  the  Streatlam  family,  so  far  as  I  am  aware,  is  not 
at  present  known.  His  will  is  dated  24th  January,  1734,  and  was  proved  2nd  April,  1736,  by 
Jane  Bowes,  his  widow.  He  devises  to  his  loving  wife  all  his  houses  in  Durham,  and  after  her 
decease  to  his  son  William  ;  and  gives  to  his  son  George  ^5  "  for  a  legacy,"  and  to  his  daughter 
Margaret  Thirkeld  &$  "for  a  token,"  and  to  his  son-in-law  John  Taylor  40  shillings.  He 
appoints  his  wife  Jane  sole  executrix.  The  testator  may  very  possibly  be  Lancelot's  son,  and 
the  small  amount  of  his  legacy  to  his  son  George  be  explained  by  the  fact  that  the  latter  had 
married  an  heiress,  and  was  perhaps  wealthier  than  his  father. 

*  The  previous  entries  on  these  slabs  relate  to  the  Bentley  family,  of  Elland,  from  whom 
Judith  Chamberlain's  mother  was  descended. 
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"Also  lieth  interred  the  remains  of  ye  above  mentioned 
Lancelot  Bowes,  who  departed  this  life  on  the  24th  day  of 
March,  1794,  in  the  43rd  year  of  his  age." 

"Also  of  John  Bowes,  of  Elland,  who  died  Sept.  5th,  1847, 
aged  58  years." 

There  is  also  a  tombstone  in  the  churchyard  inscribed  as 
follows : — 

"Also1  of  the  above-named  George  Bowes,  son  of  John 
Bowes,  of  Elland.  Born  September  22nd,  1813,  and  died 
October  23rd,  1872." 

"Also  of  Martha,  the  beloved  wife  of  the  late  George 
Bowes.  Born  June  ist,  1818.  Died  April  3rd,  1900." 

John  Bowes,  surviving  son  of  Lancelot  Bowes  of  Elland, 
and  grandson  of  Gabriel  the  first  resident  at  Elland,  was 
baptized  there  in  March,  1789.  He  married  Sarah  Thwaite, 
and  had  six  children  (three  sons  and  three  daughters).  The 
eldest  son,  George  Bowes,  born  in  1813,  married  Martha 
Priestley,  and  died  in  1872,  leaving  two  sons — the  late  Mr. 
Sidney  Bowes  and  Mr.  George  Bowes — and  two  daughters — 
Sarah  (now  dead),  and  Mary,  wife  of  Mr.  J.  H.  Sladdin  of 

Heath,  Halifax.

THE  REV.  TAYLOR  THIRKELD. 

In  the  old  Thomlinson  Library,  now  housed  in  the  City 
Reference  Library,  Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  there  is  a  small 
quarto  volume1  having  the  following  note  in  the  donor's 
handwriting  upon  the  fly-leaf: — 

Easter  Tuesday  1864.

The  Manuscript  writings  of  the  Revd.  Taylor  Thirkeld,  M.A.,  Vicar 
of  Barnardcastle,  for  some  years  Curate  of  Whickham  (under  the  Revd. 
Dr.  Tomlinson) 

by  his  great  grandson 

George  Thirkeld  Gibson, 
Vestry  Clerk. 

1  Now  numbered  4214. 
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On  the  next  page  Mr.  Thirkeld  gives  an  account  of 
himself: — 

April  6,  1726. 

Taylor  Thirkeld  was  born  in  Allendale  in  ye  County  of  Northumber- 
land on  ye  7th  of  January,  1705/6,  was  educated  at  Newcastle  upon 
Tyne  by  Mr.  Wm.  Salkeld,  &  from  him  remov'd  to  Oxford  &  there 
became  a  Member  Commoner1  of  Lincoln  College  on  ye  2d  of  October, 
1723,  under  ye  Tuition  of  Mess:  Tottenham  &  Hutchins,  &  was  ye  year 
after  chosen  Exhibitioner,  having  a  Stipend  of  zo£,  a  Year,  left  by 
Lord  Crew,  took  a  B.A's  Degree  June  3,  1727,  M.A's  Degree  April  10, 
1730. 

The  Contents  are  summarised  on  the  sheet  originally 
pasted  on  the  back,  but  now  mounted  and  inserted.

1  Member  underlined,  and  Commoner  written  above  in  the  MS, 
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But  little  appears  to  be  known  about  this  northern  divine. 
He  was  baptised  at  Allendale  on  the  day  he  gives  as  that  of 
his  birth,  and  was  the  son  of  Taylor  Thirkeld  of  Wooly 
Burnfoot.  According  to  Mr.  W.  H.  D.  Longstaflfe,  who 
gives  a  lengthy  account  of  the  family  in  his  Tenures  of 
Stainton-in-le-Street,  his  father  was  son  of  Edward  Thirkeld, 
whose  name  is  the  last  upon  the  pedigree  registered  at  the 
Visitation  in  1666.  Forster  states  that  he  matriculated  at 
Oxford  on  the  i6th  of  October,  1723,  aged  seventeen.  He 
married  at  St.  Mary-le-Bow,  Durham,  loth  October,  1732, 
Dorothy,  daughter  of  John  Bacon  of  Staward,  High  Sheriff 
of  Northumberland  in  1693,  and  sister  of  William  Bacon  of 
Newton  Cap,  High  Sheriff  in  1745,  and  thus  became  admitted 
to  a  family  circle  which  included  many  names  eminent  in 
Northumbrian  history.  The  Bacon  girls  were  numerous,  and 
most  of  them  married,  Anne,  to  Thomas  Ord  of  Fenham, 
ancestor  of  the  Blackett-Ords ;  Susanna,  to  William  Fenwick 
of  Bywell  Hall;  Elizabeth,  to  John  Blackett  of  Wylam;  Mary, 
to  Ralph  Bates  of  Newbottle ;  and  Isabella,  who  married 
first  William  Errington  of  Walwick,  and  secondly  the  Rev. 
Richard  Werge,  vicar  of  Hartburn. 

Mr.  Thirkeld  succeeded  the  Rev.  Thomas  Marshall  as 
perpetual  curate  of  Barnard  Castle  in  1740,  and  probably 
died  the  same  year.  There  is  a  somewhat  flippant  obituary 
notice  of  his  widow  in  the  Newcastle  Journal  for  i5th  April, 
1775,  in  which  she  is  stated  to  have  been  aunt  to  "lady 
Erroll,  the  Carrs,  Wastells,  Stoddarts,  Bacons,  Erringtons, 
Blacketts,  &c. ,  Tommy  &  all,"  and  intimating  that  it  was 
inserted  by  desire. 

Perhaps  some  reader  may  be  able  to  add  to  what  we  know 
of  this  clergyman.

WILLIAM  BROWN,  ARTIST. 

In  Notes  and  Queries,  Sixth  Series,  IV,  p.  90,  there  is  a 
query  as  to  the  above  artist.  It  appears  that  he  was  a 
teacher  of  drawing,  and  lived  in  Newcastle  circa  1802. 
He  painted  a  large  water-colour  of  the  River  Tyne,  with 
Newcastle  in  the  distance  as  seen  from  St.  Anthony's,  and 
in  the  query  this  drawing  is  stated  to  have  been  etched 
\engraved?\  by  Thomas  Bewick  and  published  tinted  by  W. 
Brown  in  1802.  No  further  information  appears  to  have 
been  elicited  by  the  query;  but  in  Grave's  Dictionary  of 
Artists  the  following  entries  of  exhibitors  appear: —

2l8  NORTHERN  NOTES  AND  QUERIES. 

No  doubt  one  of  these  may  be  identified  with  the  above 
artist.  It  is  quite  common  for  the  exhibitors  to  be  stated 
as  of  London  although  not  resident  in  the  Metropolis. 

I  have  an  old  oilpainting,  dated  1799,  entitled  "Prudhoe 
Castle,  Northumberland,"  and  signed  William  Brown,  Dm. 
[Durham?].  It  shews  the  castle  in  the  distance,  and  is 
painted  looking  across  a  long  reach  of  the  Tyne,  between 
tree-fringed  banks.  Cattle  are  in  the  shallow  waters  in  the 
near  foreground,  and  the  whole  picture  is  typical  of  the  art 
of  the  period,  and  painted  by  a  person  who  was  certainly  no 
amateur. 

A  little  further  information  is  gathered  from  a  headstone 
in  St.  Oswald's  churchyard,  Durham : — 

"In  memory  of  |  Sarah  Isabella,  Daughter  |  of  William  and  Margaret 
Brown  who  died  Jany.  14,  1812,  aged  24  years.  |  Also  of  William 
Brown  of  Durham,  Artist,  \  who  died  August  4th,  1854,  |  aged  79 
years.  |  Also  of  Margaret,  his  wife,  |  who  died  Feby.  2nd,  1833,  |  aged 
78  years."  (Carlton's  Inscriptions,) 

There  can  be  very  little  doubt  that  the  William  Brown  of 
Newcastle  and  the  William  Brown  of  Durham  are  one  and 
the  same  person.  Any  further  information  as  to  the  pictures 
he  painted  and  exhibitions  at  which  he  exhibited,  or  further 
details  of  his  career,  will  be  gladly  welcomed.

HUTTON'S  CASE. 
(Vol.  I.,  p.  184.) 

The  church  in  question  was  certainly  S.  Andrew's,  Penrith, 
and  the  two  families  named  lived  in  the  parish :  Carleton  at 
Carleton  Hall,  about  a  mile  from  Penrith,  and  Hutton  at 
Hutton  Hall  in  the  town. 

The  former  family  became  extinct  in  the  year  1707  on  the 
death  of  Robert  Carleton,  and  the  latter  in  the  year  1746  on 
the  death  of  Addison  Hutton. 

The  squabbles  about  church  rig-hts  appear  to  have  gone  on 
for  a  long  time  and  constituted,  as  these  things  do  yet,  quite  a 
family  feud.  In  Bishop  Nicolson's  visitation  of  his  diocese,  in 
1704,  he  says: — "The  North  or  S.  Andrew's  \part  of  chancet\ 
has  lately  been  claimed  (as  the  entire  property  of  him  and 
his  ancestors)  by  Anthony  Hutton,  Esq.  And  his  son,  Mr. 
Richard  Hutton,  in  the  year  1698,  took  upon  him,  without 
the  Bishop's  consent,  to  erect  a  stair-case  leading  to  the  old 
Rood  loft,  betwixt  this  and  the  South  Isle  of  the  church, 
where  he  likewise  designed  to  furnish  out  a  gallery  for  him- 
self and  his  family.  This  was  first  engaged  in,  upon  Mr. 
Stedman's  applying  to  the  Bishop  for  leave  to  make  a  seat  in 
that  vacant  loft :  and  notwithstanding  several  injunctions 
to  that  purpose,  the  encroachment  and  nuisance  was  not 
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removed  in  many  months  after.  This  year  a  new  Stir  was 
raised,  upon  this  pretended  Right,  on  the  death  of  Robert 
Carleton  of  Carleton,  Esq.,  who  had  ever  claimed  a  Right  of 
Burying  here.  Mr.  Hutton  would  not  suffer  the  grave  to  be 
made  without  leave  first  asked,  and  this  Mrs.  Carleton  would 
by  no  means  submit  to.  At  last  an  expedient  was  found  out, 
by  Mr.  H's  protesting  against  the  Corps  being  interred 
there  upon  any  Rt.  there  was  in  the  family  of  Carleton ;  and 
so  the  scuffle  ceased  pro  nunc.  Now  all  the  foundation 
whereon  this  claim  of  Mr.  Hutton's  stands  (as  far  as  I  could 
ever  yet  learn)  is  a  Legacy  of  ten  shillings  in  the  year  given, 
by  one  of  his  Ancestors,  towards  the  repair  of  this  Quire ; 
which  Benefaction  was  given  since  the  erection  of  a  Monu- 
ment here,  by  leave  of  the  Bishop  and  upon  the  petition  of 
the  Party  concerned.  To  secure  this  new  Title  the  better, 
Mr.  Hutton  has  taken  the  yearly  Sum  forementioned  out  of 
the  hands  of  the  Churchwardens :  who  used  alwaies  to  take 
care  of  the  Repairs  of  this  Quire,  in  common  with  the  Body 
of  the  Church.  If  the  Parish  agrees  to  this,  Mr.  Hutton's 
own  Family  may  think  perhaps  this  suppos'd  Right  and 
Glory  to  be  a  Burthen  in  future  ages  .  .  ." 

Thus  ends  Bishop  Nicolson's  racy  account. 

The  monument  referred  to  has  lately  been  restored  to  this 
church  from  Gt.  Salkeld  where  it  has  been  for  many  years, 
at  first  in  the  gardens  of  a  private  house,  and  later  in  the 
churchyard.

SCHOLARS  AT  THE  KEPIER  SCHOOL,  HOUGHTON-LE-SPRING. 
(Vol.  I.,  pp.  158,  173,  188.) 

Although  it  is  a  long  time  to  look  back  to,  I  remember 
there  were  with  me  at  the  Kepier  School,  besides  those 
whose  names  you  have  got — M.  and  A.  Bramwell;  R.  L. 
Pemberton;  C.  L.  Wood,  who  died  last  year  (he  was  a 
brother  of  Sir  L.  Wood);  two  brothers  named  Wood  who 
lived  at  Coxhoe  Hall,  both  now  living;  the  late  General 
Collingwood  and  his  younger  brother;  three  of  the 
Wilkinsons  of  Harperley  Park;  three  Knights,  of  Ford, 
Northumberland  (sons  of  the  rector).  These  are  just  a  few 
that  I  can  call  to  mind.  There  were  also  many  from  the 
south  of  Scotland.  I  remember,  as  companions  of  mine, 
C.  A.  Hope  of  Pinkie  House,  near  Edinbro',  and  A.  Scott  of 
Gala  House,  amongst  others. 

East  Boldon  House.  E.  J.  J.  BROWELL. 
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My  mother's  cousin,  Thomas  Brown  Parkinson,  attended 
the  Houghton-le-Spring  School.  A  letter  from  his  father  in 
the  possession  of  my  mother  mentions  that  he  was  going 
there  in  1828.  The  Rev.  T.  B.  Parkinson,  born  November 
loth,  1819,  was  the  only  surviving  child  of  Robert  and  Mary 
(Brown)  Parkinson  of  Chester-le-Street  and  New  Lambton, 
and  grandson  of  Cuthbert  Parkinson  (or  Parkins)  of  Chester- 
le-Street. 

In  the  Calendar  of  St.  John's  College,  Cambridge,  1838, 
we  find  the  name  Parkinson  who  was  last  Senior  Optime 
(second  class,  math,  tripos),  and  in  the  same  year  first  class 
in  the  classical  tripos  and  got  a  fellowship;  but  it  is  not 
absolutely  certain  that  this  is  T.  B.  Parkinson. 

There  is  a  letter  written  from  Catherine  Hall,  in  December, 
1839,  to  my  mother's  father. 

In  old  Calendars  (Camb.)  we  find — 

1841. — T.  B.  Parkinson,  Pensioner  and  Scholar  of  Queen's. 
1842. — Thomas  Brown  Parkinson,  B.A.  (5th  Senior  Op.),  in  Cayley's 
year. 

1846.— Rev.  T.  B.  Parkinson,  M.A. 
1852. — Last  mention  of  his  name. 

In  December,  1842,  he  was  ordained  priest  by  the  Bishop 
of  Ripon,  and  afterwards  held  a  curacy  somewhere  in  North- 
umberland or  Durham.  Later  on  he  was  Vicar  of  St.  Mary's, 
Wakefield,  and  whilst  there  he  joined  the  Church  of  Rome, 
going  to  the  College  of  St.  Asaph's.  He  became  a  member  of 
the  Society  of  Jesus,  was  for  a  time  at  St.  Francis  Xavier's 
in  Liverpool,  afterwards  Rector  of  St.  Aloysius,  St.  Giles, 
Oxford,  and  later  on  at  the  R.C.  Church  in  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 
He  died  on  the  23rd  of  July,  1904,  at  St.  Mary's  Hall, 
Stonyhurst. 

His  was  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and  deeply  religious 
characters  I  have  ever  known.  He  was  a  friend  of  Cardinal 
Manning,  and  I  have  always  understood  that  he  was  very 
highly  esteemed  by  the  members  of  his  Church.

2ist,  1566,  of  John  Woldhave  of  Elswick  (Surtees  Society, 
vol.  cxii,  p.  36).  Thomas  Rey  of  Horton  Grange  is  a  legatee 
in  the  will,  dated  February  3rd,  1583-4,  of  Thomas  Bell  of 
Bellasis,  and  James  Rey  of  Horton  Grange  is  a  witness 
(Ibid.,  pp.  105,  106).

Bishop  Barnes;  and  William  Blakestone, 
Charles  Mountague,  and  William  Lambton  during  the  reign 
of  Charles  II.

This  is  the  most  valuable  practical  work  that  has  appeared  for  geneal- 
ogists since  Dr.  Marshall  first  issued  his  famous  Guide.  The  latter 
informed  students  what  pedigrees  of  any  family  had  been  printed,  the 
former  informs  students  who  are  working  out  the  pedigrees  of  any 
family  at  present. 

The  Volume  is  divided  into  Six  Parts,  of  which  the  most  important 
are  the  first  two,  which  take  up  89  of  the  114  pages  contained,  and 
are  divided  thus : — 

Part  I.   contains  the  names  and  addresses  of  nearly  1,400  people 

who  are  more  or  less  keenly  interested  in  various  family  histories. 

Part    II.    contains   the  surnames  of  nearly  4,500  families,  about 

which  those  who  are  named  in  Part  I.  either  possess  or  desire 

information. 

The  northern  counties  are  well  represented,  and  in  the  Second  Part 
we  find  the  following  old  local  names  (amongst  numerous  others) 
are  not  forgotten,  although  to  all  appearance  many  have  long  since 
disappeared : —

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  entries,  which  have  been  taken  at 
random,  that  the  Durham  families  preponderate.  Numerous  families  of 
northern  origin  have  been  passed  over  because  the  enquirer  simply  asks 
for  any  notes  relative  to  the  name  from  any  source,  and  does  not  mention 
any  specific  county. 

There  is  very  little  doubt  that  this  work  will  be  the  origin  of  numerous 
friendships,  and  will  unite  the  efforts  of  many  writers  in  the  same  field 
of  research. 

The  Pedigree  Register.  Edited  by  George  F.  T.  Sherwood. 
London:  50,  Beecroft  Road,  Brockley,  S.E.  : — 

This  is  the  title  of  a  new  quarterly  magazine  devoted  almost  wholly 
to  pedigrees.  The  first  number  contains  eleven,  with  queries  and 
biographical  notices  relating  to  them.  There  is  an  interesting  account 
of  a  branch  of  the  Dale  family  (one  of  whom  for  awhile  lived  at  Sunder- 
land),  but  which  is  not  to  be  confused  with  the  old  local  family  so  long 
seated  at  Dalton  and  Tunstall.  Some  notes  upon  Dr.  Robert  James,  who 
published  a  Medicinal  Dictionary r,  and  was  a  friend  of  Dr.  Johnson,  and 
who  may  possibly  have  a  common  ancestor  with  Bishop  James  (both 
being  Staffordshire  men),  also  appear.  We  wish  the  new  venture 
success,  and  hope  it  will  record  many  pedigrees  before  it  finishes  its 
course. 
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MISCELLANEOUS. 

The  New  England  Historic  Genealogical  Society  have  recently  issued 
A  List  of  Genealogies  in  Preparation,  1906,  together  with  the  names 
and  addresses  of  the  compilers,  which  should  be  interesting  to  many 
people  interested  in  Anglo-American  families. 

Mr.  Joseph  Coleman,  a  gentleman  connected  by  relationship  to  a 
number  of  north  country  people,  has  edited  the  last  edition  of  the  List 
of  Members  of  the  Society  of  Friends  in  Australasia,  1906,  a  work  which 
locates  the  present  residence  of  many  emigrant  Quaker  families.

NORTH  COUNTRY  NOTES.

The  Rev.  E.  S.  Savage  and  Mr.  Clement  Hodges  have 
recently  published,  in  quarto  form,  a  valuable  volume 
dealing  with  the  various  restorations  of  Hexham  Abbey. 
The  work  is  illustrated  with  a  number  of  interesting  and 
valuable  photographs  and  plans. 

Searchers  for  wills  at  the  local  Probate  Registries  have 
often  been  puzzled  at  not  finding  the  wills  or  administrations 
of  people  whom  they  know  from  other  evidences  to  have  left 
considerable  property.  A  writer  in  the  East  Anglian,  for 
March,  answering  a  query  to  this  effect,  points  out  that 
"until  the  passing  of  the  Land  Transfer  Act,  1897,  it  was 
not  necessary  to  prove  a  will  dealing  with  or  passing  real 
estate  only.  Probate  was  only  necessary  in  regard  to  the 
personal  estate." 

The  earliest  regatta  held  at  Durham  is  stated  to  have  been 
in  the  year  1815,  when  it  is  recorded  that,  amongst  other 
celebrations  of  the  victory  at  Waterloo,  boat  races  were  held 
on  the  Wear.  The  regular  series  of  regattas,  however,  only 
commenced  in  1834,  and  originated  with  Mr.  Lloyd  Wharton, 
then  High  Sheriff.  The  Durham  County  Advertiser,  for 
May  3ist,  contains  a  long  and  interesting  account  of  the 
early  days  of  this  carnival.

NOTES  AND  QUERIES 


The  Old  Subscription  Library. 


Some  fifty  years  or  less  ago  a  library  of  a  stamp,  now 
rapidly  dying"  out,  was  to  be  met  with  in  every  provincial 
town.  It  provided  the  general  reader  with  his  only  chance 
of  seeing  the  literature  of  the  day,  and  was  also  usually  well 
furnished  with  standard  works,  so  as  to  be  a  real  boon  to 
those  unable  to  afford  the  luxury  of  "a  box  from  Mudie's." 
Many  of  these  yet  survive,  but  in  a  state  more  or  less  of 
decay,  as  unfit  to  cope  with  the  conditions  of  modern  literary 
life.  "Free"  libraries,  books  circulated  by  post,  and  fabu- 
lously cheap  reprints  are  combining  to  crush  the  old-fashioned 
Subscription  Library. 

An  excellent  specimen  of  this  nearly  extinct  institution  is 
well  known  to  me — the  Subscription  Library  of  a  certain 
cathedral  town.  It  is  a  long,  lofty  room,  lined  with  books 
from  floor  to  ceiling,  and  with  three  tall  windows  looking  on 
a  steep,  narrow  street.  Two  large  double  book-shelves 
project  from  either  side  of  the  fireplace,  one  screening  the 
door,  and  the  other  hiding  a  studious  recess  which  holds  a 
table  laden  with  books  of  reference.  Another  table  near  the 
door  is  covered  with  magazines,  and  a  third,  near  the  fire, 
is  devoted  to  newer  and  changeable  books.

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No  carpet  covers  the  venerable  boards  of  this  room,  and 
the  chairs  and  forms  provided  for  its  frequenters  are  of 
unadorned  deal.  For  it  was  built  in  1820,  and  little  except 
the  custodian  has  been  changed  since  then.  Most  of  its 
resident  books  were  bought  at  about  that  time,  and  (except 
for  the  novels  on  the  third  table)  a  prevailing  hue  of  brown 
leather  meets  the  eye  as  one  looks  around;  and  "the 
thousand  thumbs  that  have  turned  their  pages"  have  brought 
these  to  a  lighter  shade  of  the  same  colour. 

Yet  these  dusty  shelves  bear  unsuspected  treasures  in  the 
way  of  rare  books,  first  editions,  fine  engravings,  and  all  the 
miscellanies  collected  in  a  library  that  has  been  in  existence 
for  nearly  a  century,  and  that  began  in  a  day  when  books 
were,  comparatively  speaking,  costly  rarities. 

Once  this  old  library  was  a  flourishing  institution,  and  it 
had  a  well-to-do  partner  existing  in  another  room  of  the 
same  building  and  attended  to  by  the  same  custodian.  This 
was  the  news-room,  where  the  gentry  of  the  town  and 
neighbourhood  came  to  sit  on  wooden  chairs  bearing  a 
coat  of  green  paint  for  all  cushion  and  covering,  to  read 
newspapers  laid  on  plain  deal  tables,  and  to  walk  over  an 
uncovered  floor  of  wood.  Flights  of  bare  stone  steps  lead 
to  this  room  and  to  the  library  above,  and  other  stone  steps, 
dark  and  narrow,  lead  down  into,  apparently,  the  bowels  of 
the  earth.  They  do,  indeed,  lead  to  vaults  and  dungeons 
once  used  as  prisons,  and  now  transformed  into  kitchens  and 
pantries,  for  the  custodian  had  her  dwelling  in  this  under- 
ground region.  The  very  larder  wherein  she  cupboarded 
her  viands  was  the  cell  wherein  a  noted  murderer  had  been 
confined,  and  it  still  holds  the  stone  bench,  with  an  iron  ring 
rivetted  into  it,  to  which  he  was  chained.  It  was,  in  fact, 
the  condemned  cell  of  the  old  prison. 

If  wicked  and  unhappy  ghosts  could  walk,  this  old  house 
ought  surely  to  be  haunted,  for  it  is  built  on  the  foundations 
of  an  old  gaol.  Once  a  massy  gateway,  dating  from  the 
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fifteenth  century,  spanned  the  old  street,  connecting"  outworks 
with  the  castle  which  still  towers  above,  and  guarding-  the 
cathedral  and  the  ancient  town.  This,  used  as  a  gaol  till 
1820,  was  pulled  down  in  that  year  by  an  enlightened  magis- 
tracy, perhaps  to  accommodate  the  carriages  which,  a  local 
historian  (1780)  says,  "have  of  late  years  marvellously 
increased  in  numbers,"  and  the  library  and  news-room  built 
on  its  site.  These  have  in  their  turn  fallen  upon  evil  days, 
for  a  new  and  luxurious  club  has  crushed  the  news-room  out 
of  its  homely  existence,  and  the  many  "lending  libraries" 
of  novels  (no  longer  three  volume  ones)  which  have  been 
established  by  nearly  every  stationer  in  the  town,  bid  fair  to 
smother  their  progenitrix,  the  old  Subscription  Library.  The 
list  of  its  subscribers  is  fast  diminishing,  its  finances  are 
dwindling,  and  perhaps  another  year  or  so  will  see  its  books 
sold,  its  premises  converted  into  offices,  and  its  name  con- 
signed to  oblivion. 

Since  writing  the  above,  its  prophecy  has  come  to  pass, 
and  the  library  exists  no  longer,  at  least  in  its  old-time 
shape.  It  expired  upon  its  hundredth  birthday,  for  it  appears 
that,  before  it  took  up  its  quarters  on  the  site  of  the  old 
Gaol  Gate,  its  books  were  housed  elsewhere,  and  that  it 
really  was  founded  in  1806.

POCKLINGTON  CHURCH,  YORKSHIRE. 

During  a  cycling  ramble  in  Yorkshire  a  few  summers  ago 
I  came  across  the  fine  old  Norman  church  of  Pocklington, 
a  village  once  the  property  of  the  Percies.  I  have  mislaid 
my  notes  on  the  church  itself,  but  the  following1  is  a  brief 
description  of  an  old  churchyard  Cross  of  the  fifteenth  century 
now  preserved  inside  the  church: — 

The  carved  figures  at  the  top  of  the  Cross  are  fairly  well 
preserved.  In  the  centre  is  the  Crucifixion,  with  the  Lord's 
mother  and  St.  John;  at  the  right-hand  side  is  Bishop 
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Paulinus  giving  the  benediction;  at  the  left  side  is  a  man 
with  the  model  of  a  church  in  his  hand  (John  Sotheby,  the 
founder  or  restorer  of  the  church);  whilst  at  the  back  is  a 
quaint  figure  of  the  Deity  holding  a  Crucifix  and  a  Dove 
(symbolizing  the  Holy  Trinity).  At  the  foot  of  the  Cross 
are  the  words  "Paulinus  hie  predicavit  et  celebravit,  A.D. 
627."  The  Cross  was  only  discovered  in  1835  when  digging 
a  grave  near  the  west  door  of  the  church.  It  is  supposed  to 
have  been  buried  for  preservation  during  the  Civil  Wars.  It 
was  left  lying  in  the  churchyard  from  1835  to  1855,  when  it 
was  re-erected  in  the  churchyard;  but  recently,  to  preserve 
it  still  more  carefully,  it  has  been  placed  inside  the  church. 

In  the  same  church  I  noticed  a  tablet  with  the  following 
interesting  inscription: — "Here  lyeth  the  body  of  John 
Dobson,  Parish  Clerk  51  years,  who  succeeded  his  father 
and  grandfather  in  that  office,  and  whose  great-grandfather 
was  Vicar  of  this  Church.  He  was  a  man  diligent  in  his 
office,  faithful  to  his  masters,  and  courteous  to  all  men.  He 
dyed  February  25th,  A.D.  1730;  aged  80." 

The  Pocklington  Registers  date  from  1559.  On  the  fly- 
leaf of  one  of  them  we  read  "The  Register  Book  of  the 
Parish  of  Pocklington,  written  by  John  Dobson,  Minister, 
1600.  Bought  by  Christopher  Sharpe,  John  Rosdailes, 
Churchwardens,  the  price  viiid." 

"Received  of  Thomas  Hantsyn  and  John  Williams,  fourthy 
(40)  shillings  for  writing  this  Register  Book  in  parchments 
anew  for  fourthy  and  two  years  of  the  reign  of  our  Sourain 
Lady  Elizabeth  by  me,  John  Dobson." 

On  the  back  there  is  an  account  of  the  Coronation  of 
James  I,  at  Westminster,  July  29th,  1609,  and  these 
entries : — 

1602,    May    i st.  —  Pade    Master  John    Scarf   for   repair 
Ducking  Stole,  6d. 

Pade  Walter  Stuggs  for  whipping  doggs,  4d. 

1630. — Old    wife   Green    burnt   in    Market   for   a   witch, 
March  3rd. 
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1631,  September  2gth. — Here  begins  the  sickness  of  the 

Plague,  (49  burials). 

1632,  July  26th. — Here  by  the  goodness   and   mercy  of 

Almighty    God    the    sickness    of    the    Plague 
ceased. 

1642,  March  4th. — Executed  in  the  Market  for  a  witch, 

Petronel  Haxby,  the  smith's  wife. 

1643,  March    24th.  —  Thomas    Dobson    bewitched   was 

buried. 

1644. — "Bellum."  Battles  of  Marston  Moor,  Selby,  &c., 
Seige  of  York. 

1660. — Charles  II  proclaimed:  London,  8th  May;  York, 
nth;  and  Pocklington,  I2th. 

1666,  July  gth.  —  Richard  Cowland,  of  Flaxington,  a 
vagrant,  was  whipped  at  Pocklington. 

1673. — William,  son  of  Alice  Allen,  was  baptised  ye  I2th

At  Pocklington  there  is  an  ancient  grammar  school — one 
of  the  best  schools  in  Yorkshire — and  left  well  endowed  by 
its  founder.  At  one  time  it  was  in  low  water  through  the 
mismanagement  of  its  estates.  In  the  church  there  is  a 
marble  slab  in  memory  of  the  master,  who  once  more  raised 
it  to  prosperity.  The  inscription  reads  as  follows: — "In 
memory  of  Thomas  Shield,  B.D.,  late  Fellow  of  St.  John's 
College,  Cambridge.  41  years  Master  of  Pocklington  Gram- 
mar School  who  died  July  ist,  1848,  aged  82  years.  At  his 
own  cost  in  chancery  he  caused  the  illegal  leases  of  the  school 
estates  to  be  set  aside  and  increased  the  rental  tenfold." 

I  hope  that  some  of  your  readers,  if  they  are  visiting  York, 
or  are  on  a  cycling  or  walking  tour,  will  pause  to  look  at 
this  old-fashioned  village  near  the  Yorkshire  wolds,  with  its 
fine  old  Norman  and  early  English  church.

ROBERT  DODSLEY,  AND  HIS  CONNECTION  WITH 
THE  NORTH. 

(CONTINUED  FROM  PAGE  203.) 

Charles  Dartiquenave  (or  as  his  name  was  commonly 
written  and  pronounced — Dartineuf)  was  an  ancestor  of  the 
Dartiquenaves  of  Alnwick,  and  celebrated  in  his  day  as  an 
epicure  and  wit.  He  wrote  in  the  Taller  a  defence  of  the 
cheerful  use  of  wine ;  and  Pope  refers  to  him  in  his  famous 
couplet : — 

"Each  mortal  has  his  pleasure:  none  deny 
Scarsdale  his  bottle,  Darty  his  Ham-pie." 

Swift  says,  in  his  journal  to  Stella,  "My  friend  Dartineuf 
is  the  greatest  punner  of  this  town,  next  myself,"  and  it  was 
no  doubt  from  behind  the  chair  of  this  genial  humourist  that 
Dodsley  first  beheld  the  pleasures  of  a  literary  life. 

"I  hear,  and  mark  their  courtly  Phrases, 
And  all  the  Elegance  that  passes ; 
Disputes  maintain'd  without  Digression, 
With  ready  Wit,  and  fine  Expression, 
The  Laws  of  true  Politeness  stated, 
And  what  good  breeding  is,  debated " 

he  writes,  referring  to  the  privileges  of  footmen,  in  A  Muse 
in  Livery:  or,  the  Footman's  Miscellany,  one  of  his  early 
works,  which  he  published  some  years  later  in  1732.  He 
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had  then  left  the  service  of  Dartiquenave  for  that  of  the  Hon. 
Mrs.  Lowther.  Very  little  merit  can  be  claimed  for  these 
early  publications;  but  owing"  to  the  always  existing  rage  for 
novelty,  and  partly  through  the  good  will  of  his  mistress,  he 
managed  to  secure  a  goodly  list  of  subscribers,  including 
many  of  the  titled  aristocracy.  He  submitted  a  one-act 
satire  called  the  Toy-Shop  (which  he  wrote  shortly  after- 
wards) to  Pope,  who  encouraged  him  and,  in  1735,  lent  him 
one  hundred  pounds  with  which  and  his  savings  he  started 
as  a  bookseller  and  publisher  at  Tully's  Head,  in  Pall  Mall. 

During1  the  succeeding  twenty-four  years  he  came  in 
contact  with  most  of  the  literary  men  of  his  time.  In  1738 
Samuel  Johnson,  then  unknown,  brought  him  his  poem 
London,  for  which  Dodsley,  perceiving  its  merit,  gave  him 
ten  guineas.  Johnson  might  have  taken  less,  as  he  said 
later,  only  Paul  Whitehead  had  a  little  before  got  ten 
guineas  for  a  poem,  and  he  would  not  take  less  than  Paul 
Whitehead. 

During  the  following  year  Dodsley  got  himself  a  great 
deal  of  trouble  and  annoyance  through  publishing  the  latter 
author's  satire  Manners.  Because  of  a  passage  reflecting  on 
Bishop  Sherlock  the  work  was  voted  scandalous  by  the 
Lords,  and  the  author  and  publisher  ordered  to  be  taken 
into  custody.  Whitehead  temporarily  disappeared  for  the 
storm  to  blow  over,  but  Dodsley,  being  tied  to  his  business, 
was  forced  to  surrender,  and  was  under  arrest  in  a  spunging 
house  for  more  than  a  week.  His  release  was  effected  on 
the  petition  of  the  Earl  of  Essex,  one  of  the  libelled  persons. 
Dodsley  regarded  the  action  of  the  Lords  in  the  matter  as  a 
warning  to  Pope,  who  also  seems  to  have  viewed  it  in  this 
light. 

Another  author  who  had  dealings  with  Dodsley  was  Mark 
Akenside,  who,  leaving  Newcastle,  arrived  in  London  at 
the  close  of  1743  with  the  manuscript  of  the  Pleasures  of 
Imagination  in  his  pocket,  and  took  it  to  Tully's  Head. 
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The  price  of  £120  which  he  asked  was  high,  and  in  some 
hesitation  Dodsley  showed  the  poem  to  Pope,  who  advised 
him  to  secure  it.  The  first  edition  was  published  anony- 
mously in  January,  1744,  and  was  followed  four  months 
later  by  a  second  edition,  with  the  author's  name  on  the 
title-page. 

Two  years  later  Akenside  became  editor  of  Dodsley's 
magazine,  the  Museum,  in  which  many  of  his  contributions 
can  be  found.  His  Hymn  to  the  Naiads  is  included  in  the 
sixth  volume  of  Dodsley's  Miscellany. 

The  Museum  was  not  the  only  periodical  Dodsley  founded. 
In  it  he  had  only  a  one-fourth  share,  the  other  partners  being 
Longman,  Shewell,  Hitch  and  Rivington ;  but  the  under- 
taking was  projected  and  the  name  suggested  by  him.  A 
previous  publication,  the  Publick  Register,  one  of  the  many 
rivals  of  the  Gentleman's  Magazine,  only  lasted  twenty-four 
weeks,  being  abandoned  by  Dodsley  on  account  of  the 
additional  expense  he  was  put  to  in  stamping  it.  Another 
attempt  was  the  World,  established  with  the  help  of  Moore 
in  1753,  and  continued  for  four  years.  All  these  failures 
were  wiped  out  by  the  Annual  Register,  started  in  1758. 

Although  occupied  with  these  commercial  pursuits  he  did 
not  cease  to  write.  His  early  stage  success  was  followed  in 
1737  by  the  King  and  the  Miller  of  Mansfield  and  its  sequel 
Sir  John  Cockle  at  Court,  and  in  1741  by  The  Blind  Beggar 
of  Bethnal  Green  (all  performed  at  Drury  Lane)  and  by 
Cleone  (at  Covent  Garden)  in  1758.  The  latter  play  was 
offered  to  Garrick,  who  refused  it,  and  endeavoured  to 
prevent  its  success  by  appearing  as  Marplot  in  The  Busy 
Body  on  its  opening  night.  His  unexplainable  conduct  only 
resulted  in  an  estrangement  between  himself  and  Dodsley. 
Cleone  had  a  successful  run,  and  being  afterwards  published 
in  book  form,  passed  through  several  editions.  Dodsley's 
other  prose,  poetical,  and  dramatic  works  are  fairly  numer- 
ous, but  have  long  been  forgotten. 
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With  Joseph  Spence  of  Durham  as  a  companion,  he 
travelled  through  England  and  Scotland  in  1758,  staying  a 
week  with  Shenstone  at  Leasowes,  and  the  next  year  retired 
from  the  business  in  favour  of  his  younger  brother  Robert. 
His  Select  Fables  were  published  by  Baskerville  two  years 
later,  and  are  chiefly  noteworthy  as  having  been  illustrated 
with  woodcuts,  and  included  in  part  by  Thomas  Bewick  in 
one  of  his  volumes. 

In  April,  1760,  his  portrait  was  painted  by  Sir  Joshua 
Reynolds.  He  had  long  been  troubled  with  gout,  and  while 
again  visiting  Spence,  at  Durham,  he  succumbed  to  an  attack 
on  September  23,  1764,  and  was  buried  by  his  friend  in  the 
abbey  churchyard.  His  claims  to  modern  consideration  can 
best  be  summed  in  the  words  of  Mr.  Austin  Dobson: — "The 
man  who,  of  our  time,  should  produce  the  works  of  the 
leading  poets,  philosophers,  fine  gentlemen  (if  there  were 
any),  historians,  and  critics,  and  also  contrive  to  acquire  their 
esteem  and  affection,  would  certainly  be  entitled  to  rank  as 
a  remarkable  personage.  In  such  relations  stood  Robert 
Dodsley  to  the  chief  authors  of  his  day.  ...  he  pub- 
lished for  Pope  and  Gray,  for  Johnson  and  Burke,  for  Spence 
and  Warton,  for  Walpole  and  Chesterfield; — and  none  of 
them  spoke  ill  of  him. "

SOME  NORTHERN    MONASTIC  LIBRARIES. 

John  Boston,  of  Bury,  who  travelled  over  the  whole  of 
England,  about  the  year  1410,  visiting  monasteries  and 
noting  down  the  names  of  the  books  which  he  found  there, 
has  left  the  result  of  his  labours  in  a  catalogue  which  was 
published,  in  1748,  by  Thomas  Tanner  in  his  Bibliotheca 
Britannico-Hibernica.  Among  other  northern  monasteries, 
he  visited  Durham  Priory,  as  well  as  the  religious  houses  of 
Tynemouth,  Brinkburn  and  Newminster  in  Northumberland. 
His  choice  of  books  is  arbitrary,  and,  for  the  most  part,  he 
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omits  works  of  lesser  rarity ;  and  Tanner,  by  suppressing  in 
his  printed  edition  the  works  of  foreign  authors,  has  rendered 
the  catalogue  still  further  fragmentary.  But  it  forms  the 
sole  general  survey  of  conventual  libraries,  and  as  such  has 
a  value  of  its  own.  A  comparison  of  the  Durham  books 
here  enumerated  with  the  mediaeval  catalogues  published  in 
the  seventh  volume  of  the  publications  of  the  Surtees  Society 
will  suggest  the  extent  of  the  Newminster  and  Brinkburn 
libraries,  beyond  the  books  of  which  the  titles  are  given 
below.  The  fact  that  of  the  three  known  copies  of  the 
Historia  Aurea  one  was  treasured  at  Tynemouth,  forms  the 
one  solid  argument  for  identifying  its  author  with  a  vicar  of 
that  place.

SOME  NOTES  ON  THE  FAMILY  OF  CHAMBERS  OR 

CHAMBER  OF  CLEADON  AND  WHITBURN, 

Co.  DURHAM. 

This  family,  long-  established  in  the  Counties  of  Northum- 
berland and  Durham,  may  be  said  to  commence  with  the 
appearance  in  contemporary  records  of  one  William  de 
Camera,  who  appears  to  have  spent  much  of  his  time  in 
witnessing  charters  in  connection  with  various  abbeys.  I 
find  his  name  as  witnessing  several  charters  of  the  Abbey  of 
Newminster,  1271,  and  again  in  Northern  Notes  and  Queries 
(No.  5)  several  times  in  the  Charters  of  Crosthwaite  (no  date). 
The  family  bore  as  arms  the  chevron  and  cinque  foils  which 
are  given  in  the  Carr  MS.  and  Constable  Roll  as  early  as 
1437.  One  John  de  Chambers,  so  written,  was  High  Bayliff 
of  Newcastle  before  it  was  a  borough  in  1351,  and  his  father, 
Robert  de  la  Chambre,  was  Escheator  Royal  of  Northumber- 
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land.  The  origin  of  the  cinquefoil  coat  is  said  to  be  in  the 
tenure  of  Thomas  de  Camera,  temp.  John  or  Henry  III,  of 
30  acres  in  the  franchise  of  Rededale,  Northumberland, 
under  Gilbert  de  Umframville,  whose  great  cinquefoil  is  well 
known. 

The  family  appear  to  have  owned  at  the  end  of  the  fifteenth 
century  a  property — Cleadon  Tower.  Summers  mentions  in 
connection  with  this  property  that  the  family  were  excom- 
municated by  the  Bishops  of  Durham  for  grinding  their  own 
corn,  and  in  consequence  of  this  mandate  several  members 
of  the  family  were  buried  in  unconsecrated  ground  in  a  field 
behind  the  old  house  at  Cledon.  The  graves  are,  I  believe, 
still  extant. 

Describing  this  house,  "Jonothan  (sic]  Oldbuck,"  writing 
to  a  local  periodical  some  years  since,  says: — "I  have  called 
it  a  hall — it  was  originally  a  tower;  the  pity  is  so  little  is 
left  .  .  .  such  an  old  building  is  regarded  as  a  quarry  of 
hewn  stone  .  .  .  But  enough  remains  to  show  the 
solidity  ...  of  Cleadon  Hall.  There  is  a  kitchen  with 
a  single  stone  ten  feet  in  width  above  the  fireplace,  now, 
alas!  no  longer  an  ingle  nook.  There  are  walls  five  and 
six  feet  thick ;  stone  and  wood  enough  to  build  a  whole 
street  for  a  Sunderland  building  society.  In  one  room  there 
was,  within  living  memory,  a  trap-door  in  the  floor  with  a 
subterranean  passage  into  the  fields,  some  of  which  passage 
still  remains  in  the  next  house.  Not  unlikely  this  was  made 
to  serve  as  a  cott-hole  for  a  priest  ...  In  one  of  the 
rooms  there  is  a  very  fine  stone  carving  in  perfect  preserva- 
tion of  the  arms  of  the  Chambers  family.  This  is  about  the 
date  of  the  reign  of  King  James  the  first.  Few  families  not 
noble  had  a  better  attested  antiquity  than  that  of  Chambers, 
of  which  I  believe  Sir  Thomas  Chambers,  the  Recorder  of 
London,  is  the  present  head.  .  .  ." 

Parliamentary  representation  as  far  back  as  1350  is  a 
matter  of  record.  Every  description  of  honourable  office 
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in  and  about  Newcastle  they  have  held — one  proof  more,  were 
any  wanting,  of  how  closely  the  commerce  of  Newcastle  was 
connected  with  the  old  families  of  the  bishoprick  of  Durham. 

I  have  quoted  the  above  in  the  hope  of  interesting  some 
reader  in  the  pedigree,  which  is  the  result  of  the  interest 
which  I  take  in  finding  out  so  much  as  is  possible  with 
regard  to  this  family.  The  family  appears  to  have  been 
extremely  prolific,  and  to  have  spread  through  all  the 
parishes  to  the  south  of  Newcastle.  The  number  of  entries 
in  the  name,  and  the  fact  that  Christian  names  were  often 
duplicated,  makes  the  abstracting  from  the  registers  a 
matter  of  much  difficulty.  My  chief  endeavour  was  to 
separate  the  two  main  stems,  which  existed  side  by  side, 
from  one  another.  A  family  which  was  probably  the  same 
as  that  of  Cleadon  Tower  existed  at  Whitburn  Hall ;  they 
bore  the  same  arms  and  had  the  same  Christian  names. 
They  do  not  appear  to  have  ever  proved  arms  or  pedi- 
gree, though  from  the  fact  that  the  arms  appear  carved 
at  Whitburn,  it  is  probable  that  they  claimed  them.  It 
would  be  interesting  to  know  where  the  separation  occurred. 
My  own  theory  is  that  Robert  Chambers  of  Whitburn  was  a 
son  of  James  or  John  Chambers,  born  circa  1550,  and  was 
for  some  reason  disinherited  by  his  uncle  in  favour  of  his 
cousin  Barbara,  Robert  the  elder  being  the  more  willing  to 
do  so  owing  to  his  niece  having  married  a  man  of  his  own 
name.  Can  any  of  your  readers  shed  light  on  the  question? 

Yet  another  problem  :  William  Chambers,  born  1647,  has 
always  been  represented  as  the  great-grandfather  of  Sir 
Robert  Chambers,  Chief  Justice  of  Bengal.  Sir  Robert's 
grandfather,  Richard  Chambers,  of  Wardenlaw,  gent., 
Sheriff  of  the  Carpenters'  Company  of  Newcastle,  was  born 
aist  November,  1675,  at  Bishopwearmouth.  In  the  register 
he  is  described  as  son  of  William  Chambers  of  Wearmouth. 
Sir  Robert,  who  had  been  offered  a  peerage,  and  was  anxious 
to  prove  the  arms  of  Cleadon,  had  the  registers  searched, 
and  in  the  now  destroyed  Monkwearmouth  registers  he 

R 
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found  one  William  Chambers,  born  3oth  July,  1647,  described 
as  being  son  of  Robert  Chambers  of  Monkwearmouth  Hall. 
The  fact  that  the  previous  entry  in  the  register  was  the 
baptism  of  Barbary,  daughter  of  Robert  Chambers  of 
Cleadon,  2ist  October,  1641  (though  Robert  Chambers' wife, 
Florence  Horsley,  was  long  dead),  led  him  to  the  conclusion 
that  Surtees'  pedigree  was  wrong,  and  that  Robert  and 
Florence  Chambers  had  had  another  child  William,  and  that 
Robert  Chambers  of  Cleadon  had  at  that  time  been  of  Monk- 
wearmouth Hall  also.  Having  gone  more  carefully  into  the 
register  I  have  little  doubt  that  Robert  Chambers  of  Monk- 
wearmouth was  really  Robert  Chambers  of  Whitburn,  and 
that  his  wife  was  Ann  Lettiny  or  Lattimer.  There  was, 
however,  another  William,  who  Sir  Robert  puts  out  of  court 
on  the  plea  that  there  is  too  great  an  interval,  namely, 
William  Chambers  of  Wearmouth,  born  2ist  January,  1629, 
a  son  again  of  Nicholas  Chamer,  born  2gth  July,  1593, 
Bishopswearmouth.  Can  anyone  give  me  any  information 
to  elucidate  this  point?  The  William,  son  of  Robert  the 
landed  proprietor,  is  tempting;  but  give  me  truth,  even  if 
the  other  William  was  a  cobbler!

DIGEST  OF  AN  OLD  CASE  RELATING  TO  THE 
MANOR  OF  GILSLAND.

THE  LORD  WILLIAM  HOWARD  against  CHRISTO.  BELL,  THO. 
SALKELD,  JOHN  DACRE,  AND  OTHERS. 

In  the  Star  Chamber,  in  a  cause  between  the  Lord 
William  Howard,  Plaintiff,  and  Christopher  Bell,  Thomas 
Salkeld,  John  Dacre,  and  other  defendts,  It  was  holden  by 
Lord  Coke  and  Hobart  L.C.J.  Com.  Pleas  that  the  Tenants 
of  the  Manor  of  Gilseland  claiming  tenant  right,  and  being 
now  impeached  by  the  plaintiff,  being  Lord  of  the  Manor, 
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who  supposeth  their  estates  to  be  void  in  law,  that  they 
might  all  joyn  together  in  a  quiet  and  peaceable  manner,  to 
defend  the  cause,  being  common  to  them  all ;  and  therefore 
though  some  particular  persons  were  sued,  yet  they  might 
defend  the  suit  upon  their  common  charge.  And  the  reason 
was,  that  since  the  title  was  one  against  all,  it  was  in  effect 
but  one  defence,  and  one  defendant,  for  the  trial  in  one  mans 
case,  tried  all.  Now  as  they  are  the  acknowledged  parties 
to  their  prejudice  in  defence,  so  it  is  in  reason  that  they  be 
in  like  manner  allowed  for  their  advantage.  And  so  it  was 
said,  that  it  had  been  ruled  in  that  Court  before  in  the  Case 
of  the  Lord  Grey  of  Groby.  Yet  the  Lord  Chancellor  seemed 
to  be  of  a  contrary  mind,  and  cited  a  president  in  8  El.  to 
that  purpose.  But  yet  in  this  case  it  was  agreed  that  they 
must  not  joyn  themselves  together  by  Oath,  which  was  in 
this  case  suspected,  but  not  sufficiently  proved.  But  Bell 
being  a  tenant  was  fined  a  100  pounds  for  assembling  the 
tenants  to  the  number  of  200  in  an  open  field,  where  Leonard 
Dacres  had  been  in  open  rebelion,  and  fought  a  battel  with 
the  Q.  forces,  divers  of  the  said  tenants  being  weaponed 
with  swords  and  daggers,  abiding  three  hours  together,  and 
yet  nothing  was  proved  done  there  by  any  of  the  defendants, 
but  conference  concerning  the  defence  of  their  title  by  promise 
and  writing,  and  contribution  of  money  to  that  purpose. 
And  Hodson  another  tenant  was  also  punished  for  being 
present  at  that  assembly,  and  the  event  of  such  assembly  is 
in  no  mans  power  to  moderate.  And  Salkeld  and  Dacres 
were  fined  a  lool.  a  man,  because  that  being  no  tenants  nor 
any  ways  interessed  in  the  cause  or  title,  and  being  men  of 
strength  and  countenance,  they  did  thrust  themselves  by 
way  of  maintenance  into  it,  warranting  the  title,  stirring  the 
people  to  persist  in  it  to  give  occasion  of  suits  at  the  least, 
where  perhaps  else  the  cause  had  been  ended  by  way  of 
agreement,  with  all,  as  it  hath  done  with  many. 

But  Salkeld  and  Dacres  were  not  of  the  assembly,  neither 
did  it  certainly  appear  that  they  were  acquainted  withal.

On  Sunday,  the  8th  inst.,  the  Corps  of  John  Errington, 
Esq;  eldest  Son  to  the  Chief  of  Beaufront,  was  carried  from

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thirty  Persons  in  Cloaks  and  Hatbands,  ten  Mourners  in 
Coaches,  a  great  Number  of  Gentlemen  and  their  Tenants, 
who  had  all  Mourning,  and  interr'd  at  St  Johnly's  Church, 
under  a  very  ancient  Tomb-stone,  (wrote  on  in  the  old  Saxon 
Language)  the  Burial  Place  of  that  Family.

ARMS  AND  CREST  OF  THE  FAMILY  OF  WALLIS. 
(Vol.  I.,  p.  214.) 

I  am  unable  at  present  to  refer  to  Hodgson's  History1  of 
Northumberland,  but  I  have  a  note  that  he  gives  the  arms 
of  Wallis  of  Knaresdale  Gules,  a  fess  ermine,  but  mentions 
that  the  Cresswell  tables  have  Argent,  a  chevron  sable,  4 
quatre  foils  gules  pierced.  He  also  gives  the  arms  Azure,  a 
bend  embattled  argent,  appearing  on  the  seal  of  William 
Wallis  of  Newcastle  in  1664,  and  I  think  these  arms,  which 
are  carved  in  stone  in  St.  Nicholas'  Church,  Newcastle,  are 
the  arms  of  Wallis  of  Knaresdale  Hall  and  Copeland  Castle. 
I  have  a  MS.  written  by  my  ancestor,  the  Rev.  John  Wallis, 
author  of  the  Natural  History  and  Antiquities  of  Northumber- 
land, in  which  he  says,  with  reference  to  Anthony  Walles, 
vicar  of  Embleton,  1528  to  1538,  "his  name  local,  from  his 
ancestors  being  Conservators  of  the  Valla  Romana  on  the 
Northern  Borders  in  hostile  Times,  by  which  service  they 
held  their  Lands,  their  Shield  of  Arms  bearing  three  embattled 
Towers;  in  our  old  annals  and  the  Escheat  Rolls  of  Northum- 
berland their  Names  are  always  thus  written,  and  in  more 
modern  times  Wallis." 

The  late  Rev.  William  Marshall  Wallis  of  Westoe,  who 
claimed  descent  through  the  Wallis  family  of  Old  Ridley 
from  the  Wallis's  of  Copeland,  had  these  arms  (a  bend  em- 
battled) cut  on  his  wife's  tombstone  in  Bucklebury  church- 
yard, near  Reading  (where  he  also  is  buried).  He  thought 
the  family  of  Wallis  of  Copeland  and  Knaresdale  derived 
descent  from  Ranulph  de  Vallibus,  Lord  of  Triermaine, 
second  son  of  Ranulph  de  Vallibus  or  Vaux,  Baron  of  Gils- 
land.  Peter  de  Walles,  who  acquired  Aydon  Castle  by 
marriage  with  Emma  de  Aydon  in  the  first  year  of  Edward  I, 
1272,  was  probably  the  first  member  of  the  family  who 
settled  in  Northumberland;  but  Copeland  Castle  was  their 
seat  in  the  following  reign  of  Edward  II. 

Ralph  Wallace  sold  Knaresdale  to  John  Stephenson, 
alderman  of  Newcastle-upon-Tyne  (Wallis'  History  of  North- 
umberland, vol.  ii,  p.  20). 
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Thomas  Wallace,  of  Asholme  in  Haltwhistle  parish,  who 
subsequently  acquired  Knaresdale,  was  an  attorney  at 
Brampton  and  the  father  of  James  Wallace  (Attorney  General 
in  1780  and  1783),  and  grandfather  of  Thomas  Wallace  who, 
in  1828,  was  created  Baron  Wallace  of  Knaresdale.  This 
family  also  owned  a  small  property  at  Whitley  in  Kirkhaugh 
parish,  and  bore,  from  an  old  seal  of  the  family,  the  arms 
A  lion  rampant  "within  a  bordure  compone;  crest,  an  ostrich 
•with  a  horse-shoe  in  its  bill;  motto,  Sperandum  est  (see 
pedigree  in  Hodgson's  History  of  Northumberland). 

The  historian,  John  Wallis,  was  born,  in  1714,  on  the  site 
of  a  Roman  camp  called  Whitley  Castle,  at  Kirkhaugh  (the 
adjoining  parish  to  Knaresdale),  and  was  the  eldest  son  of 
John  Wallis  of  Kirkhaugh  and  Esther  his  wife  (daughter  of 
Anthony  Mulcaster  of  Croglin,  Cumberland),  and  was  a 
grandson  of  Richard  Wallis  of  Kirkhaugh,  who  married 
three  times,  and  made  his  will,  proved  at  Durham  in  1703, 
in  which  he  names  nine  children,  and,  in  addition  to  his 
Kirkhaugh  property,  disposed  of  estates  at  Alston,  part  of 
which  he  had  acquired  under  the  will  of  his  brother  Thomas 
Wallis  of  Alston,  proved  at  Durham  in  1697.  The  name 
was  spelt  indiscriminately  Wallis,  Walles,  Wallas,  or  Wallace 
in  the  wills  of  members  of  the  family  proved  at  Durham,  and 
although  the  historian  and  his  father  and  grandfather  wrote 
their  names  Wallis,  the  entry  of  the  historian's  own  baptism 
was  written  in  the  Kirkhaugh  register  "John  son  of  John 
Wallace  of  Castlenook  baptized  Dec.  3rd  1714,"  and  this 
spelling  his  son  adopted. 

The  will,  written  on  parchment,  of  Richard  Wallas  of 
Kirkhaugh,  dated  3rd  April,  1586,  is  printed  in  the  Surtees 
Society  Publications,  vol.  xxxviii,  p.  125.  The  testator 
mentions  "Annas  my  wife  and  my  five  childerren";  also 
says  "I  desire  Edward  Musgrave  gentilman  and  his  children 
to  help  my  children  to  their  ryght  And  whereas  James 
Arstrenge  of  the  Sebie  Neise  did  steill  from  me  one  meer 
price  405.  and  foure  kyne  price  XX  nobles  I  put  all  that 
goodes  into  the  handes  of  the  aforesaid  Edward  Musgrave 
to  folow.  I  desire  Alexander  Fetherstonhaugh  esquier  to 
be  good  to  my  wife  and  children  as  he  hath  bene  before. " 
Richard  Musgrave  and  Edward  Walles  of  Knaresdale  Hall 
were  two  of  the  witnesses  of  the  will. 

The  testator  was  probably  a  son  of  William  Wallis  of 
Knaresdale  Hall  and  Anne  his  wife  (fourth  daughter  of  Sir 
Nicholas  Ridley  of  Willimoteswick  by  Mary  daughter  of  Sir 
Thomas  Musgrave  of  Eden  Hall),  and  hence  his  claim  to  the 
friendly  offices  of  his  Musgrave  kinsmen.  Margaret,  the 
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second  daughter  of  Sir  Nicholas  Ridley,  had  married  John 
Fetherstonhaugh  of  Fetherstone  Castle,  while  Ralph  Whit- 
field,  also  mentioned  in  the  will,  was  either  the  husband  or 
the  son  of  Margaret,  daughter  of  Sir  Hugh  Ridley,  the  son 
of  Sir  Nicholas. 

I  shall  be  glad  if  any  of  your  readers  can  throw  further 
light  on  the  pedigree  of  the  Rev.  John  Wallis,  the  first 
County  Historian  of  Northumberland.  Unfortunately  the 
Kirkhaugh  registers  were  burnt  some  years  ago.

TYNESIDE  PLACE-NAMES. 
(Vol.  I.,  p.  216.) 

Perhaps  a  short  description  of  the  places  on  Tyneside 
having  the  curious  names  mentioned  by  "  Corstopitum " 
would  have  helped  in  attempting  an  explanation  as  to  why 
such  names  had  been  given.  However,  I  beg  to  submit  the 
following : — 

Cronkley. — Taylor,  in  his  "Words  and  Places"  (p.  250), 
says — "The  fox  is  unknown  in  the  Isle  of  Man,  and  not  even 
tradition  survives  of  its  former  presence.  A  place  called 
CRONKSHYNNAGH,  which  means  Foxhough,  is,  however, 
sufficient  to  prove  that  this  animal  was  once  a  denizen  of  the 
island." 

In  Quiggin's  "Guide  through  the  Isle  of  Man"  (1846),  is 
mentioned  an  oblong  tumulus  called  CRONK  NY  MARROO,  or 
Hill  of  the  Dead.  At  another  place  near  Ramsey  we  find 
that  "near  the  road  is  a  high  mountain,  surrounded  with 
stones,  called  CRONK-E-VOWLAN,  a  sepulchral  tumulus." 
CRONKRULEIGH,  CRONKRULE,  and  CRONK-OULD  are  other  place- 
names  in  the  Isle  of  Man.  In  Teesdale  we  find  CRONKLEY 
FELL  and  CRONKLEY  SCAR,  and  there  is  a  CRONKLEY  in  Lune- 
dale.  In  Dr.  Embleton's  catalogue  of  "Teesdale  Place- 
Names"  (Natural  History  Transactions,  Newcastle,  1887), 
CRONK  is  given  as  a  hill,  and  mention  is  made  of  CRONK- 
KEEILLOW'N  as  hill  of  St.  John's  Church.  This  hill,  which 
is  in  the  Isle  of  Man,  is  also  called  Tynwald  Hill  (Cregeen's 
Dictionary  of  Manx  Language).  Cronk  is  Irish  and  Manx 
for  a  hill. 

The  other  component,  in  the  place-name  CRONKLEY,  is 
from  the  Anglo-Saxon  LEAH,  LEAG,  LEGE;  Danish  LEI,  found 
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as    LEY,    LEA,    LEE,    LAY,  LEIGH,    from    LEIGAN,    LIGGIN — to    He. 

The  LEA  was  an   opening  or   forest  clearing  where  cattle 
might  be  depastured. 

"The  lowing-  herd  winds  slowly  o'er  the  LEA." 

— Gray's  Elegy. 

Fairl. — Probably  short  for  FairLEY,  or  FairLEA.  FAIRLIE 
is  a  Scottish  place-name.  The  initial  component,  Norse 
FAAR — sheep;  hence  sheep-lea.  SHIPLEY  is  a  Wear  valley 
place-name.  In  Weardale  we  have  FAIRHILLS  and  FAIRFIELD. 
Faroe,  as  in  Faroe  Islands,  is  FAAR  (sheep)  and  Anglo-Saxon 
EA,  Norse  OE — an  island.  The  double  name  is  sheep-island- 
island. 

Monthevoley . — In  considering  this  place-name  I  should 
separate  it  thus — MONT-HEW-LEY.  We  have  in  Weardale 
MOUNT-HEALEY,  and,  near  Castleside  (both  in  the  County  of 
Durham),  HEALEY-FIELD.  The  Anglo-Saxon  words  MONT, 
HIGH,  LEAH  (mount-high-lea),  I  think  will  account  for  this 
place-name.  In  Yorkshire  there  are  HEALAUGH,  HELAGH, 
HEALEY,  HELLABY,  HEALEY-COTE,  HEELEY,  and  also  HELLI- 
FIELD  (anciently  Helgefelt — or  the  field  of  Helge,  the  first 
Saxon  owner).  Johnston  gives  HELLMUIR  as  from  Norse 
HELLA  (flat),  and  Danish  MOR  (a  moor).  The  same  author 
in  his  "Place-Names  of  Scotland"  gives  MOUNTHOOLY  as 
perhaps  from  the  Gaelic  MONADH  CHUILE  (hill  with  the  corner 
or  nook).  Taylor  mentions  HELWELL,  HELWICK,  and  HEL- 
WITH.  Some  of  these  may  be  from  Anglo-Saxon  HELAN  (to 
cover),  German  HELM  (a  covering),  as  HEALMET  (helmet). 
Instance  the  Helm-wind  in  Westmorland. 

Hassocks. — In  Weardale  there  is  a  place  called  HASSWICKS. 
In  Queen  Elizabeth's  time  there  was  in  Weardale  forest  a 
watch-place  at  ESSOCK  Ford,  near  the  place  called  Hasswicks 
mentioned  above.  Bailey  explains  'hassock'  as  from  hare  and 
socks,  because  hare-skins  were  sometimes  worn  instead  of 
socks.  Also  a  bass  or  cushion  made  of  rushes  to  kneel  upon 
in  church.  In  Scotland,  a  bushy  turf,  used  for  a  seat,  is  a 
'hassock.'  Brockett  defines  the  word  as  a  reed  or  rush.  The 
ford  near  Hassocks,  in  Weardale,  appears  to  have  been 
covered  with  tufts  of  rushes  or  reeds.  A  track  of  land  on 
the  Tyne  called  HASSOCKS  is  supposed  to  have  been  covered 
with  hassocks.  Sweedish  HWASS  or  WASS  (a  rush  or  reed), 
Anglo-Saxon  SACC,  German  SACK,  Icelandic  SECKR  (a  bag  or 
sack — a  hass-sack).  Chambers  gives  Welsh  HESGOG  (sedgy), 
HESG  (sedge,  rushes),  from  being  made  of  coarse  grass. 
Danish  'hassock'  is  a  rush-mat  ("Weardale  Names  of  Field 
and  Fell"). 
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Fine  House. — The  writer  knows  a  tributary  of  the  River 
Wear  called  FINE  BURN.  This  stream  forms  the  boundary 
line  of  two  adjoining  parishes.  Each  parish  finishes  at  the 
burn.  FINE  SIKE,  also  in  Weardale,  is  the  line  of  boundary 
of  two  separate  townships.  The  Roman  Camp,  AD  FINES 
CAMPS,  is  situated  near  the  boundary  between  England  and 
Scotland.  In  France  we  have  FINISTERRE  (FINIS  TERRCE), 
which  is  equivalent  to  land's  end.  The  Latin  FINIS,  FINALIS, 
is  the  final  or  finish — the  end.

SCHOLARS  AT  THE  KEPIER  SCHOOL,  HOUGHTON-LE-SPRING. 
(Vol.  I.,  pp.  158,  173,  188,  220.) 

The  late  Mr.  William  John  Braithwaite,  only  son  of 
William  Braithwaite  of  Bishopwearmouth,  by  his  wife  Mary, 
daughter  of  John  Jackson  of  Fatfield,  was  educated  at  the 
Kepier  School,  circa  1834-43.  A  lengthy  obituary  notice 

1  The  arms  of  the  family  registered  at  the  Visitation  in  1615  (Harl.  Soc.,  vol.  7,  p.  31)  were 
.  .  .  on  a  bend  .  .  .  three  escallops  ...  no  tinctures  being  given.  The  colours 
are  supplied  variously.  The  Blount  family  quartered  Argent,  on  a  bend  gules,  three  escallops 
of  'the  field  at  the  Visitation  of  Essex  (Harl.  Soc.,  vol.  13,  p.  154)  in  right  of  the  marriage  of 
John  Blount  of  London  with  Ann  dau.  &  heir  of  William  Layton  of  Yorkshire,  Esqueir,  and 
is  also  at  a  much  earlier  date  assigned  to  William  de  Laton  (Harl.  MS.  <5yAij).  At  the  same 
Visitation  (p.  236)  Sable,  on  a  bend  argent,  three  escallops  gules,  was  allowed  as  a  quarter- 
ing to  the  Lucas  family  in  right  of  the  marriage  of  Thomas  Lucas  of  St.  John's,  with  Elizabeth, 
dau.  and  heir  of  John  Leighton  [Layton]  of  London,  gentleman.  This  last  coat  was  registered 
by  William  Layton  of  Dalemayne  in  1664  with  a  crest  a  lion's  head  erased  and  collared. 
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of  him  in  the  Mataura  Ensign^  Tuesday,  23rd  May,   1893, 
states  that  "in  his  youth  he  was  an  artist  of  great  promise 
At  school  he  obtained  several  drawing  prizes  in  the 
shape  of  medals  and  Maltese  crosses  suitably  inscribed." 

When  the  emigration  fever  was  at  its  height  he  left 
England,  sailing  on  the  i2th  September,  1852,  in  the 
"Emigrant."  For  some  time  he  lived  at  Wetherstones, 
near  Lawrence,  afterwards  removing  to  Switzers,  and  finally 
to  Waikaia  Flat,  where  he  died  on  the  i7th  May,  1893,  aged 
65  years,  leaving  a  widow,  three  sons  and  four  daughters. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Domain  Board,  and  hon.  sec.  of 
the  Switzers  Cemetery  Fund.  For  several  years  he  was 
secretary  of  the  Switzers  School  Committee,  and  was  also 
the  county  ranger  and  dog-tax  collector. 

The  Ensign  correspondent  quaintly  remarks:  "He  was 
widely  known,  had  an  excellent  education,  was  a  very  intel- 
lectual man,  and  had  a  thorough  grasp  of  the  principal  topics 
of  interest  of  the  day.  Thus  his  conversation  always  soared 
above  the  mere  common-place  themes  of  existence.  From 
his  inoffensive  manner  he  made  a  large  range  of  friends,  all 
and  every  one  of  whom  will  miss  his  well-known  voice  and 
hearty  hand-shake  in  the  future  course  of  their  lives.  Well 
may  we  recall,  with  a  yearning  sigh,  the  words  of  a  late 
bard : — 

And  the  stately  ships  go  on 

To  the  haven  under  the  hill; 
But  oh !  for  the  touch  of  a  vanished  hand 
And  the  sound  of  a  voice  that  is  still ! "

At  Houghton-le-Spring,  i8th  inst,  aged  64,  Mr.  Mathew  Dunn, 
formerly  of  Hexham,  and  for  34  years  a  master  in  the  Kepier  Grammar 
School ; — 1 6th  inst.,  aged  78,  the  Rev.  George  Bee.  He  was  educated  at 
the  Kepier  Grammar  School,  and  at  the  age  of  17,  from  his  acquirements, 
became  classical  teacher  in  that  school.  He  seceded  from  the  Church 
of  England  in  1811,  when  he  united  with  the  Baptist  denomination,  of 
which  he  became  pastor,  and  continued  so  till  his  death. — Newcastle 
Chronicle,  29  September,  1854. 

At  Houghton-le-Spring,  3ist  inst.,  aged  28,  the  Rev.  J.  Leycester 
Balfour,  M.A.,  of  Queen's  College,  Oxford,  head  master  of  Kepier 
Grammar  School.  The  deceased  gentleman  during  his  short  residence 
in  the  north,  had  won  the  esteem  and  respect  of  a  large  circle ;  and  his 
sudden  and  premature  death  is  the  cause  of  deep  regret  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood.— Newcastle  Chronicle,  8  December,  1854.

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PREFACE. 

In  the  Gentleman's  Magazine,  for  August,  1862,  there  is  a 
paper  upon  "The  Trade  Companies  of  Gateshead,"  by  Mr. 
W.  H.  D.  Longstaffe,  in  which  he  names  the  following  seven 
Companies : — 

I. — Barkers  and  Tanners;  incorporated  1557. 

II. — Weavers;  charter  confirmed  in  Elizabeth's  reign. 

III. — Dyers,  Fullers,  Blacksmiths,  Locksmiths,  Cutlers, 
Joiners,  and  Carpenters ;  charter  confirmed  in  1594. 

IV. — Cordwainers ;  charter  confirmed  in  1602. 

V. — Drapers,  Tailors,  Mercers,  Hardwaremen,  Coopers, 
and  Chandlers;  common  seal  is  dated  1595. 

VI. — Free-masons,  Carvers,  Stone-cutters,  Sculptors, 
Brick-makers, Tilers,  Brick-layers,  Glaziers,  Painter- 
stainers,  Founders,  Nailers,  Pewterers,  Mill-wrights, 
Saddles  and  Bridlers,  Trunkmakers,  and  Distillers; 
charter  confirmed  in  1671. 

VII. — Grocers,  Apothecaries,  and  Pipe-makers;  incor- 
porated 1676:  charter  ordered  to  be  given  up  in 
1678. 

The  records  of  the  fifth  of  these  Companies  (the  Drapers, 
Tailors,  Mercers,  Hardwaremen,  Coopers,  and  Chandlers  of 
Gateshead)  is  here  printed.  The  manuscript  book  which  con- 
tains these  records  is  in  size  a  foolscap  folio,  thirteen  inches

high,  eight-and-a-half  inches  broad,  and  one-and-a-half  inches 
thick,  half-bound,  containing  two  hundred  and  ten  leaves 
of  old  paper.  There  are  three  kinds  of  paper,  the  water-marks 
of  which  are  not  dated,  and  the  leaves  are  of  three  different 
sizes,  suggesting  that  three  books  have  recently  been  bound 
together. 

The  Charter  of  the  Company  is  not  given,  but  the  Consti- 
tution and  Byelaws  are  on  leaves  6  to  8  and  12  to  27.  The 
introduction  to  these  Byelaws  names  the  Charter  granted  to 
the  Company  by  Cromwell  in  1658,  which  Charter,  Longstaffe 
says,  "  was  not  worth  the  parchment  it  was  written  on." 

A  "  Copy  of  the  Warrant  given  from  the  Lord  Bishopp  of 
Durham  to  the  Company,"  in  1662,  is  on  leaf  48. 

Minutes,  Orders,  and  Fines  are  promiscuously  entered 
throughout  the  book — any  blank  space  on  the  pages  appears 
to  have  been  used,  irrespective  of  date.  They  have  been 
brought  together  and  placed  in  order. 

The  Accounts  begin  in  the  year  1655  and  are  continued 
down  to  1830,  in  various  forms.  The  earliest  entries  will  be 
given  in  full,  and  a  selection  will  be  made  from  the  later 
years  in  order  to  avoid  wearisome  repetition. 

The  Admissions  of  new  Members  to  the  Fellowship  from 
1659  to  1693  are  on  leaves  65  to  68  of  the  manuscript  book, 
and  those  from  1684  to  1825  are  on  leaves  172  to  185  ;  the 
names  from  1684  to  1693  being  twice  entered. 

The  Enrolment  of  Apprentices  seems  to  be  complete  from 
1645  to  1819.  The  entries  for  the  first  thirteen  years  are 
thirty  in  number  and  the  writing  is  very  even,  suggesting 
that  they  have  been  copied  from  some  older  list.  The  list 
given  on  leaves  185 A  to  209  (May,  1686,  to  February,  1819) 
repeats  many  of  the  entries  previously  given.

A  list  of  the  Names  of  Members  for  the  year  1658  is  given 
on  leaves  9  and  10;  for  1682,  on  leafs;  for  1684,  on  leaf  4; 
and  from  1731  to  1825,  on  leaves  2  and  3.  Many  of  the 
Orders  are  signed  by  the  Members  present  at  the  meeting ; 
to  save  space  these  names  are  not  printed  in  every  case,  but 
where  the  Order  or  Minute  is  important,  or  when  a  list  of 
the  Names  has  not  been  given  for  a  few  years,  they  are 
printed  in  full. 

The  Stewards  from  1658  to  1850  are  given  on  leaves  61 
to  170.  Three  were  appointed  annually,  with  two  Searchers 
and  a  Clerk. 

There  are  rough  lists  of  Names  marked  "Absent"  or 
"Fined  for  Absence"  which  do  not  seem  to  be  sufficiently 
important  to  be  worth  printing. 

The  volume  is  now  in  the  Gateshead  Public  Library.  It  is 
printed  here  by  permission  of  the  Library  Committee,  to 
whom  the  transcriber  tenders  his  thanks.
